volving  real  estate,  majorities  of  the  Planning  Board,  Sewer  Commission¬ 
ers  and  Park  Commissioners  respectively  vote  to  concur  in  the  opinion 
that  the  property  will  not  be  needed  for  parks,  playgrounds  or  other 
public  use,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  6.  (By  Direction  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  authorize  its  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  conveyances  or  mort¬ 
gages  of  any  real  or  personal  property  belonging  to  persons  receiving  re¬ 
lief  from  the  Town,  and  dispose  of  said  property  in  the  manner  they  may 
judge  for  the  Town’s  best  interest  and  to  authorize  them  to  discharge 
any  encumbrances  on  said  property  if  they  consider  it  for  the  best  inter¬ 
est  of  the  Town  and  so  to  do  and  to  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  discharging  of  such  encum¬ 
brances.

thereto. 

To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  construction  of 
sidewalks  and  curbing  in  the  sidewalk  building  program;  said  money  to 
be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  take  any  other 
action  in  relation  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  17.  (By  Direction  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation  or  otherwise  a  sum  of 
money  to  construct  sidewalk  and  install  curbing  on  the  northerly  side 
of  Ralph  Talbot  Street,  between  Pleasant  Street  and  the  Hingham  Line, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

At  present  the  stream  heads  toward  the  Fitzgerald  Mill  End  Shop.  (2) 
to  bank  westerly  side  of  stream  at  least  12”  higher  than  at  present  in 
the  area  of  the  shop.  (3)  Clear  stream  of  brush,  etc.  up  to  a  point  500J 
in  Northerly  direction  from  Route  No.  3.  Said  work  to  be  done  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  State  under  Chapter  91  of  the  General  Laws,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  22.  (At  Request  of  the  Drainage  Committee).  To  see 
what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  by  taxa¬ 
tion  or  otherwise,  for  drainage  purposes  (for  stream  improvement)  from 
Weymouth  Back  River  to  Whitmans  Pond;  consisting  of  flood-flow  con¬ 
duit  and  channel  and  works  at  dams  as  recommended  by  Metcalf  and 
Eddy,  Engineers,  in  report  to  Weymouth  Drainage  Committee,  dated 
March  11,  1957. 

That  the  sum  of  money  named  shall  be  made  available  only  if  the 
State,  under  General  Laws,  Chapter  91,  will  pay  a  sum  of  money  pro¬ 
portionate  to  the  cost  of  construction  under  the  provisions  of  said  chap¬ 
ter. 
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Provided  further,  that  such  work  shall  be  done  by  private  contract 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and/or  the  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Works. 

Also,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  assume  liability  in  the  manner  provided 
by  Section  29  of  Chapter  91  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter

rimack  and  Connecticut  Rivers,  in  accordance  with  Section  11  of  Chap¬ 
ter  91  of  the  General  Laws,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  and 
deliver  a  bond  of  indemnity  therefor  to  the  Commonwealth;  or  take  any 
other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  23.  (At  Request  of  Sewer  Commissioners).  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  particular  sewers  and  determine  whether  the  money  shall 
be  provided  for  by  taxation,  by  appropriation  from  available  funds  in¬ 
cluding  sewer  assessment  funds,  and  by  borrowing  under  authority  of 
Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  24.  (At  Request  of  Sewer  Commissioners).  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vcte  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  cf  money  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  common  sewers  and  determine  whether  the  money  shall  be 
provided  f~r  by  taxation,  by  appropriation  from  available  funds  including 
sewer  assessments  funds,  and  by  borrowing  under  authority  rf  Chapter  44 
of  the  General  Laws,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

ARTICLE  25.  (At  Request  of  School  Committee).  To  see  what 
sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  by  taxation  or  otherwise,  and 
appropriate,  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  cornice  and  gutters  of  the 
original  high  school  building  erected  in  1898,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  26.  (At  Request  of  Board  of  Water  Commissioners).  To

town,  not  in  litigation,  for  a  greater  sum  than  $500.00. 

G.  Amend  Section  501  by  striking  out  in  line  3  the  words  “Board  of 
Selectmen”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  the  words  “Department  of 
Public  Works”  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  501.

To 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  add  Section  306  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town 
to  create  a  Recreation  Committee  in  accordance  with  Chapter  45,  Sec¬ 
tion  14  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  or  take  any  other 
action  in  relation  thereto.  Said  Section  305  to  read  as  follows:  SECTION 
306.  There  shall  be  created  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  a  Recreation  Com¬ 
mission  with  the  power  to  conduct  and  to  promote  recreation,  play,  sport 
and  physical  education  on  playgrounds,  playfields,  parks,  gymnasium, 
and  swimming  areas  pursuant  to  Chapter  45,  Section  14  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

The  said  Recreation  Commission  shall  consist  of  seven  members  who 
shall  be  elected  at  the  1959  annual  town  election  in  the  following  manner; 
The  initial  members  thereof  shall  be  elected  to  serve,  three  for  three 
years,  two  for  two  years  and  two  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  annual 
town  election  at  which  they  are  elected  and  thereafter  when  the  term 
of  any  member  expires  his  successor  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  three 
years.  In  all  cases  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  serve  until  their 
successors  are  qualified.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  terms 
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in  the  same  manner  that  full  term  members  are  elected.^  Immediately 
after  election  the  members  of  the  Recreation  Commission  shall  meet  and 
elect  a  Chairman  and  Secretary  and  select  all  other  necessary  officers  to 
serve  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

The  Recreation  Commission  shall  hold  meetings  regularly  at  least 
once  a  month  and  shall  designate  the  time  and  place  thereof.  The  Com¬ 
mission  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  rules  and  regulat.ons  for  the 
conduct  of  business  within  its  jurisdiction  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
its  proceedings.  Four  regular  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Recreation  Commission  shall  be  ex¬ 
ercised  and  performed  as  herein  provided  and  in  conformity  with  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Recreation  Commission  shall  study  matters  of  recreation  in  re¬ 
gards  to  needs,  advantages  and  benefits,  and  shall  plan  a  municipal  pro¬ 
gram  to  coordinate  with  the  programs  of  other  agencies. 

The  Recreation  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  conduct  recrea¬ 
tion  that  will  employ  the  leisure  time  of  people  in  a  constructive  and 
wholesome  manner.  It  may  conduct  such  activities  on  properties  under 
its  own  control,  on  public  properties  with  the  consent  of  the  authorities 
thereof,  and  cn  private  property  with  the  consent  of  the  owners. 

The  Recreation  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  employ  a  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Recreation,  who  is  properly  trained  for  the  work  and  such 
other  personnel  as  the  Superintendent  and  Commission  deem  proper; 

The  Recreation  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  conduct  at 
reasonable  charges  such  facilities  for  amusement,  entertainment,  refresh¬ 
ment  of  the  public  as  are  suitable  for  recreation  purposes  and  may  let 
privileges  therefor,  but  such  privileges  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision 
of  the  Recreation  Commission; 

The  Recreation  Commission,  at  the  regularly  designated  time,  shall 
submit  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  an  estimate  of  anticipated  revenue  and 
expenditures  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  to  be  approved  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  the  Town  Meeting  and  included  in  the  budget.  Said  Commission 
shall  operate  within  the  budget  as  approved,  and  the  expenses  thereof 
shall  be  payable  by  the  treasury  of  the  Town. 

The  Recreation  Commission  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Town, 
showing  its  operation  and  expenditures  and  shall  make  such  other  re¬ 
ports  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  55.  (By  Direction  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  to  be  expended  un¬ 
der  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  stocking 
the  ponds  and  inland  waters,  located  within  the  Town  limits,  with  fish 
and/or  liberating  game,  all  in  accordance  with  General  Laws  (Ter.

nual  town  election  at  which  they  are  elected  and  thereafter  when  the 
term  of  any  member  expires  his  successor  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for 
three  years.  In  all  cases  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  serve  until 
their  successors  are  qualified.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  unex¬ 
pired  terms  in  the  same  manner  that  full  term  members  are  elected.  Im¬ 
mediately  after  election  the  members  of  the  Recreation  Commission  shall 
meet  and  elect  a  Chairman  and  Secretary  and  select  all  other  necessary 
officers  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

The  Recreation  Commission  shall  hold  meetings  regularly  at  least 
once  a  month  and  shall  designate  the  time  and  place  thereof.  The  Com¬ 
mission  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  con- 
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duct  of  business  within  its  jurisdiction  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  its 
proceedings.  Four  regular  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Recreation  Commission  shall  be  exer¬ 
cised  and  performed  as  herein  provided  and  in  conformity  with  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts: 

The  Recreation  Commission  shall  study  matters  of  recreation  in  re¬ 
gards  to  needs,  advantages  and  benefits,  and  shall  plan  a  municipal  pro¬ 
gram  to  coordinate  with  the  programs  of  other  agencies; 

The  Recreation  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  conduct  recrea¬ 
tion  that  will  employ  the  leisure  time  of  people  in  a  constructive  and 
wholesome  manner.  It  may  conduct  such  activities  on  properties  under 
its  own  control,  on  public  properties  with  the  consent  of  the  authorities 
thereof,  and  on  private  property  with  the  consent  of  the  owners; 

The  Recreation  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  employ  a  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Recreation,  who  is  properly  trained  for  the  work  and  such 
other  personnel  as  the  Superintendent  and  Commission  deem  proper; 

The  Recreation  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  conduct  at 
reasonable  charges  such  facilities  for  amusement,  entertainment,  refresh¬ 
ment  of  the  public  as  are  suitable  for  recreation  purposes  and  may  let 
privileges  therefor,  but  such  privileges  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision 
of  the  Recreation  Commission; 

The  Recreation  Commission,  at  the  regularly  designated  time,  shall 
submit  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  an  estimate  of  anticipated  revenue  and 
expenditures  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  to  be  approved  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  the  Town  Meeting  and  included  in  the  budget.  Said  Commis¬ 
sion  shall  operate  within  the  budget  as  approved,  and  the  expenses  therof 
shall  be  payable  by  the  treasury  of  the  Town;

REPORT  TO  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING,  JUNE  9,  AS  INSTRUCTED: 

From  the  annual  town  meeting  of  March  3  and  5,  1958,  the  following  is  a 
preliminary  plan  and  report  for  advertising  by  the  I.  D.  C.  with  regard  to 
Weymouth  Industrial  Areas. 

On  April  23,  1958,  the  Industrial  Development  Commission  was  re¬ 
organized  with  the  decided  objective  to  attract  to  Weymouth  a  type  of 
clean  industry  worthy  of  the  skill  and  education  of  our  citizens,  one  that 
will  not  be  in  any  way  a  nuisance  or  an  annoyance;  in  order  to  enable  the 
Town  to  maintain  its  present  tax  rate. 

To  attain  this,  the  commission  will  utilize  all  public  outlets  for  sell¬ 
ing  purposes.  We  will  acquaint  and  educate  our  citizens’  organization 
and  improvement  associations  with  our  town’s  assets. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  compiling  a  brochure  and  have  solicited  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  of  all  the  town’s  departments  related  to  our 
required  needs;  also,  we  have  notified  the  industrial  leaders,  both  in  our 
town  and  in  the  area,  of  what  Weymouth  has  to  offer.  We  are  registered 
with  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce  through  its  development 
manager,  Mr.  Tomas  Knight,  who  has  assured  us  of  full  co-operation: 
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whose  program  is  to  develop  the  Greater  Boston  aiea  in  which  Wey¬ 
mouth  is  ideally  situated.  We  have  also  had  the  assurance  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  State  Department  of  Commerce  through  its  South  Shore  Re¬ 
gional  Representative,  Mr.  Francis  Miriglia,  of  that  department  s  full  co¬ 
operation. 

In  order  of  importance,  the  first  move  is  to  have  all  land  now  zoned 
for  limited  industrial  purposes  to  be  made  exclusive  for  industry.  It  is 
intended  to  have  this  put  in  the  form  of  an  article  in  the  warrant  through 
the  proper  channels  and  have  it  presented  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

The  commission  will  seek  favorable  newspaper  publicity  by  its  demon¬ 
strated  efforts,  and  its  future  expansion  will  require  the  co-operation  of 
the  Appropriations’  Committee  to  furnish  the  commission  ample  money 
to  properly  approach  the  problem,  and  enable  it  to  compete  with  the  neigh¬ 
boring  communities  whose  efforts  are  designed  for  the  same  purpose  of 
attracting  industry. 

We  wish  to  publicly  thank  Mr.  Walter  Heffernan,  of  the  Planning 
Board;  Mr.  Bilodeau,  of  the  Public  Works  Department;  the  Town  Clerk, 
Mr.  Christensen;  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  help.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


December  5,  1958 


To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  Report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control 
Project  of  its  activities  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1958. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  appropriated  $8,500.00  for  mosquito  control 
in  1958. 

The  basic  program  of  control  continued  to  be  based  on  the  drainage 
in  the  off-season  and  larvaciding  of  all  areas  found  to  be  breeding  during 
the  mosquito  season.  This  program  was  supplemented  by  ground  appli¬ 
cation  of  D.D.T.  dust  to  selected  areas  during  the  period  when  the  swamps 
were  frozen.  Fog  generators  and  a  mist  blower  were  used  to  combat  flying 
mosquitoes. 

The  cumulative  effect  of  the  work  of  past  winters  has  changed  the 
work  of  the  Project’s  crews.  The  winter  dusting  has  stopped  the  breeding 
in  many  small  places,  making  it  possible  for  the  crews  to  contend  better 
with  those  left  and  to  search  for  hitherto  unnoticed  spots.  The  drainage 
has  eliminated  some  crew  spraying  and  much  air  spray  acreage,  thus 
making  it  possible  to  absorb  higher  costs,  deal  with  new  breeding  areas 
found  or  created,  and  yet  lower  the  yearly  budget  requests,  or,  at  least, 
keep  them  the  same. 

In  the  Town  of  Weymouth  the  following  ditchwork  was  done:  re¬ 
claiming  1385  feet.  As  a  consequence  of  the  construction  of  the  Southeast 
Expressway  and  the  wet  summer,  heavy  ground  crew  spraying  and  fogging 
were  necessary,  making  it  necessary  to  restrict  drainage  work  to  keep 
within  the  budget.  Any  work  done  this  winter  will  be  that  which  can  take 
advantage  of  the  better  run-off  afforded  by  the  Town’s  drainage  projects 
or  the  Expressway  construction. 

Eastern  Equine  Encephalomyelitis  did  not  appear  in  humans  or 
horses  in  Massachusetts  this  year,  nor  were  positive  tests  obtained  from 
pheasants,  one  of  the  most  susceptible  birds.  Research  along  basic  lines 
continues  at  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  Laboratory  at  Taunton. 

The  Spring  spraying  of  all  fresh  water  swamps  too  large  to  be  treated 
by  hand  was  done  in  the  latter  part  of  April.  A  total  of  3042  acres  were 
sprayed  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

As  was  done  last  Winter,  some  aerial  applications  of  dusts  will  be 
made.  This  procedure  reduces  the  Spring  spraying  which  must  be  fitted 
into  the  few  days  in  April  suitable  for  air  spraying. 

The  Project  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  help  received  from  officials 
and  departments  of  the  Town,  and  sincerely  hopes  that  the  benefits  de¬ 
rived  by  these  departments  as  a  result  of  this  co-operation  are  as  great 
as  those  derived  by  the  Project.

Gentlemen: 

Report  on  the  Herring  Run  for  1958  is  as  follows: 

The  first  large  school  of  fish  appeared  Wednesday,  April  16,  and  con¬ 
tinued  strong  through  the  week-end.  However,  due  to  cold,  rainy  weather 
the  nature  of  the  run  changed  completely,  and  for  the  duration  the  schools 
were  small  and  strung  out,  the  last  fish  coming  through  early  this  past 
week.  i.  as. 

As  a  result,  the  above  conditions  warranted  limiting  the  sale  of  fish 
after  the  second  week. 


The  run  as  a  whole  was  smaller  than  last  year,  but  with  the  added 
Police  protection  resulting  in  very  few  fish  being  killed,  and  the  sales  lim¬ 
ited,  I  feel  that  an  equal  number  of  fish  reached  Whitman’s  Pond  this  year. 

The  condition  of  the  stream  remains  poor,  and  I  would  recommend, 
pending  permanent  repairs,  that  an  effort  be  made  during  the  summer 
months  to  deepen  the  catching  area  at  the  Weymouth  Instrument  Com¬ 
pany  and  to  also  clean  out  the  ladder  at  the  Weymouth  Light  Company.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING  FOR 
ELDERLY  PERSONS 


December  31,  1958. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  Committee  has  held  several  meetings  during  the  past  six  months. 
On  two  occasions,  Mr.  Christopher  McCarthy  from  the  State  Housing 
Board  attended  the  meeting  and  explained  the  program  in  detail.  One 
of  these  meetings  was  held  with  the  Appropriation  Committee,  at  which 
time  they  had  an  opportunity  to  hear  in  detail  about  Housing  for  Elderly 
Persons  and  to  ask  questions  they  had  concerning  the  program. 

During  the  first  week  of  December,  we  mailed  1800  informational  letters 
to  persons  resident  in  the  Town  who  are  over  65  years  of  age  and  requested 
their  co-operation  in  helping  us  determine  the  need  for  this  type  of 
housing  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  We  received  550  replies,  of  which 
210  persons  expressed  their  interest  in  such  a  project. 

The  problems  facing  the  greater  part  of  these  persons  are:  Living 
with  others  under  crowded  conditions  and  difficulty  in  meeting  high  rents 
on  a  low  income.  There  are  very  few  low  rental  dwellings  available  today 
which  would  provide  decent  living  conditions.  As  a  result,  there  are  people 
wfho  are  forced  to  forego  some  of  the  necessities  of  life  in  order  to  pay 
the  rents  being  demanded. 

Such  housing,  if  approved,  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Housing  Authority.  There  would  be  no  cost  to  the  Town  for  such  a 
project.  Rents  paid  by  the  tenants,  plus  a  State  subsidy,  cover  the  entire 
cost.  The  tax  rate  is  not  affected  in  any  way. 

As  a  result  of  the  survey  conducted,  as  well  as  observations  of  conditions 
in  the  Town  made  by  the  Committee,  it  is  our  finding  that  there  is  a 
definite  need  for  this  type  of  housing  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  and  we 
recommend  that  it  be  given  every  consideration.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  the  period  from  April  1, 
1955,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  August  31,  1957,  and  report 
thereon  as  follows: 

The  records  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  Town,  as  shown  on 
the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  Town  funds 
or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the 
records  of  the  Town  Accountant  and  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Accountant  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  compared 
with  the  Treasurer’s  cash  book,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with 
the  Treasurer’s  cash  book  and  with  the  treasury  warrants.  The  general 
and  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed;  the  appropriations,  loan 
authorizations,  and  transfers  being  checked  with  the  Town  Clerk’s  records 
of  financial  votes  passed  at  Town  meetings  and  with  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee’s  approvals  of  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund. 

The  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a 
balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  on  August  31, 
1957  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 
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The  bocks  3nd  accounts  of  the  Town  Treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  analyzed  and  checked 
with  the  Town  Accountant’s  records,  with  the  departmental  records  of 
payments  to  the  Treasurer,  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  Town  treasury.  The  payments  were  compared  with  the 
warrants  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  with  the  Town  Account¬ 
ant’s  books. 

The  Treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  August  31.  1957  was  proven  by  recon¬ 
ciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of 
deposit,  by  examination  of  the  savings  bank  books,  by  verification  of  the 
securities,  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal 
taxes  were  examined  and  the  payments  to  the  Director  of  Internal  Revenue 
were  verified. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  checked 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file.  The 
outstanding  coupons  on  August  31',  1957  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  a 
statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  parking  meter  fees  were  not  adaptable 
to  audit  since  the  police  department  delivers  the  collections  from  the 
meters  to  a  local  bank  and  the  Town’s  account  in  that  bank  is  credited 
with  the  proceeds  after  counting. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  Town  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  taxes,  assessments,  and  water  liens  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  tax  collector’s  records, 
the  redemptions  of  tax  titles  and  the  sales  of  tax  possessions  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  Treasurer’s  recorded  receipts,  and  the  foreclosures  and 
disclaimers  of  tax  titles  were  verified.  The  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions 
on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  respective  accounts  in  the  Town 
Accountant’s  ledger,  and  checked  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investments 
of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  Town 
Treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved,  the  trans¬ 
fers  to  the  Town  were  checked  with  the  Treasurer’s  recorded  receipts, 
and  the  cash  balances  on  August  31,  1957  were  proved  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 
The  retirement  fund  transactions  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the 
Contributory  Retirement  Board. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Tax  Collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  taxes,  excise,  and  assessments  outstanding  at  the  time  of 
the  previous  audit,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited 
and  proved  with  the  assessor’s  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The 
cash  books  were  analyzed,  the  payments  to  the  Treasurer  were  verified, 
the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements 
granted,  the  taxes  and  assessments  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  checked  with  the  Treasurer’s  record  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  Town, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  ledger 
controls.  The  tax  collector’s  cash  balance  on  August  31,  1957  was  verified 
by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  commitments  were  proved,  the  recorded  col- 
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ns  were  checked  with  the  Treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  abatements 
compared  with  the  departmental  records  of  abatements  granted,  and 


ledger  accounts. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  Town,  the  replies  received 
thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  votes  passed  at  Town  meetings,  as  recorded  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  were  checked  in  detail  with  the  Town  Accountant  s  ledger  accounts, 
and  the  totals  of  the  appropriations  were  compared  with  the  assessors 
computations  of  the  tax  rates  for  the  years  1955,  1956,  and  1957. 

The  records  of  deferred  sewer  assessments  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  apportionments  were  verified,  the  payments  in  advance  were  checked 
with  the  Treasurer’s  recorded  receipts,  the  amounts  due  and  added  to 
taxes  were  proved,  and  the  apportionments  due  in  future  years  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  Town  Accountant  s  ledger. 

The  records  of  cash  receipts  by  the  Town  Clerk  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued, 
as  well  as  for  recording  fees,  marriage  intentions,  and  miscellaneous 
charges,  were  verified.  The  cash  book  was  added,  the  payments  to  the 
Treasurer  were  checked  with  the  Treasurer’s  receipts,  and  the  cash  on 
hand  August  31,  1957  was  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  officials  of  the  Town  required  by  law 
to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Building  and  Wire  Inspectors,  as  well  as  by  the  Police  and  Health 
Departments,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer,  the  cash  on  hand  being  verified. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  and 
of  the  Sewer,  School,  and  Library  Departments,  as  well  as  of  all  other 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  Town  or  committing  bills  for  collec¬ 
tion,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  Treasurer  were 
compared  with  the  Treasurer’s  recorded  rceipts,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was 
verified. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  Treasurer’s,  the  Tax  Collector’s,  and 
the  Town  Clerk’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title, 
departmental  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  con¬ 
dition  and  transactions  of  the  trust,  investment  and  retirement  funds. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  all  officials  of  the  Town  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself, 
to  express  appreciation.

On  May  28,  1957,  the  Weymouth  Drainage  Committee,  the  Braintree 
Flood  Control  Committee,  and  the  Norfolk  Soil  Conservation  District  sub¬ 
mitted  an  application  for  federal  assistance,  under  the  Watershed  Pro¬ 
tection  and  Flood  Prevention  Act,  Public  Law  No.  566  for  the  Smelt  Brook 
watershed.  Meetings  were  held  by  the  joint  committees  and  interested 
agencies  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  works  improvement. 


The  Smelt  Brook  watershed  includes  approximately  1,549  acres  of  land 
situated  within  the  Towns  of  Weymouth  and  Braintree.  Smelt  Brook 
empties  into  the  Weymouth  Fore  River  at  Weymouth  Landing.  The  ob¬ 
jective  of  the  project  is  to  reduce  and  minimize  damages  to  residences, 
businesses  and  to  roads  and  streets  in  the  urbanized  section  of  the  water¬ 
shed,  caused  by  flooding  during  periods  of  excessive  runoff  from  intense 

storms. 


In  a  report  of  preliminary  investigation  submitted  to  the  joint  com¬ 
mittees  on  June  11,  1958  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Soil  Conservation  Service,  initial  studies  of  damage  conditions  and  possi¬ 
bilities  for  works  of  improvement  were  found  to  be  generally  sound  for 
assstance  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  under  authority  of  Public  Law 
No.  566. 

On  November  14,  1958,  the  Weymouth  Drainage  Committee  and  the 
Braintree  Flood  Control  Committee  notified  Mr.  Robert  M.  Moyer,  Water¬ 
shed  Work  Plan  Party  Leader,  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service,  that  we 
were  in  favor  of  the  Service  working  out  a  design  that  will  entail  exca¬ 
vating  of  the  present  Pond  Meadow  to  a  minimum  of  five  feet. 

The  working  plans  are  now  being  prepared.  The  cost  of  land  takings 
and  land  damages  to  be  borne  by  the  Towns  of  Weymouth  and  Braintree. 
The  entire  cost  of  flood  control,  exclusive  of  land  damages,  to  be  borne 
by  the  federal  government. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  Representative  Herbert  Hollis  for 
his  efforts  for  federal  assistance  on  Smelt  Brook  program.

SCHOOL  HEALTH 

In  September  and  October  the  annual  Toxoid  Clinic  was  conducted. 
Children  in  Grades  I,  VI,  and  X  who  had  been  previously  immunized  and 
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at  the  request  of  their  parents,  received  a  booster  dose  of  double  antigen. 
This  toxoide  immunizes  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus.

The  vision  of  nine  hundred  and  fifty  children  of  the  parachial  schools 
was  tested.  One  hundred  and  twenty-two  children  failed  the  retest  and 
their  parents  were  notified. 

The  hearing  of  nine  hundred  and  forty-three  children  of  the  paro¬ 
chial  schools  was  tested.  Sixty-four  children  failed  the  retest  and  their 
parents  were  notified. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty-one  children  were  physically  examined  by 
the  school  physician.  Parents  were  notified  of  any  defects  found. 

A  school  clinic  for  the  detection  of  tuberculosis  was  held  in  Grades 
II  and  XI  of  the  public  and  parochial  schools  in  April.  Another  clinic 
was  held  for  the  pupils  of  Grade  XI  in  November.  The  testing  was  done 
by  Dr.  Jenkins  of  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  in  cooperation  with  the 
Board  of  Health,  School  Department  and  the  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis 
and  Health  Association..  The  tests  were  performed  by  the  Mantoux  meth¬ 
od  of  using  tuberculin  prepared  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Health.  The  purpose  of  the  skin  test  is  to  find  the  children  who  have 
been  infected  with  tuberculosis.  A  red  spot  will  appear  on  the  arm  of 
an  infected  child.  Children  showing  this  evidence  of  infection  will  be 
X-Rayed  to  see  if  any  damage  has  been  done  to  the  lungs.  Tuberculosis 
of  the  lungs  can  be  present  in  children  who  appear  to  be  in  good  health.

The  following  is  an  interim  report  by  the  committee  of  five  physicians 
appointed  to  review  the  administration,  operation  policy,  procedures  and 
services  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

This  committee  met  and  organized  early  in  December,  1958.  Notifica¬ 
tion  of  its  organization  has  previously  been  mailed  to  you.  At  the  same 
meeting  it  was  voted  unanimously  by  the  committee  to  approach  the  Har¬ 
vard  School  of  Public  Health  for  recommendations  relative  to  the  selection 
of  a  qualified  professional  consultant  in  affairs  of  public  health.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  the  Dean  of  the  Harvard  School  of  Public  Health  was  contacted. 
He,  in  turn,  supplied  the  committee  with  a  list  of  three  qualified  experts 
in  the  field  who  would  be  available  for  the  purpose.  This  committee  then 
unanimously  chose  Dr.  Samuel  Kirkwood  of  Winchester.  Dr.  Kirkwood 
was  then  approached  by  telephone  and  signified  his  interest  to  serve  as  a 
consultant,  but  asked  that  he  be  permitted  to  review  this  situation  before 
giving  his  final  approval. 


At  the  present  time,  this  committee  is  awaiting  Dr.  Kirkwood’s  final 
reply.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 


The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen : 

We  submit  herewith  a  report  covering  the  activities  of  Civil  Defense 
for  the  year  1958. 

During  the  year,  there  has  been  an  important  change  in  the  Civil  De¬ 
fense  set-up.  This  change  will  take  place  and  effect  only  in  case  of  a  State 
Emergency  called  by  the  Governor  of  The  Commonwealth  in  case  of 
enemy  attack.  This  change  reclassifies  The  Town  of  Weymouth  from  a 
Reception  area  to  that  of  an  Evacuation  area.  To  conform  with  this  change, 
the  Town  is  ordered  to  provide  what  is  known  as  a  Survival  Plan,  which 
will  coincide  with  a  plan  outlined  by  the  Federal  Government.  A  plan  of 
this  type,  which  will  involve  voluntary  evacuation  is  being  worked  out  in 
conjunction  and  cooperation  of  all  town  departments  and  upon  completion 
will  be  made  available  to  the  general  public. 

Other  than  the  survival  plan,  there  has  been  little  substantial  progress 
at  the  State  and  Federal  levels.  There  is  however  some  encouragement 
inasmuch  as  the  Government,  State  and  Towns  are  now  working  toward 
one  basic  plan.  Also,  there  appears  to  be  somewhat  more  interest  and  un¬ 
derstanding  by  the  general  public. 

The  Weymouth  Civil  Defense  Committee  has  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily  at  the  Town  level  through  its  active  units:  Auxiliary  Police, 
Communications,  and  Radiological.  These  units  are  continuously  working 
to  improve  their  efficiency  to  be  of  service  to  the  general  public  should 
the  occasion  arise. 

1958  brought  the  acquisition  of  an  Amphibious  Duck  from  the  Federal 
Government  for  $100.00.  This  valuable  addition  will  be  used  for  rescue 
work  during  floods  or  any  emergency  occurring  along  the  Waterfront. 
Other  equipment  acquired  during  the  year  1958  is:  Lightweight  jackets 
for  the  Auxiliary  Police,  a  new  25K  V  A  generator  for  Civil  Defense  and 
Police  Headquarters,  additional  radio  equipment  for  our  Communications 
division.  The  generator  which  was  replaced  in  Civil  Defense  Headquarters 
was  assigned  to  the  Water  Department.  Practically  all  these  items  were 
purchased  on  a  matched  funds  basis. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  contributed,  for  their  time  and 
effort  with  special  thanks  to  our  active  units  who  have  voluntarily  given 
many  hours  of  their  time  to  serve  our  townspeople.  They  deserve  the 
highest  consideration  and  appreciation  of  the  entire  town.  To  others,  we 
would  again  say  and  remind  them  that  there  has  been  no  change  over  the 
long  years  in  the  basic  responsibility  of  all  citizens  to  share  in  the  com¬ 
mon  defense.

We  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

Mr.  John  Fisher  was  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Park  Board,  replacing 
Mr.  Everett  J.  McIntosh,  who  was  elected  to  the  Public  Works  Commission. 

The  Summer  Playground  Program,  with  twelve  supervised  playgrounds, 
opened  on  June  23,  1958  with  a  staff  of  one  supervisor,  three  specialists 
and  twenty-one  instructors.  Instructors  were  appointed  as  a  result  of 
competitive  examinations. 

More  experienced  personnel  was  hired  as  a  result  of  the  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  vote  to  amend  Section  626  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  By-Laws. 

A  one  week  training  institute  was  held  at  Central  Junior  High  School 
for  the  playground  instructors.  The  playground  program  continued  to 
be  popular  with  the  addition  of  new  activities  and  special  events. 

The  waterfront  program,  including  the  annual  Fourth  of  July  swim¬ 
ming  races  at  both  beaches,  was  very  popular  and  successful  with  larger 
registrations  than  ever  before.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  American 
Red  Cross,  all  the  instructors  attended  Aquatic  School  at  Hanson,  Mass. 

The  annual  water  carnival  at  Wessagussett  Beach  was  supplemented 
this  year,  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Boston  Traveler  in  conjunction 
with  President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower’s  Physical  Fitness  Program,  in  sup¬ 
plying  awards  and  donating  a  sailboat  to  the  Town. 

The  baseball  and  softball  diamonds  of  Weymouth  were  scheduled  to 
their  capacity  throughout  the  season.  Evening  supervision  at  the  major 
parks  added  to  the  program. 

The  fall  and  winter  programs  carried  on  in  the  school  gymnasiums 
were  well  attended  with  the  addition  of  new  activities. 

This  year  saw  the  introduction  of  the  Senior  Citizens  Recreation 
Program.  Activities  included  special  events  and  outings  for  all  residents 
of  the  Town  sixty  years  of  age  and  over.  A  four  day  camping  trip  to  New 
Hampshire  and  a  Thanksgiving  dinner  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
Senior  Citizens  are  examples  of  events  enjoyed  by  this  group. 

The  Park  Commission  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  to  the  vari¬ 
ous  town  officials  and  branches  of  our  Town  government  for  their  co¬ 
operation,  understanding  and  support  in  the  promotion  of  a  sound,  pro¬ 
gressive  and  expanding  recreation  program.

The  department  responded  to  nine  hundred  and  five  calls  during  the 
year.  Eighty-seven  of  the  total  were  for  fires  involving  buildings.  Three 
hundred  and  nineteen  were  for  accidents,  first  aid,  emergency,  and  in¬ 
vestigation  calls.  Out  of  this  number  seventy-three  were  for  the  resus- 
citator  or  inhalator. 

The  total  number  of  personnel  making  up  the  department  is  now 
eighty-two  men.

December  31,  1958 

This  Committee  has  continued  its  usual  contract  to  Light  the  Streets 
of  the  Town  with  the  Weymouth  Light  and  Power  Company,  with  no 
change  in  rates  per  light. 

The  total  number  of  lights  in  service  is  2779  costing  the  Town  about 
$5,900  per  month,  varying  from  the  regular  100  C.  P.  lamps  at  $18.00  per 
year  to  the  21000  Lumen  Mercury  lamps  at  $100.00  per  year. 

We  are  having  constant  requests  for  larger  lights,  especially  on  the 
main  thoroughfares  and  we  have  had  a  report  from  an  Electrical  Engineer 
with  desirable  changes  indicated  street  by  street.  The  estimate  to  light 
the  Town  properly  will  cost  about  two  and  one-half  times  our  present 
budget. 

During  the  year  we  have  worked  along  those  lines  and  hope  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  1959  on  Broad  St.,  Commercial  St.,  Washington  St.,  Main  St.,  and 
pleasant  St. 

We  are  asking  for  1959  a  budget  of  $76,114.

LIBRARY  SERVICES 

The  Library  is  for  the  use  of  all  residents  of  Weymouth.  Temporary 
residents  are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  permanent  residents.  Non¬ 
residents  may  borrow  books  upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  $3.00. 

A  Library  card  entitles  the  holder  to  borrow  books,  magazines,  pamph¬ 
lets  and  pictures  for  home  use.  Phonograph  records  may  be  borrowed 
at  the  Main  Library.  The  Library  card  must  be  presented  when  books 
and  records  are  borrowed. 

The  Children’s  Room  at  the  Main  Library  and  Children’s  Depart¬ 
ments  at  the  Branch  Libraries  provide  books  and  reading  guidance  for 
the  boys  and  girls.  Children  under  Senior  High  School  age  are  entitled 
to  a  card  if  the  application  is  signed  by  a  parent  or  guardian.  Story  hours 

for  the  younger  children  are  held  throughout  the  winter  months: 

Main  Library:  Grades  1-4,  Thursday  2:30  and  3:30  P.M. 

North  Branch:  Pre-School,  Friday  10  A.M.;  Grades  1-4  Friday  3:15 
P.M. 

East  Branch:  Grades  1-4,  Friday  2:30  and  3:30  P.M. 

Reference  service  is  available  at  the  Library  or  by  telephone. 

For  the  convenience  of  residents  in  the  various  parts  of  the  Town 
there  is  a  weekly  exchange  of  books  from  all  Branch  Libraries.  A  Li¬ 
brary  card  is  valid  at  any  Branch  or  at  the  Main  Library.

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EIGHTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 


OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

At  the  first  special  town  meeting  after  the  annual  town  meeting  the 
Trustees  of  Tufts  Library  propose  to  take  the  first  steps  toward  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  a  new  library  building. 

The  reasons  for  this  move  are  these: 

(1)  The  present  main  library  building  was  erected  nearly  seventy 
years  ago.  It  has  long  been  outgrown  by  the  increasing  demands  of  the 
library  program  and  does  not  have  room  to  house  the  large  number  of 
books  required  by  the  reading  public  or  for  the  servicing  and  handling 
of  them. 

(2)  The  present  main  library  building  is  a  fire  and  construction 
hazard  and  is  in  constant  need  for  repairs. 

(3)  The  facilities  for  parking  and  delivering  in  Washington  Square 
are  meagre. 

While  there  is  nothing  legal  to  prevent  the  erection  of  a  new  library 
building  in  another  part  of  the  town,  it  is  the  clear  intent  of  the  wills  of 
both  Quincy  and  Susan  Tufts  that  the  library  should  forever  be  located 
in  Weymouth  Landing. 

If  it  were  located  elsewhere,  a  new  branch  library  would  have  to  be 
located  in  Weymouth  Landing  at  additional  expense. 

The  best  available  land,  from  the  standpoint  of  convenience  and 
economy  is  in  that  section  of  Weston  Park  fronting  on  Broad  Street  op¬ 
posite  the  Hunt  School.  There  are  other  sites  in  Weymouth  Landing 
which  would  be  desirable,  but  they  are  built  upon  and  the  town  would 
have  to  purchase  the  property  and  raze  the  buildings.  Such  a  location 
is  the  so-called  Edmund  Hunt  estate  on  Broad  Street,  which  has  been  of¬ 
fered  to  the  town.  The  asked  price  for  this  property  is  $47,000.  Addi¬ 
tional  expense  would  be  required  for  razing  four  buildings  and  for  drain¬ 
ing  or  filling  in  a  pond.  The  back  land  would  be  of  no  use  to  the  library. 

The  disadvantage  of  locating  the  new  library  building  in  Weston 
Park  is  that  to  put  a  building  on  park  property  would  probably  require 
an  act  of  the  legislature. 

The  advantages  of  locating  the  library  in  Weston  Park  are: 

(1)  The  economy  of  using  land  already  owned  by  the  town. 

(2)  That  it  is  a  safe  location  for  children. 

(3)  That  it  is  convenient  to  a  large  residential  area  and  not  far  from 
the  shopping  centers. 

(4)  That  the  building  could  be  used  by  some  of  the  activities  of  the 
Park  Commission,  particularly  their  work  with  young  people  and  Golden 
Age  groups. 

(5)  The  land  is  not  now  being  used  by  the  Park  Commission  to  any 
considerable  extent. 
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A  new  main  library  building  should  be  planned  to  allow  for  at  least 
twenty  years  growth. 

Granting  a  population  for  the  town  by  1979  of  55,000  the  total  area  of 
the  floor  space  required  should  be  29,535  square  feet. 

If  a  land  taking  of  150  feet  on  Broad  Street  was  put  through,  this 
would  allow  a  building  to  be  erected  size  130  feet  by  100  feet.  This  would 
allow  for  a  driveway  and  parking  space  on  the  east  side  of  the  building, 
while  there  would  be  ample  access  to  the  park  on  the  west  side.  The 
necessary  floor  space  could  be  obtained  by  a  lower  floor,  with  entrance 
on  the  park  side,  a  main  floor,  with  entrance  on  Broad  Street  and  a  mez¬ 
zanine  floor  above. 

The  Trustees  of  Tufts  Library  feel  thoroughly  justified  in  advising 
the  erection  of  a  new  main  library  building  as  soon  as  possible  and  hope 
the  towns  people  and  the  reading  public  will  endorse  the  project. 

Outside  the  need  for  a  new  library  building,  the  needs  of  the  library 
are  for  new  books,  particularly  books  for  the  children.  They  hope  funds 
will  be  provided  for  keeping  the  North  and  East  Branches  open  in  the 
evening  until  nine  o’clock.  This  plan  was  adopted  last  year  at  the  main 
library  and  has  been  well  patronized.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Tufts  Library: 

1958  was  a  busy  year  in  the  Tutfs  Library  and  its  branches.  The 
increasing  interest  in  and  pressure  for  more  effort  along  educational  lines 
has  resulted  in  much  greater  use  of  library  facilities  by  school  pupils 
from  high  school  seniors  down  through  the  lower  grades.  This  has  been 
reflected  in  larger  book  circulation  and  greatly  increased  use  of  refer¬ 
ence  material.  Our  seating  capacity  has  been  severely  taxed  at  the  Main 
Library  many  evenings  by  students,  leaving  the  casual  adult  browser  out. 
in  the  cold  —  with  only  the  stairs  for  a  seat.  We  welcome  the  swelling 
number  of  users,  but  with  their  coming  the  problems  of  a  crowded  and 
inadequate  Main  Library  become  all  the  more  acute. 

Again  this  year  we  have  tried  by  various  shifts  to  make  more  space 
at  the  Main  Library.  We  have  stored  more  books  in  the  attic  and  base¬ 
ment,  but  this  results  in  slower  service  for  the  public  and  more  work  for 
the  staff.  We  have  moved  the  catalog  department  to  the  Trustees  Room, 
which  has  proved  most  advantageous  —  it  is  a  quieter  work  area  and 
nearer  the  public  catalog.  The  work  room  has  been  relocated  in  the  area 
back  of  the  stacks  vacated  by  the  catalogers,  but  this  area  does  not  pro¬ 
vide  enough  space  for  efficient  layout  of  work.  The  painting  of  the  in¬ 
terior  of  the  Main  Library  last  June  gave  a  welcome  fresh  and  clean 
appearance,  but  maintenance  in  a  crowded  building  open  and  actively 
used  at  least  twelve  hours  a  day,  six  days  a  week,  is  sometimes  a  problem. 

In  spite  of  these  handicaps  much  activity  has  taken  place  at  the 
Main  Library  —  April  first  the  library  added  an  hour  a  day  to  its  sched¬ 
ule  and  is  open  until  9  P.M.  Monday  through  Friday;  7,000  more  books 
were  circulated  from  this  building  in  1958;  three  Great  Books  Groups 
meet  reguarly  here.  In  September  the  library  began  to  loan  16  mm. 
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sound  films  to  Weymouth  organizations.  Thirteen  groups  had  shown 
films  to  a  total  of  1,924  viewers  by  the  end  of  the  year.  A  week  long  Art 
Show  was  a  feature  of  National  Library  Week.  Story  hours,  film  pro¬ 
grams  and  visits  by  school  classes  and  youth  organizations  have  brought 
large  groups  to  the  Children’s  Room. 

Where  more  adequate  quarters  are  available  for  library  service,  no¬ 
table  gains  are  recorded.  The  North  Weymouth  Branch  Library,  which 
has  just  completed  four  years  in  the  new  building,  is  now  circulating 
nearly  eighty  thousand  books  a  year,  a  60%  increase  over  four  years  ago. 
Mrs.  Catherine  Osborn,  Branch  Librarian,  reports  a  decided  increase  in 
the  circulation  of  non-fiction,  large  attendance  at  both  the  pre-school 
and  afternoon  story-hours,  and  visits  from  classes  of  three  elementary 
schools  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library. 

The  East  Weymouth  Branch  Library  has  also  had  a  remarkable  gain 
of  41%  in  use  in  the  past  two  years.  Mrs.  Irene  Thompson,  Branch  Li¬ 
brarian,  reports  that  the  collection  there  has  been  weeded  and  made  more 
attractive  by  adding  new  covers  and  plastic  jackets  to  the  older  books. 

Expansion  continues  in  the  Station  Libraries.  The  Nash’s  Corner 
Station  moved  to  new  quarters  in  the  Nash  School  in  April.  The  more 
spacious  room  provided  by  the  School  Department  there  has  allowed  us 
to  increase  our  book  collection  at  this  station  library.  Adult  use  has  nearly 
doubled  and  in  this  larger  school  over  15,000  juvenile  books  were  circu¬ 
lated  this  past  year.  All  the  Station  Libraries  report  steady  gains  this 
year,  with  Pond  Plain,  open  two  days  a  week,  now  doing  as  much  busi¬ 
ness  as  one  of  our  regular  branch  libraries  did  a  few  years  ago.  Taken 
as  a  group  these  extension  libraries  are  the  second  largest  unit  of  service 
in  the  library  system,  exceeded  only  by  the  Main  Library. 

Our  children’s  book  collection  is  showing  the  strain  of  this  increased 
use.  Last  June  the  library  awarded  1,582  Reading  Certificates  to  school 
children  who  read  and  made  reports  on  at  least  twenty  books.  Miss  Dor¬ 
othy  Trussell,  the  Children’s  Librarian,  points  out  that  we  need  a  sub¬ 
stantial  increase  in  book  funds  to  meet  increased  demands  so  that  we 
may  be  able  to  supply  these  station  libraries  and  to  furnish  satisfatcory 
classroom  collections  to  elementary  schools  in  buildings  where  there  is 
no  station  library. 

Mrs.  Edith  Sanborn,  Young  People’s  Librarian,  reports  that  she  is 
continuing  her  visits  to  8th  grades  in  June,  inviting  the  graduating  8tli 
graders  to  use  the  facilities  of  the  Young  Adult  Department.  Miss  Alice 
Fay,  Reference  Librarian,  says  that  in  addition  to  the  regular  inquiries 
in  person  and  by  telephone  for  general  information,  she  has  received 
many  requests  by  mail  for  information  on  Weymouth  history  and  gene¬ 
alogy,  one  from  as  far  away  as  Hawaii.  She  has  been  able  to  answer 
some  inquiries  by  loaning  copies  of  the  Weymouth  Town  History  on  inter- 
library  loan.  Mrs.  Edith  Payson,  the  Cataloger,  reports  a  total  of  6,452 
volumes  added,  and  1,668  volumes  withdrawn,  bringing  the  total  library 
collection  to  92,093,  or  2  volumes  per  capita. 

Miss  Alice  Mulready,  the  Assistant  Town  Librarian,  has  been  of  great 
help  in  carrying  on  the  daily  operation  of  the  library  and  in  training 
new  helpers.  Mrs.  Mildred  W.  Olson,  Circulation  Librarian,  retired  in 
December  after  fifteen  years  of  service.  Mrs.  Alice  Heggblod  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  position  of  Senior  Assistant  in  charge  of  Registration  and 
Records.  Many  of  our  high  school  pages  who  have  worked  with  us  for 
several  years  went  on  to  college  this  September,  but  new  pages  are  now 
in  training. 
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Four  staff  members  participated  in  a  training  course  in  Reference 
Work  held  at  the  Brockton  Public  Library  last  spring  by  the  Old  Colony 
Library  Club.  Miss  Fay  and  I  served  as  instructors  for  two  sessions.  All 
staff  members  have  attended  either  local  or  state  library  meetings  during 
the  year,  bringing  back  new  ideas  and  concepts  of  library  service. 

The  Massachusetts  Library  Association  last  May  adopted  minimum 
standards  of  service  for  public  libraries  of  all  sizes.  Their  recommenda¬ 
tions  include  minimum  professional  salaries.  Although  Weymouth  meas¬ 
ures  up  to  standard  in  hours  of  service,  book  collection,  and  qualified 
personnel,  Weymouth  library  salaries  fall  short  of  the  minimum  set.  Al¬ 
though  we  now  have  a  full  staff,  the  evidence  points  to  possible  difficul¬ 
ties  in  the  future  unless  we  can  bring  the  salaries  for  trained,  qualified 
people  up  to  standard. 

Special  events  of  the  past  year  include  the  first  annual  National  Li¬ 
brary  Week,  which  was  celebrated  in  March.  The  Tufts  Library  held 
open  house  on  Sunday,  March  16th,  both  at  the  Main  Library  and  at 
the  North  Weymouth  Branch.  A  display  by  local  artists  was  featured 
at  the  Main  Library,  with  a  photography  show  by  the  South  Shore  Cam¬ 
era  Club  the  feature  at  North  Weymouth.  Both  libraries  were  made 
attractive  by  arrangements  by  the  Weymouth  Garden  Club,  with  flowers 
provided  by  local  florists.  The  Great  Books  Groups  and  the  Literature 
Group  of  the  Monday  Club  served  as  hostesses.  Two  windows  at  the 
East  Weymouth  Branch  featured  science  displays  on  the  International 
Geophysical  Year. 

In  October  the  Tufts  Library  sponsored  a  Tufts  Fund  lecture  with 
the  poet  Robert  Frost  as  speaker.  Our  annal  Book  Week  in  November 
brought  814  pupils  to  visit  the  Main  Library  Children’s  Room.  Branches 
and  Stations  also  had  special  activities. 

Many  individuals  remembered  the  library  with  gifts  of  books  —  a 
list  is  appended  to  this  report.  We  are  again  indebted  to  the  Weymouth 
Garden  Club  for  planting  the  flower  beds  at  the  North  Branch  Library 
and  providing  color  throughout  the  growing  season. 

Both  the  staff  and  the  trustees  have  worked  willingly  to  promote 
better  library  service  this  past  year,  and  to  them  and  to  you  I  extend  my 
sincere  thanks.

Board  of  Selectmen,  Appropriation  Committee  and  Town  Meeting  Mem¬ 
bers: 

The  Board  of  Public  Works,  authorized  by  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
on  December  10,  1956,  and  empowered  under  Chapter  56,  Acts,  1957,  by  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature,  hereby  submits  its  first  annual  report  of  organ¬ 
ization  and  operation  from  April  1  to  December  31  1958. 


On  March  10,  1958,  the  voters  of  the  Town  elected  the  first  Board  of 
Public  Works  for  Weymouth,  including  George  F.  Brady  and  Allan  R. 
McKinnon  for  one  year  terms;  Robert  G.  Ahlstedt  and  Jchn  E.  McCaffrey, 
two  year  terms;  and  George  E.  Lane,  Everett  J.  McIntosh  and  Joseph  M. 
Nover,  Jr.,  for  three  year  terms.  On  March  13,  1958,  the  Board  elected 
Joseph  M.  Nover,  Jr.,  as  Chairman;  Allen  R.  McKinnon,  Vice-Chairman, 
and  John  E.  McCaffrey,  Clerk. 


On  April  7,  1958,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  selected  and  appointed 
Town  Engineer,  Arthur  J.  Bilodeau,  as  the  first  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works  for  Weymouth.  He  was  given  authority  to  direct  and  coordinate 
all  activities  of  the  Public  Works  Department  in  accordance  with  policies 
established  by  the  Board. 


During  the  past  nine  months,  the  Public  Works  Board  has  reviewed 
with  all  committees,  boards  and  department  heads,  all  policies  and  pro¬ 
cedures  established  over  a  period  of  many  years  in  order  that  they  might 
be  reconfirmed  or  replaced  by  more  productive  and  more  economic  meas¬ 
ures  for  the  benefit  of  our  home  owners  and  citizens. 

Through  close  co-operation  between  the  Public  Works  Board,  the 
Superintendent  and  the  several  Departmental  Superintendents,  we  have 
moved  steadily  and  progressively  ahead,  particularly  toward  the  consolida¬ 
tion  of  administration,  personnel,  manpower  and  equipment.  A  decrease 
in  employee  members  and  the  letting  of  private  contracts  to  replace  public 
works  employees  in  various  reconstruction  projects  reflect  a  definite  degree 
of  savings. 


The  detailed  report,  which  follows,  covering  all  Public  Works  activities 
during  1958,  together  with  proposed  plans  and  programs  for  1959,  is  in¬ 
tended  for  comparisons  in  costs  and  to  show  planned  progress  on  highway, 
sewer,  drainage  and  other  services;  also,  to  indicate  clearly  the  many 
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projects  which  will  be  initiated  and  completed  in  the  various  areas  ot  fhe 
Town  during  the  next  twelve  months.  These  projects  have  been  planned 
with  the  thought  of  holding  to  a  minimum  the  necessary  inconvenience 
to  pedestrian  and  automobile  traffic. 

While  the  major  programs  are  outlined  distinctly,  there  remains  a 
considerable  task  in  the  coordination  of  all  public  works  activities  to  a 
point  where  a  peak  of  financial  savings  will  be  realized  and  the  most  effi¬ 
cient  organization  will  be  completed  for  the  purpose  of  providing  mo^e 
extensive  and  more  economical  services  for  the  citizens  of  Weymouth.  The 
proposed  Public  Works  Building,  when  erected,  will  expedite  the  consoli¬ 
dation  of  all  departmental  procedures  and  personnel  and  will  facilitate 
the  attainment  of  goals  to  be  established  by  the  Public  Works  Department. 
Funds  have  been  provided  by  a  recent  Town  Meeting  for  preliminary  plans 
for  the  proposed  Public  Works  Building;  also,  as  a  result  of  Town  Meeting 
action,  land  for  this  purpose  has  already  been  purchased  on  Winter  Street. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  extends  its  appreciation  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Appropriation  Committee,  the  Town  Counsel,  and  to  the  various 
boards  and  committees,  for  their  unselfish  and  continuous  co-operation 
toward  effecting  the  success  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  its  many 
functions. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  appreciative  of  the  fine  mutual  effort 
shown  by  the  various  Divisional  Superintendents  and  their  working  forces 
who  have  accepted  the  policies  and  procedures  that  have  provided  more 
satisfactory,  more  extensive  and  less  costly  services  for  the  citizens  of 
Weymouth. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  expresses  its  recognition  of  the  very  satis¬ 
factory  work  and  accomplishments  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works, 
Mr.  Arthur  J.  Bilodeau,  during  the  short  period  of  time  he  has  had  for 
the  organization,  management  and  operation  of  the  Public  Works  De¬ 
partment. 

The  members  of  the  Board  are  grateful  for  the  patience  which  the 
people  of  Weymouth  have  displayed  when  faced  with  certain  inconve¬ 
niences  in  1958,  and  their  acceptance  of  the  progressive  action  which  has 
resulted  in  certain  major  improvements  in  many  sections  of  the  town. 

We  urge  all  officers  of  the  town,  and  each  town  meeting  member,  to 
review  carefully  all  parts  of  the  following  report  —  the  First  Annual  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Public  Works  Department  —  which  is  intended  not  only  to 
show  the  costs  of  providing  administration,  management  and  operation 
for  public  works,  but  also  is  intednded  and  planned  for  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  costs  and  services  necessary  for  our  progressive  town.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Public  Works 
Town  of  Weymouth,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  required  by 
statute. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  assumed  its  official  duties  March  13,  1958, 
and  the  office  of  Superintendent  was  established  April  7,  1958;  therefore, 
at  this  writing  the  Board  and  Department  have  been  functioning  nine 
months. 

During  this  transitional  period,  the  standard  services  to  the  town 
were  continued  uninterrupted;  an  ambitious  program  of  building  and  re¬ 
construction  was  commenced,  consolidation  and  standardization  of  cer¬ 
tain  methods  and  systems  were  inaugurated. 

It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  first  year’s  operation  of  a  new 
principle  of  government  will  result  in  some  confusion  and  shortcomings. 
With  the  complete  cycle  of  seasons  in  one  year,  the  necessary  improve¬ 
ments  make  themselves  obvious. 

It  is  admitted  by  this  office  that  trafficwise  this  year,  the  general 
public  suffered  serious  inconvenience.  It  is  only  fair  to  Public  Works  to 
bring  out  the  following  points. 

In  the  cases  of  Broad  Street  and  Commercial  Street,  Public  Works 
inherited  a  situation  whereby  the  Town  Sewer  Construction  was  already 
in  progress  on  Broad  Street,  having  commenced  October  1957,  and  the 
Randolph  Sewer  Trunk  Line  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission,  a  state  agency,  was  to  be  constructed  in  Commer¬ 
cial  Street.  It  made  good  sense  to  enter  both  of  those  streets  at  the  same 
time  for  reconstruction,  having  the  streets  closed  for  the  one  period.  Evans 
Street  is  a  case  by  itself.  No  matter  what  year  it  was  reconstructed,  Bridge, 
Sea  and  North  Streets  would  serve  as  a  detour.  The  Southeast  Express¬ 
way  made  its  obvious  impression  confusionwise.  All  of  the  major  streets 
were  affected  in  the  same  one  year;  however,  it  is  concluded  with  certain 
relief  that  for  the  expense  of  one  year,  the  condition  is  now  history,  and 
cannot,  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  reoccur. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  received  budgets,  programs  and 
special  articles  from  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  as  correlated  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  the  former  Water,  Sewer  and  Park  Commissioners.  The 
writer  would  like  to  state  at  this  time  that  he  sincerely  believes  the  Se¬ 
lectmen,  Finance  Committee,  former  Commissioners  and  the  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  Members  used  good  and  wise  judgment  in  forming  the  budgets,  pro¬ 
grams  and  special  articles  for  a  department  yet  to  be  organized  at  that 
time. 

Following  are  some  interesting  and  important  general  statistics  to 
emphasize  the  broad  scope  of  services  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  In 
considering  standard  services  such  as  rubbish  collection,  street  sweeping, 
tree  and  brush  trimming,  catch  basin  cleaning,  patching,  tree  planting, 
grass  cutting  in  parks  and  on  greens,  sewer  installations  and  house  con-

nections,  water  service  installation  and/or  repair  and  replacement,  water 
main  reinforcing,  establishing  street  lines,  placing  stone  bounds  and  many 
others;  and  in  the  special  programs,  such  as  the  reconstruction  of  our 
principal  streets  under  the  Highway  Program,  and  the  installation  of  a 
major  drain  system  under  our  Drainage  Program,  the  statistics  bring  out 
the  size  of  the  overall  picture.

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  Budget  is  self-explanatory.  The  sum  of 
$8,075.00  was  set  up  for  9  month’s  period  as  salary  of  the  Superintendent 
and  salary  of  a  clerk.  The  new  equipment  consisted  of  an  automobile  for 
the  Superintendent,  desk,  chair,  miscellaneous  office  supplies,  etc.,  a  con¬ 
ference  table  and  chairs  for  the  Board. 


Article  5  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  June  9,  1958,  was  for  equip¬ 
ment  which  the  various  divisions  (Sewer,  Water,  Highway,  Park,  Tree 
and  Engineering)  had  requested  at  the  1958  Annual  Town  Meeting.  These 
requests  referred  to  the  Board  to  take  action  at  a  later  Special  Town 
Meeting  after  organization.

(b)  The  other  articles  in  the  Special  Town  Meetings  were  Special 
Articles  of  Drainage  and  Water  Works  that  will  be  covered  in  their  proper 
places. 

The  major  effort  of  this  office  in  its  initial  year  was  to  make  a  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  transition,  standardization,  and  consolidation  of  its  various 
functions  that  were  under  several  different  administrative  agencies  to 
the  one  administrative  and  planning  agency,  Public  Works. 

1.  A  complaint  system  was  put  into  operation,  whereby  each  com¬ 
plaint,  upon  receipt,  is  written  down,  directed  by  one  administrative  au¬ 
thority  is  the  proper  division  for  disposition.  Upon  execution  of  complaints, 
the  disposition  is  returned  and  posted. 

(a)  824  individual  complaints  were  checked  and  recorded  in  1959. 

(9  months) 

2.  Payrolls  of  the  Street,  Engineering,  Park,  Tree  and  Public  Works 
Office  are  consolidated  into  the  one  operation.  This  alleviates  part  time 
work  paid  for  in  the  Tree  and  Park  Departments  under  the  previous  sys¬ 
tem.  Eventually  all  payrolls  will  be  consolidated. 
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3.  A  workable  system  for  the  removal  of  Dutch  Elm  diseased  trees 
by  private  contract  was  accomplished  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

4.  All  contract  bids  and  letting  of  contracts  were  consolidated. 

5.  All  purchase  of  equipment  was  consolidated. 

6.  Schedules  of  bills  payable  for  all  divisions  were  systematized  so 
that  the  proper  authorities  could  efficiently  check  all  divisions’  expendi¬ 
tures  and  properly  execute  the  schedules  for  the  town  warrant. 

7.  Special  forms  have  been  designed  for  cost  control  of  labor  and 
equipment  and  are  being  put  into  use. 

8.  Gasoline  usage  has  been  centralized  for  all  divisions,  eliminating 
various  individual  charges  and  credit  cards. 

9.  A  beginning  of  central  purchasing  has  been  established  and  put 
into  use.  Bids  for  tires,  gasoline,  building  materials,  etc.,  are  taken  and 
all  divisions  draw  from  the  one  successful  bidder. 

10.  Departmental  insignia  was  designed  and  installed  on  all  equip¬ 
ment.  Color  and  standardized  features  will  continue  as  equipment  is 
replaced. 

11.  A  conference  system  with  all  division  superintendents  was  or¬ 
ganized  and  is  proving  invaluable. 

12.  Long  range  Sewer,  Highway  and  Drainage  Programs  have  been 
established. 

13.  Many  problems  have  been  solved  more  economically  by  central 
use  of  equipment  among  the  divisions. 

14.  Money  previously  expended  on  small  private  construction  prob¬ 
lems  has  been  saved  by  utilizing  various  division  equipment  and  forces. 

15.  Efforts  previously  spent  on  difficult  projects  by  the  town  forces 
have  been  more  economically  executed  by  private  contract,  freeing  town 
forces  for  other  work. 

16.  Public  Works  has  requested  certain  upgrading  in  classifications; 
however,  in  the  total  of  division  forces  there  will  be  shown  a  substantial 
savings  in  payroll  due  to  consolidation  of  forces  and  adjustments  to  re¬ 
quired  duties. 

17.  Public  Works  has  initiated  a  policy  for  removal  of  curbing  and 
sidewalks  for  new  driveway  purposes.  Previously  this  was  an  expense  to 
the  town.  Now,  the  individual  must  bear  the  cost. 

18.  Public  Works  has  inaugurated  a  stern  policy  pertaining  to  emer¬ 
gency  openings  by  public  utilities  or  town  utilities  on  newly  constructed 
or  reconstructed  streets. 

(a)  The  co-operative  efforts  of  all  divisions  are  pressed  hard  by 
one  administrative  authority  to  plan  in  combination  on  new 
street  construction  in  order  to  safeguard  against  future  dig¬ 
ging  up  and  patching. 

(c)  BUDGET 

As  shown  previously,  the  Public  Works  Budget,  1958,  was  set  up  for 
the  transition.  The  1959  proposed  budget  will  include  all  clerical  person¬ 
nel,  with  the  exception  of  the  Water  Division,  and  new  equipment  for 
all  divisions.

II  ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

(a)  In  the  year  1958,  the  Engineering  Division  completed  its  2  year 
project  in  revising  the  Town  of  Weymouth  Atlas  to  a  condition  whereby 
all  transfers  of  property  titles  are  automatic  and  the  information  is  al¬ 
ways  current.  This  new  system  eliminates  approximately  2,000  man  hours 
a  year  that  were  required  under  the  previous  system. 

All  planning,  design,  layout,  and  suprevision  of  construction  of  the 
Highway  and  Drainage  Program  was  accomplished  by  the  forces  in  the 
Engineering  Division.  Using  conservative  figures:  Broad  Street  $81,000; 
Evans  Street  $170,000;  Culverts  $52,000;  East  Street  Drain  $15,000;  Total 
$318,000.  Taking  prevailing  consultants’  fees  for  design,  plans  and  super¬ 
vision  of  construction  of  about  9%  —  savings  $28,620. 

The  standard  duties  of  the  Engineering  Division  have  not  been  changed 
appreciably  by  the  institution  of  Public  Works,  other  than  bringing  it 
under  the  one  administrative  authority  and  effecting  a  closer  co-ordina¬ 
tion  in  dealing  with  layout  of  streets,  drainage  and  water  main  locations.

A.  Construction  Program

The  Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  9,  1958,  appropriated  $39,260.00 
for  installation  of  drainage  on  East  Street  and  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  culvert  with  channel  improvements  on  Front  Street.  Two 
other  culverts  on  Broad  and  Middle  Streets  were  necessary  for  the 
future  Road  Reconstruction  Program.  Money  from  Chapter  718 
funds  and  from  the  Highway  Construction  Program  Fund  was  used 
for  the  two  culverts,  and  the  three  culverts  were  consolidated  into 
one  contract  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  better  bid  prices.

III  PARK  DIVISION 

(a)  At  the  March  Town  Meeting  1958,  a  combined  budget  for  both 
Park  Maintenance  and  Recreation  was  voted  as  one.  This  neces¬ 
sitated  a  breaking  down  of  over-lapping  items  and  defining  duties 
such  as  purchasing  of  recreational  equipment,  recreational  serv- 
vices,  maintenance  and/or  construction. 

In  that  the  preparation  of  the  recreational  season  commences 
early  spring  and  at  this  time  Public  Works  was  in  the  process 
of  organization,  the  program  suffered  a  late  start. 

The  full  season  gave  this  division  a  good  insight  into  the  two 
responsiblities;  namely,  caretaking  of  the  town  parks,  playgrounds 
and  greens,  policing  trash,  constantly  repairing  vandalism,  cut¬ 
ting  the  lawns  and  pruning  shrubbery,  and  setting  up  the  various 
recreational  facilities  at  the  two  beaches  and  various  playgrounds. 

It  is  apparent  through  the  one  cycle  that  many  facilities 
have  been  added  and  no  additional  labor  considered.  Since  1957 
the  Clapp  Memorial  Playground,  the  Idlewell  Playground,  the 
Julia  Road  Playground,  the  Birches  Playground,  the  Pilgrim  Road 
Playground,  the  two  Lake  Street  Playgrounds  have  been,  or  will 
be  included  in  the  maintenance  duties. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Works,  the  Park  Division 
has  constructed  sizeable  shrubbed  greens  on  Evans  Street,  Acad¬ 
emy  Avenue  and  Broad  Street  and  has  refurbished  a  small  green 
on  Aster  Circle.  Several  other  locations  are  in  the  planning 
stage.  These  decorative  greens  tend  to  lend  a  desirable  beauty 
to  the  town  in  general. 

With  the  eventual  expansion  of  the  Wessagussett  Beach 
bathing  facilities  planned  for  1959  and  the  above-mentioned 
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items,  it  is  evident  that  an  increase  is  necessary  in  the  Park 
Maintenance  or  Recreational  Department. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  this  office  that  for  the  year  1959, 
the  Park  personnel  be  maintained  at  the  present  level  and  that 
the  Recreational  Commission  employ  3  temporary  semi-skilled 
laborers  from  May  to  October.  It  would  also  be  necessary  for 
them  to  rent  a  one-half  ton  pickup  truck  or  similar  vehicle  for 
this  Same  period.  This  crew  and  the  expense  of  the  vehicle  would 
be  on  the  Recreation  Budget  only  during  the  operational  period 
of  the  Summer  program.

Dear  Sir: 

The  year  1958  with  a  rainfall  over  20  inches  has  kept  the  Parks  and 
Greens  in  good  growth  and  color.  It  made  more  frequent  cutting  neces¬ 
sary  and  with  the  number,  size,  farspread  locations  and  limited  crew  to 
work  with,  many  duties  had  to  be  passed  by. 

New  greens  were  constructed  at  Broad  Street  and  Academy  Avenue, 
and  Evans  Street.  Greens  in  the  Homestead  section  were  planted  and 
reseeded  and  the  center  strips  on  Century  Road  are  now  being  maintained 
by  this  division. 

Vandalism  in  the  parks  and  beaches  has  kept  the  Division  constantly 
repairing  and  replacing  broken  doors,  door  frames,  windows,  roofs,  plumb¬ 
ing  fixtures,  park  seats,  benches  swings,  slides,  etc.  This  year  vandalism 
costs  ran  well  into  several  thousand  dollars.

The  proposed  1959  Budget  does  not  include  figures  for  completing 
Julia  Road  Playground  fence,  and  fencing  along  town  property  at  Brad¬ 
ford  Hawes  Park.  It  is  recommended  that  a  sum  of  money  be  carried  in 
a  Special  Article  for  fencing  in  various  locations. 

IV  SEWER  DIVISION 

(a)  The  1958  Program  for  Sewer  installation  was  committed  in  1957. 
Detailed  planning,  design  and  survey  had  been  accomplished  and  the  1958 
Town  Meeting  appropriated  the  necessary  funds  for  specific  work. 

The  previous  Commission  had  planned  the  program  to  include  areas 
where  sewer  was  available  and  that  were  hard  pressed  as  far  as  sanitary 
conditions  were  concerned. 

The  Green  Street  Project  had  threefold  reasoning:  an  area  that  had 
requested  sewer  through  extreme  need,  having  petitioned  back  in  June 
1955;  the  construction  of  the  Green  Street  Elementary  School;  and  the 
proposed  reconstruction  of  Green  Street  in  the  Highway  Program. 

The  Broad  Street  and  Franklin  Street  project  was  in  the  1957  Program. 
It  was  designed  to  pick  up  the  area  from  Spring  Street  to  King  Avenue. 
Public  Works  reasoned  that  while  this  work  was  being  done,  the  short 
distance  from  King  Avenue  to  Foye  Avenue  and  Spring  Street  to  Essex 
Street  should  also  be  completed.  This  would  clear  Broad  Street  for  re¬ 
construction  from  Foye  Avenue  to  Broad  Street  Place.  An  extra  work 
order  was  let  out  to  the  general  contractor  to  accomplish  this. 

Another  policy  of  Public  Works  is  to  construct  all  house  laterals  on 
a  given  street,  if  it  is  a  primary  highway.  An  additional  sum  of  $20,000 
was  set  up  in  a  separate  contract  to  make  a  100%  effort  of  tying  in  all 
the  sewered  streets  included  in  the  proposed  Highway  Program.  This  will 
be  completed  in  advance  of  the  roadwork.  There  will  be  more  concentra¬ 
tion  each  year  on  particular  sewers. 

Public  Works  intends  to  press  the  South  Weymouth  Trunk  through 
to  Hollis  and  Randolph  Streets  in  1959,  making  sewer  available  to  this 
entire  section  of  town.  It  will  be  necessary  to  give  serious  thought  to  the 
new  high  school  site  and  have  sewer  available  to  the  area  in  time.  The 
Trunk  Sewer  will  be  pressed  out  of  Lovell  Playground  into  the  Lower  and 
Jackson  Square  areas. 

Density  of  population,  soil  conditions,  water  table  conditions,  sani¬ 
tary  and  health  conditions,  and  the  economic  feasibility  of  construction 
in  all  areas  have  to  be  weighed  and  analyzed.

(b)  Report  of  Sewer  Superintendent  to  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works 
Town  of  Weymouth 

I  submit  herewith  the  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  Sewer  Division, 
the  first  under  the  Public  Works  organization. 

As  of  October  31,  1958,  approximately  three  miles  of  trunk  and  lateral 
sewers  were  installed.  Also  included  under  the  contracts  was  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  approximately  3,000  linear  feet  of  house  connections  to  the  side 
line  of  streets. 

February  4,  1958,  Contract  32  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  $145,282.27. 
The  contractor  for  this  work  was  the  Civitarese-Piatelli  Construction  Com¬ 
pany  of  Hyde  Park.  Work  involved  the  installation  of  the  Mill  River 
Trunk  Sewer  from  the  Southeast  Expressway  along  Mill  River  to  a  point 
approximately  600  feet  beyond  West  Street.  House  connections  to  the 
property  line  were  installed  along  a  portion  of  Mill  Street. 

June  12,  1958,  Contract  35  was  awarded  to  A.  Baruffaldi  Company  of 
Somerville,  who  submitted  the  low  bid  of  the  eight  proposals  received. 
The  bid  price  was  $233,822.00.  Work  involves  the  construction  of  the  sec¬ 
ond  section  of  the  Mill  River  Trunk  Sewer  terminating  at  Columbian 
Street.  Also  included  are  lateral  sewers  in  Burkhall  Street  and  Sumner 
Road,  private  ways  accepted  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  Green  Street, 
Doris  Drive,  Malby  Lane,  Sunrise  Drive,  Elva  Road,  Frank  Road,  Shaw 
Street,  Katherine  Street,  Bridge  Street  and  Moulton  Avenue.  All  com¬ 
mon  sewer  construction  under  this  contract  was  completed  this  year  with 
the  exception  of  the  Mill  River  Trunk  Sewer  where  work  is  now  being 
progressed.  If  funds  become  available  extensions  to  this  contract  will  be 
made  in  Rinaldo  Road,  Donnellan  Circle,  Moreland  Road  and  North  Street 
next  spring.  House  connections  will  be  installed  to  the  property  line  in 
all  sections  under  this  contract.  All  work  should  be  completed  in  the  late 
spring  of  1959. 

August  11,  1958  bids  for  Contract  36  were  received.  This  contract  in¬ 
volved  the  installation  of  house  connections  in  various  sections  of  the 
town.  One  proposal  was  received  and  rejected  because  of  unfavorable 
unit  prices. 

August  23,  1958  Contract  33  was  completed  by  J.  Andreassi  &  Son  of 
Roslindale  at  a  cost,  including  house  connections,  of  $207,656.72.  This 
work  involved  the  installation  of  sewers  in  a  portion  of  Neck  Street,  Bridge 
Street,  Green  Street,  East  Street,  Commercial  Street,  North  Street,  Nor¬ 
ton  Street,  Church  Street,  Abigail  Adams  Circle,  Evans  Street,  Saunders 
Street,  Wachusett  Road  and  Rinaldo  Road.  House  connections  to  the 
property  line  were  installed  under  this  contract  in  all  areas. 

October  10,  1958  Contract  34  was  completed  by  R.  A.  Buccella  &  Sons, 
Inc.  of  Avon  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $148,000.00.  This  work  involved 
the  installation  of  sewers  in  portions  of  Judson  Road,  Byron  Road,  Apple- 
tree  Lane,  Brook  Terrace,  Ledge  Hill  Road,  Ledge  Hill  Terrace,  Broad 
Street,  Franklin  Street,  Spring  Street,  King  Avenue  and  Healy  Road.  Extra 
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work  was  granted  under  this  contract  in  order  to  complete  all  common 
sewers  in  Broad  Street  between  Essex  Street  and  Pierce  Road.  House 
connections  to  the  property  line  were  installed  in  portions  of  Broad  Street, 
Ledge  Hill  Road  and  Ledge  Hill  Terrace. 

October  30,  1958  Contract  36A  was  awarded  to  Pipeline  Construction 
Company  of  Dedham  who  submitted  the  low  bid  of  the  eight  proposals 
received  October  2nd.  The  bid  price  was  $23,350.00.  Work  involves  the 
installation  of  house  connections  to  the  property  line  in  portions  of  Pleas¬ 
ant  Street,  Front  Street,  Summer  Street,  Broad  Street,  Webb  Street  and 
Spring  Street  in  its  entirety.  This  work  should  be  completed  in  the  spring 
of  1959. 

Under  Sewer  Division  supervision  sewers  were  installed  by  Klasson 
and  Ericson  in  Sandra  Lane  North. 

In  connection  with  the  Expressway  construction  all  proposed  sewer 
crossings  and  the  relocation  of  existing  sewers  were  completed.  Construc¬ 
tion  was  done  under  our  supervision  by  J.  F.  White  Construction  Com¬ 
pany  under  Contract  6  and  C.  J.  Maney  Company,  Inc.  under  Contract  7 
with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Through  October  31,  1958,  213  particular  sewer  connections  were  com¬ 
pleted.  In  addition  15  house  connections  to  the  property  line  were  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  sewer  division  construction  crew. 

In  conjunction  with  the  road  building  program  the  sewer  division 
construction  crew  installed  common  sewers  in  Idlewell  Street,  Narragan- 
sett  Avenue,  Foye  Avenue  and  Vine  Street. 

The  Division  added  to  its  equipment  with  the  purchase  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  units: 

New  Trojan  Loadster  with  Ottawa  Backhoe  (turn  in  Hough  Loader 
with  Wainroy  Backhoe) 

New  22,000  GVW  dump  truck  (turn  in  1953  Chevrolet  dump  truck) 

New  Ford  l/j-ton  pick-up  truck  (turn  in  1952  Chevrolet  %-ton  pick-up) 

All  survey,  design,  contract  letting  and  inspection  of  our  1958  con¬ 
struction  was  under  the  supervision  of  the  division’s  engineering  staff. 

The  installation  of  sewers  in  our  1959  construction  program  will  be 
designed  and  supervised  by  our  engineering  staff.  Preparation  of  this 
work  is  now  under  way.

V  STREET  DIVISION 

(a)  In  the  year  1958  the  Street  Division  installed  drainage  and  con¬ 
structed  some  of  the  most  difficult  private  ways  existing  in  the  Town, 
namely  Ledgehill  Road,  Southern  Avenue  and  Pinecliff  Road.  The 
Superintendent  and  men  of  his  division  performed  commendable  duty 
working  under  severe  conditions  of  ledge  and  gradient. 

The  writer  has  two  observations  to  make  on  the  problem  of  construct¬ 
ing  Private  Ways. 

(a)  That  the  town  should  deliberate  more  seriously  on  the  economic 
feasibility  of  accepting  for  construction  certain  private  ways. 

(b)  That  certain  private  ways  will  be  recommended  for  construction 
by  private  contract. 

The  latter  is  not  intended  to  minimize  the  efforts  of  the  Street  Divi¬ 
sion.  There  are  certain  functions  in  construction  that  require  specialized 
equipment  and  heavy  equipment  that  is  not  economical  for  the  town  to 
purchase,  maintain  and  operate.  With  the  Highway  and  Drainage  Pro¬ 
grams  advancing  each  year,  that  expensive  investment  has  to  be  pro¬ 
tected  by  a  thorough  and  programmed  maintenance  operation. 

A  correct  drainage  system  is  no  better  than  an  incorrectly  constructed 
system  if  it  is  not  kept  clean.  A  plug  up  in  a  drain  line  might  very  well 
necessitate  digging  up  a  new  street  in  order  to  correct  it. 

A  new  street  rides  well  —  it  should  look  good  also. 

If  the  efforts,  necessary  by  the  Street  Division  in  constructing  a  diffi- 
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cult  private  way  are  spent  maintaining  and  cleaning,  advantage  is  gained 
twofold  —  additional  maintenance  on  the  Town  Ways  while  the  private 
way  is  being  constructed  by  a  specialist  contractor. 

There  are  several  thousand  catch  basins  throughout  the  town  and 
many  being  added  each  year.  Cleaning  catch  basins  by  hand  ties  up  a 
truck,  possibly  a  front  end  loader  and  several  men,  accomplishing  perhaps 
10-12  basins  a  day.  The  writer  is  recommending  purchase  of  a  catch  basin 
and  gutter  cleaner  that  is  operated  by  2  men  and  can  clean  30-40  basins 
a  day,  plus  heavy  debris  in  gutters. 

In  a  future  year  the  writer  will  request  an  additonal  street  sweeper. 
The  general  aim  of  this  office  is  to-  accomplish  the  necessary  standard 
services  more  economically,  more  maintenance  and  repair  on  a  more  pro¬ 
ductive  basis. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  divisions  of  Public  Works  and  the 
Street  Division  in  particular  have  the  unique  problem  of  covering  a  wide¬ 
spread  area,  that  the  majority  of  the  drainage  is  “Country  Drainage,” 
that  85%  of  the  roads  have  little  or  no  sub-base,  that  the  roads  are  an 
oil  and  sand  build  up  and  have  inadequate  drainage,  incorrect  grades, 
crowns  and  shoulders. 

It  will  be  several  years  before  an  appreciable  showing  is  made,  pro¬ 
viding  further  that  the  various  programs  are  continued. 

(b)  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Street  Division  to  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Public  Works. 

To:  Superintendent  of  Public  Works 

Town  of  Weymouth,  Massachusetts 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  covering  the  activities  of  the  Street  Divi¬ 
sion  during  the  year  1958. 

The  first  part  of  the  year,  we  engaged  in  snow  plowing  and  snow  re¬ 
moval. 

As  in  former  years,  the  Street  Division  helped  the  veterans  place 
wreaths  on  the  various  memorials  throughout  town. 

We  had  a  patch  crew  constantly  engaged  in  filling  holes  throughout 
the  year,  and  patching  streets  and  sidewalks  where  needed:  we  rolled 
the  public  parks,  maintained  beach  areas;  maintained  both  the  Health 
Department  Dump  and  the  Tree  Warden  Dump;  private  ways  were  grav¬ 
elled  to  make  them  passable.  Maintenance  of  the  Tree  Division  Dump 
is  a  new  function  as  of  this  year,  reflecting  a  savings  of  $1,500.00  to 
$2,000.00. 

Grass  and  weeds  were  trimmed  from  the  sides  of  the  roads  in  all 
sections  of  town. 

Rubbish  was  collected  twice  a  month  in  each  section  of  town,  as  in 
former  years.  We  have  five  rubbish  units,  the  newest  a  Mack  Truck,  with 
Gar  Wood  Chassis,  purchased  this  year,  which  replaced  the  Dodge,  Gar 
Wood  Chassis,  purchased  in  1950. 

The  program  of  new  sidewalk  installation  was  carried  out,  as  in  re¬ 
cent  years,  by  contract.  This  year’s  contract  being  with  the  Weymouth 
Asphalt  Co.,  low  bidder  for  the  work. 
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Catch  basins  in  town  were  cleaned  out.  Brooks  were  cleaned  of  growth 
and  debris. 

Catch  basins  were  relocated  in  conjunction  with  street  widenings  and 
the  sidewalk  program.  Drainage  was  installed  on  Broad  St.  in  the  vicinity 
of  Essex  St.  Culvert  was  installed  on  Harland  Road  to  correct  a  long¬ 
standing  drainage  condition.  Many  berms  were  installed  to  prevent  sur¬ 
face  water  from  running  onto  private  property. 

Each  of  the  squares  in  town  was  swept  at  least  once  a  week. 

The  accepted  Streets  in  East  Weymouth,  the  Heights,  a  section  of 
South  Weymouth,  and  a  section  of  North  Weymouth  were  sealed  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $25,000  in  accordance  with  our  plan  of  sealing  every  ac¬ 
cepted  street  every  two  years.  Our  street  sweepers  followed  the  oiling  to 
clear  away  the  sand  which  had  been  applied. 

Street  signs  and  railroad  signs  were  replaced  where  necessary,  new 
signs  were  placed  on  newly  accepted  streets;  town  fnces  were  painted  and 
repaired. 

Trucks  and  equipment  were  kept  in  good  repair  throughout  the  year. 

Our  screening  plant,  which  was  installed  last  year,  and  which  con¬ 
verts  gravel  to  sand,  was  used  constantly  all  year. 

A  1958  Ford  four-door  Station  Wagon  was  purchased  this  year,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board,  as  well  as  a  15-ton  capacity,  Tag-a-long  Schert- 
zer  Trailer  which  will  help  the  Division  to  eliminate  the  expense  of  hiring 
this  kind  of  equipment.

VI  TREE  DIVISION 

(a)  With  the  organization  of  Public  Works,  the  clerical  duties  of  the 
Tree  Division  were  absorbed  into  the  Public  Works  Office.  A  systematic 
program  of  Dutch  Elm  Survey  was  initiated  and  8  contracts  were  let  out 
covering  the  more  dangerous  trees  in  the  town.  A  tree  planting  policy 
was  established  with  the  following  points: 

1.  Tree  replacement  along  highway  reconstruction  where  numerous 
healthy  trees  have  been  removed. 
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2.  Tree  replacement  in  blighted  areas  where  Dutch  Elm  Disease  has 
caused  removal  of  numerous  trees. 

3.  Barren  areas  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  should  have  tree  re¬ 
placement. 

Tree  planting  is  to  be  viewed  on  a  town-wide  basis,  not  on  individual 
desires  to  have  a  tree.  Trees  planted  under  this  program  are  paid  for  by 
the  town  and  are  to  serve  as  public  shade  trees  for  the  benefit  and  beauti¬ 
fication  of  the  town  in  general.  In  the  spring  and  fall  of  1958,  this  office 
has  recorded,  with  the  necessary  signed  statements,  420  trees  planted. 

In  addition  to  the  Tree  Division  planting,  this  office  has  instituted  a 
planting  program  within  the  Highway  Program,  whereby  tree  planting  is 
part  of  the  contract.  In  this  manner  the  Town’s  Planting  Program  is 
augmented.  An  increased  sum  of  money  is  requested  in  the  Tree  Division 
Budget  for  the  purpose  of  accelerating  the  planting  program.  A  decrease 
of  one  in  personnel  is  reflected  in  the  budget  this  year  by  way  of  retire¬ 
ment.  Eventually  the  Tree  Division  will  be  cut  back  an  additional  man; 
however,  two  temporary  employees  (Summer-University  of  Mass.  Forestry 
Students)  are  recommended  for  the  busy  season  during  the  summer 
months.  These  students  will  aid  in  laying  out  the  Dutch  Elm  Surveys 
and  Planting  Program,  freeing  the  permanent  men  for  their  regular  duties. 

(b)  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Tree  Division  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Public  Works.

DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

The  cleaning  of  dead  and  diseased  elm  trees  throughout  the  town  has 
been  the  first  and  foremost  project  of  the  Tree  Division.  A  total  of  1,150 
elm  trees  will  have  been  removed  under  eight  separate  contracts  by  the 
end  of  this  year  as  well  as  450  trees  removed  throughout  the  winter,  spring 
and  summer  by  the  Tree  Division  crew. 

Even  this  concentrated  effort  will  not  entirely  clean  up  all  the  pre¬ 
vious  years’  infections  and  to  add  to  this,  there  is  the  unknown  quantity 
of  the  present  year’s  losses  from  this  disease.  Another  entire  year  devoted 
to  removal  of  this  year’s  crop  of  this  season’s  victims  of  Dutch  Elm  disease, 
provided  that  sufficient  funds  are  allocated  for  this  work,  should  put  us 
in  the  clear  and  greatly  minimize  the  toll  of  elm  trees  by  1960. 

Prompt  removal  of  all  infected  trees  is  the  only  solution  in  conquer¬ 
ing  this  devastating  and  costly  menace  to  our  shade  trees. 

TREE  PLANTING 

The  restoration  of  the  beauty  of  our  town  by  planting  trees,  both  shade 
and  ornamental,  is  an  important  function  of  our  town  —  and  deserving 
of  greater  consideration  in  our  town  planning. 

The  annual  losses  of  many  hundreds  of  trees  through  disease,  the  ele¬ 
ments,  construction  and  civic  improvement  is  in  no  way  replenished  by 
the  compartively  small  scope  of  our  tree  planting  program. 

The  rapid  development  of  our  town  since  the  war  years  has  created  a 
great  need  for  more  tree  planting. 
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A  concentrated  operation  of  short  duration  in  the  spring,  with  the 
added  demands  on  our  time  and  manpower  for  other  seasonal  duties,  de¬ 
prives  us  of  fulfilling  the  great  needs  of  the  town  during  the  normal 
season  for  planting.  However,  Nature  has  provided  us  with  a  longer 
season  toward  the  end  of  the  year,  after  the  first  frosts  have  hardened 
the  plant  tissues  sending  the  trees  into  their  dormant  condition,  up  until 
ground  freezing  time.  Trees  planted  at  this  time  have  the  entire  winter 
to  overcome  the  shock  of  transplanting. 

A  total  of  420  trees  have  been  set  out  throughout  the  town  as  follows:

Public  Works  Projects  and  Inter- Departmental  Services 

As  in  the  past,  the  Tree  Division  has  been  on  call  to  provide  many 
services  to  other  Town  departments. 

These  services  are,  in  the  main  part,  the  forerunner  of  highway,  water, 
sewer  and  sidewalk  projects.  Before  construction  equipment  moves  in, 
the  clearance  of  trees  and  brush  is  necessary,  and  many  hours  of  our  time 
have  preceded  the  actual  operations  of  construction: 

These  services  are  listed  as  follows: 
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Police  Department — Removal  of  traffic  hazards;  namely,  trimming  of 
shrubbery  at  intersections,  curves,  or  to  widen  roadways  for  sight  distance, 
trimming  for  overhead  clearance  for  bus  and  truck  travel,  clearing  for 
traffic  signs,  emergency  storm  work. 

Trimming  detour  highways  to  permit  safe  travel. 

Interpreting  shade  tree  laws. 

Fire  Department — Trimming  fire  alarm  signal  system,  making  way 
for  new  installations,  rescuing  cats.

EDUCATION 

The  educational  side  of  our  work  is  an  important  field  as  the  public 
knows  so  little  about  trees  and  their  related  problems. 

In  the  course  of  a  year,  many  hundreds  of  requests  for  information 
relative  to  trees  and  tree  care,  conservation,  insect  problems,  etc.,  are 
answered  or  advice  given  where  assistance  may  be  had  to  guide  them. 

An  up-to-date  reference  library  provides  an  authentic  and  reliable 
source  of  information. 

Working  with  youth  groups,  such  as  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts,  Campfire, 
Brownie,  Bluebird,  4-H  Club,  and  leader  groups  is  important  in  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  appreciation  of  outdoor  life  and  is  an  aid  to  the  Town  in  building 
better  citizens. 

My  participation  in  their  efforts  has  been  as  follows: 

Passing  on  merit  badges  in  conservation,  forestry  and  nature  work, 
field  trips  and  nature  study,  assisting  at  Girl  Scout  Day  Camp  Leader 
training  in  forestry,  tree  identification,  care  and  use  of  the  axe,  etc. 

Assisting  school  students  with  exhibits,  information  for  notebooks, 
compositions,  on  Forestry,  dutch  elm  disease,  water  conservation,  tree 
identification,  tree  seed  collections,  leaf  collections,  etc. 
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As  a  member  of  the  Norfolk  County  4-H  Club  Advisory  Committee,  my 
field  extends  beyond  the  limits  of  our  Town. 

Lectures  to  local  improvement  groups,  youth  groups,  participation  in 
program  planning,  speaking  before  professional  shade  tree  groups,  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Massachusetts  tree  wardens,  arborists  and  public  untilities  con¬ 
ference  are  all  on  the  agenda  for  educational  services. 

Exhibits  on  the  following  subjects  were  prepared  by  Kiwanis  Trade 
Show  on  composts  and  mulches  and  Weymouth  Fair. 

A — Exhibit  of  Tree  Division  equipment. 

B — Tree  Warden’s  Office — with  rustic  furniture  cut  out  of  logs,  refer¬ 
ence  library,  oddities  in  wood,  insect  and  disease  specimens,  in  rustic  in¬ 
terior  setting  to  provide  atmosphere  for  the  theme. 

C — As  “Smoky  the  Bear”  at  the  Fair,  talking  fire  prevention  and  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  forests  serves  to  bring  the  educational  field  to  even  the 
youngest  of  our  citizens. 

D — The  creation  of  realistic  play  equipment  by  our  department  has 
brought  a  new  and  wise  use  for  the  vast  number  of  tree  trunks  which  are 
otherwise  burned  in  the  log  disposal  area. 

Previously  a  covered  wagon  complete  with  wooden  horses  and,  this 
year,  a  locomotive,  tender  and  cars  were  an  outstanding  attraction  to  all 
age  groups  at  the  Fair. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Kirrane  of  the  Recreation  Department,  we 
made  benches  for  use  at  the  Fair,  and  as  time  permits  picnic  tables  and 
benches  for  our  parks  can  be  turned  out  at  no  expense  beyond  labor,  and 
as  they  rot  out,  they  can  be  easily  replaced. 

There  is  no  end  to  the  creations  that  can  be  turned  out,  as  the  imagi¬ 
nation  begins  to  work  on  it,  and  there  will  be  a  further  prolonging  of  the 
usefulness  of  our  trees. 

During  the  year,  several  news  stories  on  current  insect  and  disease 
problems  have  been  used  by  the  press  to  enlighten  people  on  seasonal 
problems  affecting  their  trees.  This  is  a  good  medium  to  purvey  knowledge 
to  the  public,  and  the  only  limitation  is  the  time  to  relax  and  concentrate 
long  enough  to  do  these  stories. 

In  this  field,  we  are  often  called  upon  to  provide  services  and  share 
experiences  for  surveys  and  for  the  use  of  other  agencies  many  times  out 
of  state. 

As  a  member  of  the  Shade  Tree  Evaluation  Committee  of  the  National 
Shade  Tree  Conference,  I  have  a  broader  duty  to  perform  in  the  educa¬ 
tional  field,  as  the  evaluations  as  set  forth  by  this  committee  are  standard 
for  court  cases,  federal  income  tax  claims,  etc.,  for  damages  where  trees 
are  involved. 

I  am  also  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Arbor  Day  Association, 
which  group  is  endeavoring  to  augment  a  national  Arbor  Day  observance. 

The  elimination  of  poison  ivy  on  public  property  is  a  serious  and  diffi¬ 
cult  problem.  Repeated  spraying  and  concentration  of  effort  is  required 
for  permanent  eradication  of  this  plant  nuisance. 

A  new  revolutionary  material,  Amino  Triazole,  has  been  developed 
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whi^h  while  experimental,  has  proven  highly  successful.  A  year  ago,  a 
trial  of  this  material  was  made  by  our  department,  and  its  non-toxic  effect 

inlheworJan  as  well  as  its  complete  kill  on  poison  t'o  use 

that  it  is  the  most  effective  type  and  most  economical  weed  killer  to  use. 

JAPANESE  BEETLE  CONTROL 

A  long  range  program  for  the  control  of  Japanese  beetle  has  been 
undertaken.  Through  the  development  of  Milky  Spore  disease  powder, 
it  is  now  possible  to  attack  this  vicious  plant-eating  insect  with  a  natural 
enemy.  Applications  of  this  spore  powder  to  certain  lawn  areas  will  grad¬ 
ually  ^ome  in  contact  with  beetle  grubs  feeding  under  the  t^f-  in¬ 

fection  of  these  beetles  is  continually  transmitted  to  ?^her  J^.p 
until  the  disease  becomes  widesprad,  eventually  making  the  control  of  th 

pest  a  minor  problem. 

The  application  of  300  pounds  of  Milky  Spore  disease  powder  to  93 
separate  grass  areas  throughout  the  Town  is  the  most  wide-scale  operation 
of  its  kind  in  this  area. 


GENERAL 

Other  phases  of  our  work,  tree  pruning,  spraying,  nursery  care  and 
maintenance,  roadside  brush  cutting,  removal  of  tree  hazards,  storm  work, 
all  receive  their  proper  attention  as  needed.

VII  WATER  DIVISION 

(a)  The  year  1958  presented  additional  duties  to  the  Water  Division 
forces. 

Each  culvert  that  is  reconstructed  either  under  the  Town  Highway  or 
Drainage  Program  necessitates  major  changes  and  renovations  of  the  water 
mains.  Often  the  particular  work  at  the  structure  will  require  major 
changes  in  the  entire  area.  In  the  reconstruction  of  streets  alone,  each 
service  has  to  be  checked.  Old  services  are  replaced  and  in  some  cases 
service  stubs  are  installed  to  serve  future  hemes  that  might  be  built  on 
vacant  land.  At  many  intersections,  larger  water  main  spurs  are  cut-in 
and  installed  a  limited  distance  off  the  new  construction  to  serve  as  a 
future  reinforcing  line,  saving  the  effort  and  expense  of  ripping  up  a  section 
of  the  new  road  later. 

The  serious  problem  of  the  future  (5-10  years)  ability  of  the  Town’s 
water  supply  to  adequately  serve  the  ever-growing  population  is  a  major 
concern  of  this  office.  The  writer  urgently  recommends  that  the  Board, 
Town  Meeting  Members  and  citizens  of  Weymouth  be  cognizant  of  the 
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importance  of  water  supply  and  service.  It  is  common  knowledge  amongst 
the  nation’s  highest  technical  authorities  that  the  national  water  supply 
is  dwindling  because  of  increased  population,  increased  common  usage  of 
water,  lond  development,  and  drainage  innovations. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  had  a  man  with 
the  foresight  and  ability  that  the  present  Water  Division  Superintendent 
possesses. 

This  office  will  continue  to  seek  and  urge  the  development  of  new 
sources  of  water,  more  storage,  and  increased  delivery  of  water  through 
reinforcement. 

This  office  is  recommending  certain  reclassifications  and  additional 
personnel  in  order  that  the  division  may  be  able  to  accomplish  the  addi¬ 
tional  work  and  also  maintain  a  high  standard  of  progress  in  its  regular 
functions. 

(b)  Report  of  Water  Division  Superintendent  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Works.

The  Water  Division  submits  herewith  its  75th  Annual  Report  of  the 
Weymouth  Water  Works  for  the  year  1958. 

NEW  SOURCES 

A  new  well  site  was  found  near  Swamp  River.  This  site,  which  indi¬ 
cates  a  potential  of  500,000  gallons  per  day,  has  been  tested  and  approved 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  Negotiations  are  now  in 
progress  to  procure  the  land. 

A  relatively  small  well  site  has  also  been  found  off  Pleasant  Street 
with  probable  capacity  of  250,000  gallons  per  day.  Excessive  land  cost  is 
holding  this  site  in  abeyance  while  the  Swamp  River  site  is  developed. 

WATER  SHED 

Preliminary  surveys  have  been  started  to  determine  feasibility  of 
constructing  an  extra  storage  reservoir  at  the  South  end  of  Great  Pond. 

During  the  past  year,  excavation  of  gravel  has  continued  along  the 
shores  of  the  Pond  south  of  the  wash  water  lagoons.  A  considerable  area 
has  been  added  to  the  Pond,  which  includes  the  new  wash  water  lagoon. 

FILTRATION  PLANT  AND  PUMPING  STATION 

Many  items  at  the  Station  were  overhauled  this  year  to  safeguard 
uninterrupted  service. 

Chemical  feeder  motors  were  overhauled. 

No.  8  Pump  bearings  and  controller  equipment  replaced. 

Starters  for  all  pumps  overhauled  and  spare  contacts  obtained. 

A  sump  pump  installed  in  outside  valve  pit. 

New  cable  replaced  for  chemical  hoist. 

Cable  renewed  to  Police  Signal  Box. 

Replaced  booster  pump  for  filter  operating  tables. 

Wash  troughs  to  filters  and  filter  walls  painted. 
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Boiler  repaired. 

Chlorinator  repaired.  .  wc,o  in- 

A  new  16-inch  water  line  from  coagulation  basin  to  filters  was  in 

stalled.  ,  ,  ,  „  . 

Painted  Dumps,  inside  of  Station  and  wash  water  tank. 

The  coagulXn  basin  was  cleaned  twice  this  year,  the  new  lagoon 
being  used  for  the  first  time. 

Finished  construction  of  protective  dyke. 

Excessive  rainfall  this  year  has  kept  the  pond  relatively  hig h.  Con¬ 
sumption  for  10  months  was  915  M.G.,  with  probab.e  total  of  1125  M  G. 
for  the  year.  Chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  are  being  made  by  Re  l  y 
Laboratories,  324  Commercial  Street  Weymouth  AH ■  “^g*"^** 
standards  at  the  station  are  in  accordance  with  the  s^?f  ™  f 

Health  standards.  All  reports  indicate  our  treatment  satisfactory  and  free 
from  harmful  bacteria,  both  from  local  laboratories  and  that  of  the  State.

Various  mains  were  raised  or  lowered  to  accommodate  new  drainage 
culverts  at  Middle,  Broad,  Commercial,  Pleasant,  Front,  Mill  and  Harland 

Streets. 

Taps  and  reinforcing  mains  were  extended  beyond  newly  constructed 
roads  on  Lochmere  and  Standish  Streets  from  Evans,  Webb  from  Broad, 
and  Harding  from  Commercial. 
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Several  shut-off  boxes  were  moved,  services  renewed,  and  hydrants 
moved  on  Broad,  Commercial  and  Evans  Streets. 

Many  adjustments  were  necessary  at  Pleasant,  Middle,  Main,  Front 
and  Summer  Streets  to  accommodate  relocations  or  regrading  of  water 
mains  and  services  due  to  construction  of  the  Southeast  Expressway. 

During  the  first  ten  months  of  the  year  there  were  233  renewals  and 
130  new  services  installed. 


STANDPIPES 

A  new  standpipe  is  being  engineered  by  Weston  and  Sampson  for  erec¬ 
tion  on  Great  Hill,  North  Weymouth.  This  additional  storage  is  proposed 
to  be  constructed  of  pre-pressed  concrete  and  store  500,000  gallons.  Con¬ 
struction  will  include  a  pipeline  to  connect  with  the  12-inch  main  on 
Lovell  Street  with  provision  for  drainage  emptying  to  drainage  on  Lovell 
Street. 


EQUIPMENT 

Two  trucks  were  replaced  this  year,  one  three-quarter  ton  and  one 
one-ton  Ford  trucks  from  Jannell  Motors,  Inc. 

Three  hundred  %-inch  water  meters  were  awarded  to  Gamon  Meter 
Division  of  the  Worthington  Corporation. 

The  contract  for  test  wells  was  awarded  to  Easton  Drilling  Company. 

PERSONNEL 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  Walter  Wilson,  a  filter  operator,  on 
January  6,  1958.  Mr.  Wilson  had  served  the  Water  Department  faithfully 
and  well  for  thirty-four  years. 

Mr.  Harold  Goodwin  was  hired  as  a  filter  operator  in  April,  1958. 

Mrs.  Walsh  wa  tsransf erred  from  our  office  to  the  Engineering  Depart¬ 
ment. 


RECOMMENDATIONS

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8.  That  the  program  of  cleaning  mains  be  continued. 

Q  That  consideration  be  given  to  an  additional  field  maintenance  unit 
of  two  o"“  truck  and  a  front  end  loader  with  backhoe  attach- 

ment. 


10.  That  an  additional  diaphragm  pump  be  purchased  to  provide  ade¬ 
quate  coverage  during  night  emergencies. 

11.  That  a  new  power-driven  drilling  machine  be  purchased. 

12.  That  higher  antenna  be  established  on  top  of  Park  Avenue  Stand¬ 
pipe,  and  that  an  added  two-way  radio  be  installed  in  No.  7  truck. 

13.  That  the  yard  at  the  rear  of  the  Hollis  Street  Garage  be  graded, 
drained  and  black  topped. 


14.  That  a  power-driven  valve  operating  device,  such  as  a  Dean  Valve 
Closer,  be  purchased  to  connect  to  the  power  take-off  of  one  of  the  Divi¬ 
sion’s  trucks. 

15  That  the  improvements  at  the  Filter  Plant,  regarding  increased 
capacity  as  outlined  for  coagulation  and  for  pumps  by  Weston  and  Samp¬ 
son,  Engineers,  be  done  in  1959.

It  is  the  writer’s  opinion  that  the  section  of  Commermial  Street  be¬ 
tween  the  railroad  crossings  should  be  allowed  to  consolidate  for  the  year 
1959;  however,  application  should  be  made  for  Chapter  90  monies  for: 

a.  $58,000  for  extending  Pleasant  Street  to  Pine  Street  in  1960. 

b.  $58,000  for  work  on  two  sections  of  Commercial  Street  in  1960. 

Total  Chapter  90  request  at  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1959  $116,000.00 

II  DRAINAGE  PROGRAM  —  1959 

In  the  year  1956  the  Town  of  Weymouth  received  the  Master  Plan 
for  Drainage  from  the  Consulting  Engineers,  Metcalf  and  Eddy.  In  the 
summation  of  the  report  a  detailed  breakdown  of  necessary  drainage  im¬ 
provements  were  noted,  using  construction  prices  of  1955  and  categorizing 
them  under  several  headings:  Urgent,  Early  Priority,  Deferred  Priority, 
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and  Future  Priority.  The  total  cost  of  the  Master  Drainage  was  esti¬ 
mated  to  be  $4,363,000.00.  This  figure  does  not  include  local  drainage  to 
the  main  systems.  The  writer  would  estimate,  conservatively,  another 
50%  to  include  all  side  drains  and  10%  increase  in  construction  costs 
since  1955,  bringing  the  entire  program  to  a  figure  of  $7,200,000.00. 

The  project  in  East  Weymouth  for  the  flood  flow  conduit,  channel  and 
works  at  the  dam  are  considered  by  the  consultants  and  local  authori¬ 
ties  as  in  the  urgent  category.  The  1955  cost  estimate  of  this  project  is 
$1,131,000.00. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  has  set  this  construction  up  as  a  four  year 
project  and  has  applied  for  State  aid  of  50%  under  Chapter  91.  Chapter 
91  funds  are  limited;  therefore,  it  is  necessary  to  accumulate  2  or  3  years’ 
funds  to  put  out  a  feasible  project  for  construction.  Under  these  terms 
the  Town  of  Weymouth  appropriated  $110,000  in  1958,  State  to  match  and 
so  on  in  1959-1960,  until  the  project  is  finished.  If  this  is  the  limit  to  be 
held  for  drainage  construction,  all  other  urgent  areas  will  be  dormant 
for  4  to  5  years.  Other  urgent  drainage  should  be  considered.  In  that 
period  of  time  it  is  reasonably  possible  to  have  a  reoccurrence  of  “55” 
rains  and  again  serious  damage  would  result. 

It  is  the  writer’s  opinion  that  similar  to  the  Sewer  and  Highway,  the 
Drainage  Program  should  be  considered  long  term  with  a  sum,  perhaps 
$200,000  to  $225,000  per  year.  This  would  enable  the  Town  of  Weymouth 
to  contribute  the  $110,000  to  the  Flood  Flow  project  in  East  Weymouth 
and  to  also  have  $100,000  for  other  urgent  drainage  that  would  work  into 
other  areas  of  the  town  and  the  Highway  Program. 

1959  Drainage  Proposed. 

1.  Mill  River  from  Mill  Street  to  West.  The  consultant  is  strong 
in  his  opinion  of  urgency  in  this  project.  To  quote  the  consultant, 
page  148,  Master  Plan:  “As  a  result  of  the  discharge  of  water  over  the 
full  length  of  the  dam  (Weymouth  Lumber)  during  or  subsequent  to  the 
storm  of  August  18,  19,  1955,  the  earth  fill  was  eroded  in  three  locations 
to  depths  of  3  or  4  feet  and  the  downstream  wall  collapsed  in  places.  The 
dam  is  in  a  weakened  condition  and  the  spillway  capacity  is  far  less  ’chan 
required  to  discharge  flood  flows.  The  Drainage  Committee  was  advised 
of  the  condition  of  the  dam  in  a  letter  dated  May  14,  1956  with  the  rec¬ 
ommendation  that  the  pond  be  drawn  down  at  once  and  the  dam  breached 
with  an  opening  at  least  15  feet.” 

This  project  in  following  through  West  Street  to  a  point  in  the  swamp 
beyond  the  Whipple  Street  development  would  lower  the  water  table 
South  of  West  Street  and  insure  the  properties  along  the  Mill  Street  val¬ 
ley  of  any  future  flood  damage  tieing  in  with  the  new  work  completed 
at  the  Mill  and  Front  Street  culverts,  the  Southeast  Expressway  inter¬ 
change  and  the  new  culvert  constructed  at  Middle  Street.

III  DUTCH  ELM  PROGRAM  —  1959 

In  the  year  1958  an  extensive  survey  was  made  of  the  Dutch  Elm  dis¬ 
eased  trees  throughout  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  The  factual  results  of 
this  survey  indicates  a  substantiation  of  the  Tree  Warden’s  previous  re¬ 
ports  to  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  disease  has  made  serious  headway  and  only  a  continued  program 
of  diseased  tree  removal  and  spraying  of  health  trees  will  make  the 
necessary  gain,  to  bring  it  under  control. 

During  the  year  (8)  eight  contracts  were  let  out  for  the  removal  of 
the  most  dangerous  of  the  dead  elms  on  private  property.  A  total  of  ap¬ 
proximately  1350  trees  were  removed  leaving  to  date  approximately  3500 
trees  to  be  removed.  This  number  will  be  increased  by  Spring,  additional 
elms  succumbing  to  the  disease. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  by  this  office  that  the  Town  continue  the 
diseased  elm  removal  program  of  $20,000.00.

IV  SIDEWALK  PROGRAM  —  1959 

In  the  year  1958  the  Board  of  Public  Works  assumed  the  responsibility 
of  the  Sidewalk  building  program.  Several  policies  were  established. 

1.  That  curbing  would  be  installed  along  the  entire  section  of  new 
sidewalk.  Constructing  curbing  with  the  sidewalk  shortened  the  total 
footage  considerably  using  the  available  funds;  however,  a  sidewalk  with 
curbing  affords  little  or  no  maintenance,  the  pedestrian  is  better  pro¬ 
tected,  the  sidewalk  is  protected  from  undermining,  the  gutters  can  be 
kept  cleaner,  more  road  surface  is  available  for  traffic  and  parking,  elim¬ 
inating  muddy  and  unkemp  grass  plots. 

2.  Sidewalks  would  be  constructed  where  the  most  people  use  them 
giving  preference  to  school  routes,  libraries,  churches  and  shopping  areas. 

In  1958  the  sidewalks  were  constructed  in  the  following  locations: 

1.  Pearl  Street  —  location  of  the  Johnson  School. 

2.  North  Street  —  location  of  the  Tufts  Library. 

3.  Commercial  Street  —  location  of  Legion  Field  and  the  tennis 
area. 

4.  Middle  Street  —  location  of  Libby  Field,  the  Town  Hall  and 
the  High  School. 

5.  Essex  Street  —  location  of  the  Central  Junior  High  School. 

6.  Lake  Street  —  location  of  the  Lake  Street  housing  project  and 
the  Humphrey  school  route. 

7.  Columbian  Street  —  location  of  the  Nevin  School  route. 
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It  is  indeed  unfortunate  that  with  the  tremendous  loss  in  the  Town 
elm  trees,  that  other  healthy  trees  have  to  be  removed  for  sidewalk  con¬ 
struction;  however,  it  is  poor  judgment,  negative  engineering  and  short¬ 
sightedness  to  “build  around”  and  sacrifice  desirable  factors  of  construc¬ 
tion. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  this  office  to  the  Board  and  Town  citi¬ 
zens  that  the  sidewalk  program  be  continued  in  1959  for  a  like  sum  of 
$40,090.00. 

It  is  also  the  recommendation  of  the  writer  that  the  Board  and  Town 
citizens  seriously  consider  the  subject  of  “betterments”  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  curbing  and  sidewalks.  The  Town  of  Weymouth  is  unique 
in  that  it  stands  alone  as  a  Town  that  constructs  sidewalks  and  curbing 
at  no  cost  to  the  immediate  abutter. 

Many  inquiries  and  petitions  for  sidewalks  in  residential  areas  have 
been  filed  in  this  office.  Many  of  these  have  expressed  their  desire  to 
help  pay  part  of  the  costs.'  A  betterment  plan  would  give  the  Town  ap¬ 
proximately  60%  of  the  cost. 

V  SEA  WALL  PROGRAM  1959 

The  sea  wall  or  shore  protection  program  is  primarily  an  effort  to 
preserve  from  erosion  and  damage  general  poperties  along  the  waterfronts 
of  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  The  monies  for  this  program  are  augmented 
by  50%  State  Aid. 

In  1958  the  sea  wall  at  Fort  Point  was  extended.  1958  funds  for  wall 
protection  along  the  Fore  River  Basin  in  the  Aspinwall  area  are  ear¬ 
marked  and  design  is  at  the  present  time  in  progress. 

The  Town  Meeting  accepted  the  Wessagussett  Beach  Committee  re¬ 
port  and  appropriated  the  necessary  funds  for  its  construction.  A  second 
construction  phase  of  this  report  is  wall  protection  against  erosion  in  the 
area  beyond  the  present  bath  house  on  Wessagussett  Beach. 

The  writer  recommends  that  the  Town  vote  $20,000.00  for  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  this  project,  namely,  the  construction  of  this  sea  wall  and 
shore  protection  from  the  bathhouse  at  Wessagusett  Beach  along  the 
shore  line  at  the  rear  of  Regatta  Road  to  River  Street  or  as  far  along  this 
area  as  the  funds  will  go.

There  are  indeed  many  facets  of  Public  Works  still  to  be  considered 
by  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  namely:  installation  of  radio  communication, 
rubbish  collection  every  other  week,  including  the  5  week  months,  the 
eventual  problem  of  future  rubbish  disposal,  a  centralized  Public  Works 
Building,  additional  bathing  area  potentials,  future  industrial  development 
and  its  demand  on  utilities,  and  scores  of  other  related  problems. 

I  sincerely  believe  that  each  city  or  Town  has  its  own  individual  char¬ 
acter.  General  policies  and  duties  of  Public  Works  can  be  used  as  a  guide; 
however,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  administrative  authorities  to  temper,  ex¬ 
pand  and  adjust  Public  Works  to  the  particular  character  of  their  town. 

Demand  for  general  services  usually  originate  with  the  citizen  who 
is  paying  the  bill.  Service  is  measured  by  cost.  It  is  the  duty  of  Public 
Works  to  give  that  service  at  a  realistic  cost.  Weymouth  is  still  a  fast- 
growing  town  with  widespread  utilities.  It  is  a  town  with  tremendous  po¬ 
tential,  more  so  with  the  near  future  completion  of  the  Southeast  Express¬ 
way. 

Improvements  such  as  highway  reconstruction,  drainage,  sewer,  side¬ 
walks,  etc.,  are  very  costly,  yet  these  improvements  are  a  capital  invest¬ 
ment  in  the  present  Weymouth  and  the  future  Weymouth. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  their  co-operation,  in¬ 
terest  and  helpfulness,  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee, 
Town  Meeting  Members  and  the  citizens  of  Weymouth  for  their  co-oper¬ 
ation  and  understanding;  to  all  the  department  heads  and  employees  of 
the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  their  loyalty  and  willing  co-operation  in 
making  my  first  year  as  Public  Works  Superintendent  a  pleasant  one.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

The  Committee  has  finally  been  forced  to  plan  double  sessions  for  the 
high  school  in  the  coming  year.  The  decision  was  reached  only  after 
observing  the  crowded  conditions  during  the  current  year,  which  saw  1957 
pupils  crammed  into  a  1500-pupil  school.  The  pupil  population  predicted 
for  this  school  in  1959  is  2100  plus,  which  positively  eliminated  any  hope 
that  we  might  continue  single  sessions  for  yet  another  year.  These  in¬ 
creases  in  pupils  must  be  countered  with  additional  teachers,  most  of  whom 
will  be  needed  for  our  secondary  schools.  The  magnitude  of  our  teacher 
hiring  problem  has  never  been  greater,  as  we  are  faced  with  the  selection 
of  no  less  than  33  teachers  exclusive  of  any  replacements  which  might  be 
caused  by  resignations.  Several  years  ago,  this  number  of  teachers  would 
have  represented  15  to  20  per  cent  of  the  total  teaching  force. 

The  Committee  has  approved  a  new  salary  schedule,  which  consists  of 
$4000  starting  rate  and  $6000  maximum.  This  schedule  falls  in  line  with 
salaries  being  paid  in  surrounding  towns  and  we  hope  is  sufficiently  at¬ 
tractive  to  permit  the  Superintendent  to  fill  his  instruction  needs  from  the 
highest  quality  teachers  available. 

The  Committee  has  approved  an  audio  language  laboratory,  which 
has  proved  in  other  communities  to  be  a  much  superior  method  of  teaching 
languages  than  any  used  in  Weymouth  heretofore.  The  cost  of  this  project 
will  be  borne  largely  by  the  Federal  government. 

The  establishment  of  a  Summer  School  at  the  High  School  for  1959 
is  an  attempt  on  our  part  to  better  insure  our  fair  share  of  successful 
entrants  into  those  increasingly  more  discriminating  colleges,  and  also  to 
permit  students  to  catch  up  on  that  part  of  their  courses  which  needs 
attention.  This  Summer  School  will  be  conducted  on  a  tuition  basis,  and 
should  require  little  if  any  added  expense  to  the  Town. 

The  last  of  our  elementary  schools,  the  so-called  Green  Street  school, 
should  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September  of  1959.  This  will  fill  a 
long-felt  want  in  this  area,  and  we  hope  that  this  building  will  be  as  prac¬ 
tical  and  economical  of  upkeep  as  our  other  schools  in  the  recent  building 
program. 

Due  to  a  land  taking  by  the  County,  the  school  site  known  as  the 
Fleming  and  Rubolino  properties  will  require  a  new  action  of  the  Town 
Meeting.  This  action  will  be  based  upon  a  new  description  of  the  land, 
which  will  exclude  the  county  taking. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  publicly  thank  the  members  of  the 
High  School  Building  Committee,  who  have  so  unselfishly  given  their 
time  to  serve  on  this  Committee.  As  early  as  December  of  the  year  1958, 
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this  Committee  had  met  more  than  twenty-five  times.  This  sacrifice  should 
be  recognized  as  such  by  every  right-thinking  citizen  in  this  Town.  The 
Committee  consists  of  the  following  members:  William  F.  Shields,  Chair¬ 
man;  Wallace  L.  Whittle,  Vice-Chairman;  Harry  Christensen,  Secretary;

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  fourteenth  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  seventy-third  report  since  the  office  was  established. 

Excerpts  from  the  reports  of  directors,  supervisors,  and  special  teachers 
follow: 

1.  ART 

In  our  school  art  program  today,  we  are  especially  concerned  about 
developing  the  power  of  individual  expression  in  the  child  and  fostering 
his  desire  to  work  creatively  in  picture  making  and  in  designing  things  of 
use  and  beauty.  The  desire  to  work  creatively  is  as  old  as  the  human 
race,  and  because  of  it,  the  history  of  the  ages  of  man  has  been  written 
in  the  art  that  was  left  behind  by  the  artists  of  each  era. 

Children,  on  entering  school,  are  not  all  equally  ready.  Sometimes 
manual  dexterity  develops  more  slowly  than  mental  ability,  but  as  art 
expression  is  the  only  universal  language,  some  art  skills  should  be  acquired 
by  all.  Weymouth  is  fortunate  in  having  able  and  understanding  class¬ 
room  teachers  to  help  start  the  young  child  on  the  way  to  pictorial  ex¬ 
pression.  Excellent  art  supervisors  give  aid  and  encouragement  to  both 
teachers  and  pupils.  Our  art  personnel  are,  without  exception,  dedicated 
teachers  who  have  both  skill  and  a  deep  understanding  of  the  child  and 
his  needs  at  each  age  level. 

Returning  this  Fall  from  a  vigorous  and  refreshing  year  of  higher 
study  in  “Art  Education”  at  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  Miss  Vera 
Freeman  is  again  at  her  supervision  work.  The  teachers  and  children  in 
her  schools  will  profit  much  from  her  insight  and  enthusiasm. 

Miss  Marion  Ray  left  this  year  for  a  sabbatical  year  of  travel  during 
1958-59  in  Europe.  She  will  be  back  in  September  greatly  enriched  by 
her  experiences  and  will  pass  on  to  those  under  her  particular  trust,  the 
stirring  facts  about  many  of  the  great  art  monuments  of  the  world,  and 
how  they  show  the  story  of  civilization  through  that  universal  language — 
art. 


Mrs.  Dorothy  Barron,  who  has  been  a  substitute,  first  for  Miss  Freeman 
and  now  for  Miss  Ray,  has  fitted  into  our  department  very  well  with  her 
skillful  work  and  interesting  lessons.  We  have  all  been  glad  of  her  helpful 
services. 

The  Junior  High  art  teachers  are  the  same  as  last  year,  but  two  have 
exchanged  buildings.  Mr.  Brian  Doherty  is  now  at  Central  Junior  High 
and  Mr.  John  Mulcahy  is  at  Bicknell,  where  he  is  doing  some  after¬ 
school  coaching  of  basketball  and  tennis.  His  regular  work  is  full-time 
art  teaching.  Both  of  these  men  are  excellent  teachers. 

Mr.  Philip  Dolan,  at  South  Junior  High,  has  had  very  active  and  large 
art  classes,  which  have  turned  out  quantities  of  fine  quality  work.  The 
interest  is  so  high  that  the  large  classes  exceed  the  art  room  capacity. 
Some  of  the  activities  of  these  classes  this  past  year  included:  exhibits  in 
the  lobby,  stained  glass  window  designs  for  Christmas  display,  stage  setting, 
and  art  club  members  doing  delightful  dance  decorating.  An  exchange 
project  between  the  South  Junior  art  students  and  art  students  in  a 
junior  high  in  Zentsuji,  Japan,  has  been  most  fruitful.  Exhibits  of  art 
work  have  been  exchanged  and  letters  and  ideas  also. 
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An  art  assembly  program  was  staged  featuring  explorations  in  light, 
color,  movement  and  sound.  Colored  slides,  reflective  mobiles,  shadow 
puppets  and  animated  abstract  movies  were  all  made  and  staged  by  the 
students. 

The  Scholastic  Art  Exhibits  were  entered  by  some  of  our  junior  and 
senior  high  school  students  this  year  and  the  work  of  eleven  pupils  was 
hung. 

At  senior  high  school  level  the  classes  are  large  and  many  are  of  mixed 
grade  levels.  TTbe  art  room  is  too  small  and  crowded.  These  classes  are 
shared  by  Miss  Silvester  and  Mrs.  Mary  Dolan,  who  also  does  elementary 
art  supervision  in  several  schools.  The  whole  senior  high  situation  is 
poor  and  we  are  anxiouslv  looking  forward  to  the  expected  new  school 
to  relieve  the  situation.  We  are  doing  all  we  can  do  in  this  very  difficult 
situation  to  make  things  work  out  as  well  as  possible.  Mrs.  Dolan  is  an 
able  teacher  and  much  fine  work  comes  from  her  classes. 

Our  art  group  frequently  holds  meetings  for  reviewing  and  discussing 
common  problems. 

Mr.  Carl  Dolan,  art  teacher  at  Central  Junior  High,  is  an  officer  in 
the  Massachusetts  Art  Teachers’  Association  and  he  keeps  us  posted  on 
all  state-wide  art  activities.  He  and  Miss  Silvester  attended  the  Eastern 
Arts  Association  Convention  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  last  Spring  and  came 
home  with  a  renewed  sense  of  the  challenge  of  our  profession. 

A  Quincy  regional  junior  and  senior  hisrh  art  meeting  was  held  last 
Spring  in  Quincy,  at  which  time,  towns  of  this  area  sent  representatives. 
Six  Curricula  Summaries  were  given  by  various  members  of  the  art  panel. 
We  contributed  one  on  “Design  for  Living,”  our  senior  design  course  at 
Weymouth  High. 

The  Old  Colony  and  P.  M.  Clubs  have  been  giving  us  real  support  in 
the  art  field.  Art  books  have  been  purchased  for  Fogg  Library  reference. 
Money  was  provided  to  help  pay  for  an  Art  Museum  trip  for  the  Senior 
Design  Classes.  Art  Week  in  November  featured  store  window  exhibits 
of  work  of  Weymouth  High  School  graduates,  who  are  now  successfully 
following  art  as  a  career.  Several  of  our  recent  graduates  are  now  in  Art 
Schools  and  doing  well. 

It  has  been  an  active  year  with  much  accomplished.  Because  we  are 
interested  in  our  work,  our  young  citizens  respond  enthusiastically  and 
achieve  a  substantial  degree  of  success. 

2.  MUSIC 

The  ever-increasing  elementary  enrollment  is  adding  additional  classes 
and  choruses  to  the  schedule  of  our  elementary  vocal  music  supervisors. 
This  increase  is  necessitating  the  shortening  of  class  periods.  The  choruses 
for  special  events  must  rehearse  during  the  scheduled  class  time  of  two 
or  more  classes,  since  there  can  be  no  allowance  of  extra  time  in  the 
regular  schedule.  Mr.  Lyons,  Mrs.  Carpenter  and  Mrs.  Mulligan  have  done 
some  very  excellent  programs  in  the  elementary  schools  for  the  special 
programs  and  assemblies  for  national,  patriotic,  and  seasonal  occasions. 
These  are  a  natural  outgrowth  of  the  work  carried  on  in  the  regular  music 
classes  along  with  some  extra  rehearsals,  by  both  the  home  room  teacher 
and  the  music  teacher;  they  were  presented  to  the  schools  and  for  certain 
occasions  for  the  parents.  This  was  especially  true  during  this  past  Christ¬ 
mas  season. 
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The  junior  high  program  of  vocal  music  has  contributed  greatly  to 
each  junior  high’s  over-all  schedule  of  events.  The  general  classroom 
procedures  and  background  of  vocal  music  have  made  for  better  Glee 
Clubs  and  Choruses,  which  have  helped  with  assemblies  and  public  per¬ 
formances  such  as  plays,  open  house,  etc.  They  have  arranged  programs 
for  P.  T.  A.s,  clubs,  and  talent  shows.  The  Central  Junior  High  program 
was  curtailed  to  some  extent  due  to  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Doris  Pierce,  who 
retired  in  November,  but  they  did  participate  in  several  assemblies  and 
special  programs.  All  three  Junior  High  Schools  attended  the  State  Music 
Festival  which  was  held  in  Quincy  on  May  11th  and  received  excellent 
ratings. 

This  present  Christmas  season,  each  junior  high  put  on  a  well-varied 
program  which  was  very  well  received  by  capacity  audiences.  Mr.  Stephen 
Scotti,  who  is  replacing  Mrs.  Pierce  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  directed 
the  choruses  at  Central  Junior  which  did  very  fine  work  in  a  relatively 
short  period  of  time.  At  Bicknell,  the  “Nutcrocker  Suite”  in  the  form  of  an 
operetta  was  extremely  well  done,  with  a  large  chorus  and  cast  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mary  Mulligan,  accompanied  by  a  small  orchestra. 
At  South,  the  dramatic  performance,  “No  Room  At  the  Inn,”  was  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  wide  and  excellent  variety  of  vocal  selections  led  by  Mrs. 
Marion  Carpenter.  These  programs  outside  of  school  time  and  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  the  music  groups  within  the  school  contribute  greatly  to  the 
entire  junior  high  program. 

The  beginning  elementary  instrumental  instruction  has  reached  an 
all  time  high  level  and  the  staff  of  teachers  is  hard  pressed  to  find  time 
for  all  the  classes.  The  important  small  ensembles  in  each  elementary 
school,  to  help  bridge  the  gap  between  first  year  instruction  and  the  junior 
high  bands  and  orchestras,  is  next  to  impossible  with  the  present  staff; 
time  and  schedules  just  simply  will  not  permit  it.  At  the  Homestead  and 
Hunt  Schools,  ensembles  did  perform  in  a  limited  way;  also  at  the  Pond. 
Nevin  and  Pratt  the  same  was  true.  The  Pond  band  played  and  paraded 
for  their  field  day  and  also  for  the  Nevin  Field  Day.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
area  of  instruction  can  be  provided  for  in  the  future. 

The  more  advanced  elementary  students  were  assembled  at  the  High 
School  as  an  All  Town  Band  and  rehearsed  weekly  for  over  four  months. 
They  performed  at  the  Spring  Festival  in  June  which  was  held  at  the 
Central  Junior  High  School.  The  three  junior  high  schools  were  combined 
for  several  rehearsals  and  played  at  an  assembly  in  each  junior  high 
and  at  the  June  Festival.  This  combined  program  allows  for  much  greater 
balance  of  instrumentation  and  gives  each  member  an  opportunity  to  play 
in  a  large  and  full  ensemble. 

The  Bicknell  band  has  increased  to  35  members  and  is  doing  a  fine 
job.  With  the  completion  of  the  Green  Street  school,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  ensemble  work  there  will  increase  the  musical  background  and  also  the 
number  of  students  prepared  to  join  the  Bicknell  band.  Mr.  Haapaoja  is 
also  working  with  a  group  of  string  players  and  hopes  in  the  near  future 
to  organize  an  orchestra. 

The  South  Junior  High  has  a  28-member  band  and  an  orchestra  of 
21  members,  both  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Angela  Owen.  These  two 
groups  played  for  the  majority  of  the  assemblies  at  South,  the  Dramatic 
Club  play  and  for  a  concert  at  the  Pond  School.  Some  of  the  drum  and 
trumpet  pllayers  formed  “Taps”  teams  and  marched  at  the  cemeteries  in 
South  Weymouth  on  Memorial  Day. 

The  Central  Junior  High  Band,  capably  led  by  Mr.  Paul  Warren, 
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has  been  very  active  in  school  assemblies  as  well  as  numerous  other  school 
and  civic  affairs,  including  American  Education  Week,  Guidance  Night, 
Christmas  concert,  Kiwanis-Rotary  banquet,  Memorial  Day  and  Veterans’ 
Day  parades.  They  also  played  for  the  Academy  Avenue  and  the  Adams 
School  P.  T.  A.  field  day  programs.  The  Central  band  has  been  wearing 
the  uniforms  which  were  formerly  used  by  the  High  School.  This  has 
made  it  possible  to  have  them  parade  on  national  holidays,  thereby  con¬ 
tributing  to  the  community  in  a  much  needed  manner.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  two  remaining  junior  high  schools  may  be  equipped  with  uniforms  in 
the  future  and  that  they  may  also  contribute  in  the  same  manner. 

All  three  junior  highs  sent  both  their  bands  and  glee  clubs  to  the 
State  Musical  Festival  and  they  received  good  to  excellent  ratings  from 
competent  judges  on  their  performance  of  the  required  selections  for  junior 
high  schools.  The  festivals  are  a  very  good  measuring  device  that  may 
be  used  to  compare  one  group  with  another  and  one  school  with  another. 
They  add  incentive  and  point  to  the  regular  program.  Coming  as  it  does 
in  May,  the  festival  helps  keep  the  interest  at  a  high  level  throughout 
the  year. 

The  High  School  band,  led  by  Mr.  Warren,  and  the  orchestra  and 
chorus,  both  directed  by  Mr.  Russell  Jack,  have  contributed  much  to  the 
over-all  programs  at  the  high  school  level.  All  three  have  performed  at 
the  regular  concerts  and  assemblies.  Soloists  and  small  groups  have 
helped  with  the  many  programs  given.  The  band,  in  addition,  has  pro¬ 
vided  the  music  and  shows  at  the  home  and  away  football  games  with  a 
very  much  improved  program  under  very  difficult  circumstances.  They 
have  also  been  the  official  musical  organization  for  the  Memorial  and 
Veterans’  Day  parades.  The  band  was  provided  with  new  uniforms  last 
year  and  made  their  initial  appearance  in  them  at  the  Spring  concert  in 
May. 

Thirty-two  members  from  all  three  groups  attended  the  New  England 
Solo  and  Ensemble  Festival  held  in  Marshfield  and  eight  students  received 
superior  ratings.  There  are  23  others  who  have  been  accepted  for  the 
State  Regional  Festival  to  be  held  in  Mansfield.  Eighteen  students  at¬ 
tended  the  New  England  Concert  Festival  in  Dover,  New  Hampshire,  and 
five  attended  the  State  Concert  Festival  at  Springfield,  Mass.  All  in  all, 
Weymouth  was  well  represented  at  these  events  and  the  students  played 
either  at  the  head  or  near  the  head  of  their  individual  sections.  These 
special  functions  are  made  possible  by  the  Music  Parents’  Group  who 
arrange  and  pay  for  the  transportation,  registration  and  for  the  most 
part  the  housing  of  students  at  the  festival.  The  remainder  of  the  ex¬ 
pense  is  borne  by  the  individual  students. 

Once  again  a  Summer  Music  School  was  organized,  with  Mr.  Warren 
as  the  instructor,  and  the  enrollment  of  students  was  larger  than  during 
the  previous  summer.  It  should  be  noted  that  along  with  the  expansion 
of  the  department  in  terms  of  number,  the  musical  growth  of  the  students 
is  also  evident.  Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  continued  study  by  more  stu¬ 
dents  which  is  made  possible  by  the  provision  in  Weymouth  of  compe¬ 
tent  teachers  for  advanced  instruction. 

3.  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

A  detailed  report  of  the  activities  conducted  in  physical  education 
was  submitted  last  year.  There  have  been  no  great  changes  in  the  cur¬ 
riculum.  Rather  than  repeat  this  detailed  account,  I  respectfully  request 
that  reference  be  made  to  the  report  of  1958  for  the  pertinent  points  given. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL 


The  body  building  program  for  boys  has  been  expanded  and  the  re¬ 
quest  for  participation  has  been  so  great,  the  present  number  of  periods 
allotted  cannot  include  all  boys  who  wish  to  participate. 

There  is  tremendous  need  for  some  type  of  boys’  intramural  or  after 
school  program.  The  present  indoor  facilities  are  used  by  the  indoor 
athletic  teams.  We  do  have  outdoor  facilities  for  seasonal  programs. 
Probably  the  lack  of  such  a  program  is  the  most  important  aspect  of  phys¬ 
ical  education  we  have  to  consider,  not  only  now  but  particularly  for  the 
future.  It  is  my  recommendation  that  a  supervisor  of  high  school  boys’ 
intramural  activities  be  named  to  initiate  such  a  program  to  the  extent 
possible  with  present  limited  facilities.  The  program  would  then  be  func¬ 
tioning  and  well  organized  when  our  new  and  more  adequate  facilities 
are  available.  There  is  only  a  small  percentage  of  boys  participating  in 
interscholastic  athletics.  The  trend  and  the  definite  need  is  for  the  larger 
group  participation. 

JUNIOR  HIGH 

The  Junior  High  program  is  functioning  smoothly.  Both  indoor  and 
outdoor  facilities  are  above  the  average  and  this  leads  to  a  good  class, 
intramural  and  interscholastic  program. 

The  Junior  High  girls  do  not  have  interscholastic  sports  and  their 
participation  is  intramural.  The  girls’  physical  education  teachers  have, 
however,  initiated  this  year  a  series  of  seasonal  play  days.  For  example, 
the  girls  from  Central  and  Bieknell  were  the  guests  of  the  South  girls 
and  participation  in  seasonal  activity  on  an  informal  basis  took  place. 
The  benefits  derived  from  this  type  of  activity  are  obvious.  After  the 
competition,  they  had  refreshments  and  had  the  opportunity  to  meet 
their  future  high  school  classmates.  There  is  a  tremendous  amount  of 
extra  work  involved  in  one  of  these  affairs.  The  boys’  athletic  program 
is  well  attended  and  an  important  part  of  the  over-all  school  program. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  after  school  program  for  the  5th  and  6th  grade  boys  has  become 
more  popular  and  the  attendance  in  each  of  the  three  seasonal  activities 
has  increased. 

The  girls’  program  is  also  popular  and  worth  while  but  is  not  ade¬ 
quate  as  it  is  held  only  during  the  winter  season.  There  is  great  need 
and  demand  for  a  spring  girls’  program.  It  is  my  suggestion  that  the 
possibility  of  adding  this  be  considered. 

The  elementary  class  program  has  only  one  change  or  addition  and 
that  is  a  testing  program  to  determine  the  relative  physical  fitness  of  the 
elementary  boys  and  girls.  This  type  test  is  to  measure  minimal  fitness 
and  the  results  will  be  made  known  to  the  pupils. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  In  the  proposed  building  plan  the  present  Libby  Field  will  become 
the  athletic  and  intramural  plant  for  the  junior  high  school.  A  portion 
of  this  field  is  at  a  lower  level  than  the  remainder.  At  present  this  pre¬ 
vents  the  installation  of  a  football  field.  It  is  my  recommendation  that 
the  field  be  levelled  and  surfaced  now  to  prevent  the  lack  of  facilities 
when  the  move  comes  about.  This  is  not  a  major  project.  The  area  to 
be  filled  is  not  used  at  present. 
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2.  The  play  area  behind  the  Pratt  School  is  very  rocky  and  the  abra¬ 
sions  are  numerous.  The  area  should  be  black-topped  or  surfaced. 

3.  The  tennis  court  fence  at  Bicknell  should  be  completed  so  it  may 
be  locked  after  playing  hours.  If  the  two  end  courts  are  not  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  tennis  nets,  I  recommend  the  installation  of  basketball  back- 
boards  for  two  courts  in  the  unused  area.  There  are  no  outside  basket¬ 
ball  standards  at  Bicknell  at  present. 

4.  GUIDANCE 

The  guidance  program  in  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  represents 
years  of  careful  building  and  close  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  individual 
pupils.  In  practice,  over  the  years,  it  has  been  found  first  that  these 
needs  fall  into  three  areas;  namely, 

1.  Educational  and  vocational  planning  and  decision-making 

2.  Learning  difficulties 

3.  Personality  difficulties 

and,  second,  that  meeting  these  needs  requires  five  basic  types  of  guidance 
activity;  namely, 

1.  Testing  and  the  collection  of  pertinent  information  about  pupils 

2.  The  collection  of  educational  and  occupational  information  neces¬ 
sary  in  educational  and  vocational  planning  and  decision-making 

3.  Counseling 

4.  Educational  and  vocational  placement 

5.  Follow-up  contacts  with  students  after  graduation 

This  framework  of  guidance  remains  reasonably  constant.  Whatever 
changes  take  place  are  changes  in  emphasis  made  in  order  constantly  to 
adapt  the  guidance  program  to  the  needs  of  students  with  respect  to  mod¬ 
ern  conditions. 

Such  a  change  in  emphasis  took  place  during  the  past  year.  It  is 
the  result  of  the  United  States  in  the  world  of  today,  a  position  which 
calls  upon  education  to  identify  and  to  furnish  qualified  personnel  in  sci¬ 
ence,  mathematics,  foreign  languages,  research,  and  defense  activities. 
Thus,  one  of  the  primary  tasks  of  the  school  is  not  only  to  identify  the 
talents  and  special  abilities  of  the  gifted,  but  also  to  recognize  the  specific 
strengths  of  all  other  students.  The  guidance  testing  program  in  Wey¬ 
mouth  meets  this  national  concern. 

1.  Testing  Program 

The  program  includes  four  types  of  group  tests  given  to  all  students 
during  the  junior  high  years.  These  tests  are  the  Stanford  General 
Achievement  Test  in  Grade  7,  and  the  California  Test  of  Mental  Maturity 
and  the  Kuder  Interest  Inventory  in  Grade  8.  In  the  ninth  grade,  there 
is  administered  a  battery  of  eight  Differential  Aptitude  Tests  which  has 
proved  to  be  a  good  predictor  of  success  in  both  vocational  and  academic 
work.  In  the  senior  high  school,  students  in  the  college  course  take  addi¬ 
tional  tests  of  the  College  Entrance  type  during  their  senior  and  junior 
years.  In  addition  to  group  tests,  individuals  are  given  other  tests  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  requirements. 

2.  The  Collection  of  Educational  and  Vocational  Information 

The  gathering  of  information,  as  in  previous  years,  involves  keeping 
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up-to-date  collections  of  college  and  university  catalogues,  scholarship 
information,  reference  bocks  on  technical  and  junior  colleges,  and  files 
of  occupational  briefs  and  monographs.  In  addition,  the  department  sub¬ 
scribes  to  five  monthly  services  which  provide  further  information  of  an 
educational  and  vocational  nature. 

3.  Counseling 

During  the  past  year,  there  was  a  total  of  4,060  conferences  and  inter¬ 
views  held  in  the  high  school  guidance  office.  This  total  included  1,905 
scheduled  conferences  for  which  the  students  were  requested  to  come 
and  1,707  voluntary  conferences.  These  totals  are  tabulated  on  the  basis 
of  each  visit  made  by  a  student  to  the  guidance  office.  Students  often 
make  more  than  one  visit  during  the  year.  Also,  during  the  past  year, 
there  were  225  visits  of  parents  to  this  office,  and  223  other  conferences 
involving  veterans,  graduates,  employers,  college  admissions  officers,  and 
others. 

The  junior  high  counselors  administer  all  the  guidance  group  tests 
in  Grades  7  through  9  and  carry  on  group  guidance  work  as  well  as  the 
individual  counseling.  This  work  includes  orientation  activities  in  Grade 
7,  the  first  year  of  junior  high.  In  Grades  8  and  9,  group  work  includes 
class  study,  discussion  and  reading  in  connection  with  such  topics  as 
study  skills,  personal,  social,  and  health  problems,  vocational  problems, 
educational’  and  college  planning.  Group  guidance  work  is  valuable  in 
that  it  provides  young  people  with  opportunities  to  study  and  to  discuss 
the  common  problems  of  youth  and  to  help  prepare  them  to  meet  these 
problems  in  future  years.  During  this  past  year,  Weymouth  was  invited 
to  participate  in  a  group  guidance  program  conducted  by  the  Educational 
Testing  Service  at  Princeton,  New  Jersey.  This  program  is  carried  on 
in  Grade  9  and  centers  around  a  new  type  of  text  entitled  “You,  Today 
and  Tomorrow”,  which  includes  many  newly  selected  problems  and  ac¬ 
tivities. 

4.  Placement 

The  class  of  1958  numbered  327  high  school  and  54  vocational  school 
graduates.  Of  the  327  in  the  high  school,  115  or  35.1%  continued  their 
education.  This  compares  favorably  with  the  figures  for  other  years,  al¬ 
though  it  does  not  match  the  educational  placement  of  the  class  of  1957 
which  had  a  higher  per  cent  of  educational  placement  than  any  other 
class  in  the  past  eleven  years.  Approximately  forty  students  entered  mili¬ 
tary  service. 

5.  Follow-Up 

It  is  a  policy  of  the  guidance  department  to  contact  our  high  school 
graduates  approximately  one  year  after  graduation.  Statistics  gathered 
from  this  follow-up  survey  are  compiled  during  the  summer  months  and 
published  in  September.  These  statistics  furnish  data  in  connection  with 
educational  and  vocational  placement.  They  include  an  analysis  of  grad¬ 
uates  by  courses  of  study,  the  distribution  of  graduates  in  colleges,  uni¬ 
versities,  and  other  schools,  the  employment  distribution  of  graduates 
according  to  types  of  jobs  and  location  of  employment.  Copies  of  this 
survey  are  available  in  the  high  school  guidance  office  and  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  upon  request. 

Guidance  events  and  activities  during  1958  include  the  following:

School  as  a  center  for  College  Board  Examinations 
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2.  Participation  of  the  director  in  the  American  Personnel  and  Guid¬ 
ance  Convention,  St.  Louis,  as  a  counselor  for  the  Placement  Center 
and  as  an  associate  editor  of  the  “School  Counselor”,  journal  of  the 
American  School  Counselor  Association 

3.  Participation  of  the  assistant  director  as  a  member  of  the  Regional 
Committee  of  the  National  Teacher  Exchange  Committee 

4.  Speaking  assignments  of  the  members  of  the  department  on  various 
panels  and  conferences  arranged  by  Parent-Teacher  Associations, 
junior  high  schools,  church  groups,  Future  Teachers  of  America,  and 
Future  Nurses  Club 

5.  Participation  of  the  director  in  the  Needham  High  School  Evaluation 
Program  conducted  under  the  regulations  of  the  New  England  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 

6.  Registration  of  students  for  the  College  Board  Examinations  held  in 
January,  February,  March,  May  and  December;  Registration  of  stu¬ 
dents  for  the  General  Motors  Scholarship  Examination,  The  Naval 
Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  Examination,  and  the  Student  Trainee- 
College  Co-op.  Training  Program  of  the  United  States  Civil  Service 
Commission 

7.  Administration  of  the  Merit  Scholarship  Examination,  The  Betty

8.  Appointment  of  the  director  to  membership  on  the  State  Advisory 
Committee  for  Guidance  for  the  administration  of  Title  V  of  the  Na¬

9.  Continuing  service  of  the  director  on  the  following  boards  and  organ¬ 
izations:  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Greater  Boston  Chapter  of  the

Executive  Committee  of  the  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Association 
Child  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Association 
Extension  Course  Teaching  Staff  at  the  State  Teachers  College  at 
Boston  Board  of  Consultants  in  Guidance  and  Placement,  Massachu¬ 
setts  Department  of  Education. 

5.  ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELOR 

The  School  Adjustment  Counselor  Program  is  the  result  of  the  con¬ 
cern  of  the  people  of  Massachusetts  for  those  children  who  are  “neglected, 
maladjusted,  emotionally  disturbed,  neurotic,  or  otherwise  potentially  de¬ 
linquent.”  Its  purpose  is  two-fold:  (1)  to  save  children  from  becoming 
delinquent  and  (2)  to  protect  the  mental  health  of  children  so  that  they 
will  be  happy  and  successful  in  school  and  become  well-adjusted  adults. 

The  School  Adjustment  Program  in  Weymouth  is  in  its  second  year. 
Weymouth  is  one  of  the  forty-six  communities  in  Massachusetts  coop¬ 
erating  with  the  Division  of  Youth  Service  in  its  efforts  to  prevent  and 
to  treat  delinquency. 

In  January  1958  the  Division  of  Youth  Service  appointed  to  the  pro¬ 
gram  a  coordinator  whose  duty  it  is  to  supervise,  develop  and  make  uni¬ 
form  throughout  the  state  the  services  offered  by  the  School  Adjustment 
Counselors.  To  this  coordinator  the  counselors  make  monthly  reports  of 
services  rendered.  During  the  year  there  were  held  for  all  the  counselors 
in  Massachusetts  two  all-day  conferences  and  one  all-day  institute.  There 
have  also  been  regional  meetings.  These  sessions  are  to  strengthen  the 
program  and  to  assist  the  counselors  in  the  acquisition  of  the  new  knowl¬ 
edges  and  skills  necessary  for  the  work. 
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The  services  of  the  School  Adjustment  Counselor  are  available  to 
children  in  Grades  I- VIII.  Every  request  for  help  has  been  acknowledged, 
but  it  has  not  been  possible  to  accept  every  referral  as  a  case  to  be  dealt 
with  until  a  satisfactory  solution  could  be  reached.  The  children  accepted 
have  been  those  who  are  so  emotionally  involved  that  their  school  work 
is  failing,  those  who  are  chronic  truants  and  absentees,  those  who  show 
hostility  toward  their  peers,  and  those  who  are  exhibiting  a  disregard  for 

authority. 

The  problem  of  maladjustment  and  juvenile  delinquency  is  present 
at  all  grade  levels.  In  every  classroom  there  are  children  who  show  symp¬ 
toms  of  maladjustment  and  who,  unless  they  are  helped,  may  well  be¬ 
come  delinquent.  Research  reveals  that  emotional  maladjustment  ac¬ 
counts  for  a  considerable  amount  of  delinquency.  A  comprehensive  ap¬ 
proach  to  the  prevention  of  delinquency  involves  three  essential  phases: 

1.  Early  identification  and  referral 

2.  Child  study  and  diagnosis 

3.  Specially  planned  treatment 

Early  Identification  and  Referral 

In  the  records  of  those  children  who  have  been  summoned  to  appear 
before  the  Juvenile  Court  it  has  been  clearly  revealed  that  the  pattern 
of  anti-social  behavior  began  in  the  pre-school  and  early  school  years  of 
the  child.  In  order  to  prevent  delinquency,  a  child  who  needs  help  must 
be  identified  and  treated  early  before  he  reaches  the  stage  of  habitual 
wrong  doing. 

There  are  danger  signals  which  are  indicative  of  inadequate  adjust¬ 
ment.  Children  who  are  exceptionally  aggressive  or  destructive,  who  are 
defiant  or  quarrelsome,  who  disrupt  the  class  and  who  are  difficult  to  man¬ 
age;  children  who  are  withdrawn,  who  daydream  a  great  deal,  who  find 
it  difficult  to  communicate  with  others,  children  who  are  overanxious, 
tense,  discouraged,  excitable,  extremely  sensitive;  children  whose  achieve¬ 
ment  is  poor  —  all  these  children  are  in  need  of  assistance. 

Most  teachers  are  alert  to  the  signs  of  deviate  behavior  and  are  able 
to  identify  a  number  of  potential  offenders.  Although  the  majority  of 
referrals  come  from  the  classroom  teachers,  many  children  have  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  counselor  by  their  parents. 

Child  Study  and  Diagnosis 

After  referral  of  a  child  is  made,  the  counselor  confers  with  the  prin¬ 
cipal,  teacher,  and  school  nurse.  There  is  gathered  together  all  of  the 
information  available  concerning  the  child,  —  the  health  record,  attend¬ 
ance  record,  testing  data,  report  card  marks,  anecdotal  record,  comments 
made  by  teachers  who  have  had  contact  with  the  child  in  the  classroom  or 
on  the  playground,  and  a  report  of  parent-teacher  interviews.  A  study 
is  made  of  the  child’s  problem.  The  problem  may  be  centered  in  the 
child’s  relationship  to  others;  it  may  be  focused  in  the  child’s  basic  per¬ 
sonality  structure;  it  may  stem  from  a  health  or  physical  condition;  it 
may  have  to  do  with  family  mobility,  family  cohesiveness,  family  control;  it 
may  lie  in  the  pattern  of  mental  growth  and  development. 

The  purpose  of  the  study  is  to  locate  the  underlying  causative  factors 
that  explain  the  maladjustment  of  the  child.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  all  behavior  is  caused.  The  causes  of  the  emotional  disturbance  must 
be  removed  before  the  habits  and  attitude  of  the  child  can  change. 
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Planned  Treatment 

On  the  basis  of  the  diagnosis,  a  plan  of  treatment  is  formed.  The 
counselor  confers  with  the  home  to  determine  how  the  parents  see  and 
and  feel  about  the  problem  and  to  discuss  the  kind  of  help  that  seems 
advisable.  The  school  needs  the  steady  support  of  the  home  if  the  child 
is  to  be  helped.  An  individual  treatment  plan  must  be  devised  for  each 
child.  There  are  no  “ready  made”  “quick  to  work”  solutions.  What  will 
work  with  one  child  may  not  work  with  another.  Some  problems  are 
more  deeply  seated  than  are  others.  To  help  in  formulating  a  plan  of 
treatment,  the  Weymouth  schools  have  available  the  services  of  Mr.  Saul 
Cooper,  a  clinical  psychologist  associated  with  the  South  Shore  Child 
Guidance  Clinic. 

While  treatment  is  in  progress,  the  counselor  keeps  in  touch  with  the 
teacher  and  the  parents  to  determine  whether  or  not  desirable  change 
is  taking  place.  In  some  cases  when  the  proposed  treatment  is  ineffective 
there  is  a  re-evaluation  of  the  data  and  a  new  method  is  devised  and 
tried.  Some  children  are  seen  by  the  counselor  once  a  week;  others  are 
seen  more  frequently.  Children  who  have  “school  bell  sickness”  are  seen 
daily  until  the  time  comes  when  they  can  get  to  school  without  further 
support.  Some  children  are  not  treated  directly  in  that  the  counselor 
deals  with  the  home  rather  than  the  child,  making  suggestions  which  will 
enable  the  parents  to  give  the  child  sufficient  help  to  overcome  his  prob¬ 
lem. 

When  more  specialized  and  professional  attention  is  needed,  the  coun¬ 
selor  assists  the  parents  in  attaining  that  help.  Family  priests,  ministers, 
and  physicians  have  been  most  cooperative.  Agencies  involved  during  the 
year  include  the  Catholic  Boys  Guidance  Center,  the  Protestant  Social 
Service  Bureau,  Children’s  Medical  Center,  Boston  Floating  Hospital,  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Aid  Society,  Children’s  Mission,  Division  of  Child  Guardianship, 
New  England  Home  for  Little  Wanderers,  Our  Lady  of  the  Way,  Southard 
Guidance  Clinic,  Family  Service,  the  Quincy  Court  and  the  South  Shore 
Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

During  the  year,  ninety-seven  children  were  seen  by  the  counselor 
on  scheduled  visits.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  limit  the  monthly  case 
load  to  twenty.  To  deal  adequately  with  more  than  that  number  of 
children  and  parents  is  not  possible.  There  is  more  than  enough  work 
for  another  full-time  counselor.  Thirty-nine  cases  were  closed  during  the 
year.  Seme  of  these  children  were  able  to  make  sufficient  adjustment  to 
get  along  independently.  For  some  children  who  were  referred  to  agencies 
there  was  a  change  in  home  placement  and  school  placement. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent  in  the  junior  high  school. 
A  study  cf  the  records  of  the  children  seen  at  this  level  often  reveals  a 
pattern  of  frequent  absence  and  habitual  tardiness  beginning  in  Grade  I 
and  continuing  through  the  grades.  There  is  evidence  of  a  lack  of  interest 
in  school  work,  carelessness  in  work,  inattention,  unreliability,  inability 
to  work  independently,  inability  to  get  along  with  others.  If  it  were 
possible  for  the  counselor  to  spend  full  time  in  the  lower  grades  and  to 
keep  in  close  touch  with  the  youngsters  beginning  to  show  deviate  be¬ 
havior,  perhaps  we  would  eliminate  some  of  the  problems  that  eventually 
reach  junior  high  school.  It  is  difficult  to  bring  about  changes  in  behavior 
that  has  existed  for  some  time. 

Working  with  the  Court 

Throughout  the  year,  the  counselor  meets  weekly  with  the  court  per¬ 
sonnel.  At  these  meetings  the  probation  officer,  court  psychologist,  court 
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social  worker,  court  chaplain,  and  school  adjustment  counselor  review  the 
cases  of  those  children  who  are  to  appear  before  the  Judge  of  the  Juvenile 
Court.  For  these  reviews  the  counselor  prepares  a  school  report  on  the 
child  involved  — a  report  which  includes  school  marks  earned  during  the 
past  two  years,  testing  data,  school  attendance,  some  indication  of  the 
child’s  interests  and  activities,  a  record  of  school  offenses,  some  comment 
of  parental  interest  and  co-operation,  and  a  rating  of  personal  qualities. 
A  search  is  made  by  the  group  for  the  cause  of  the  juvenile’s  delinquent 
act  and  recommendations  are  made  for  a  plan  of  treatment.  The  court 
has  not  only  the  responsibility  of  adjusting  the  child,  but  the  responsibility 
of  protecting  the  child  and  proctecting  society  as  well.  The  function  of 
the  court  it  to  “get  the  truth  from  the  child,  to  weigh  the  results  of  the 
investigation,  to  determine  what  his  needs  are,  and  to  decide  upon  the 
treatment  which  will  best  subserve  the  interest  of  the  child  and  society; 
it  is  not,  primarily,  to  prove  the  child  quilty  or  not  guilty  of  the  act 
charged.” 

During  the  court  year,  July  1,  1957  to  June  30,  1958,  there  appeared 
before  the  Quincy  Juvenile  Court  seventy-three  children  from  Weymouth 
who  had  been  apprehended  by  the  police  for  participating  in  delinquent 
acts— children  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  seventeen,  children  from 
Grade  IV— Grade  XI.  From  July  1,  1958  to  December  15,  1958  twenty- 
seven  boys  appeared  before  the  court.  The  delinquent  acts  include  larceny, 
breaking  and  entering,  appropriating  and  using  cars  without  authority, 
malicious  damage  to  personal  property,  vandalism,  drunkenness,  carrying 
dangerous  weapons,  “bunking  out,”  running  away,  and  cruel  treatment 
of  animals.  In  addition  to  these  cases  heard  before  the  court  there  was  a 
greater  number  of  informal  hearings  involving  shop-lifing,  lewd  and  lasciv- 
ous  behavior,  parent  complaints  of  stubborn  and  wayward  children,  and 
school  suspension  for  habitual  school  offenders. 

What  trend  the  incidence  of  delinquency  will  take  in  the  future  will 
depend  upon  many  factors  in  the  home,  school  and  community.  There  is 
no  simple  or  single  answer  to  the  problem.  The  child  welfare  approach 
with  a  strong  emphasis  on  prevention,  an  increase  in  clinic  personnel  to 
accept  more  quickly  these  children  for  treatment,  more  school  counselors 
at  the  elementary  and  junior  high  levels  can  hopefully  offer  the  com¬ 
munity  real  support  in  preventing  and  controlling  undesirable  behavior. 

6.  AUDIO-VISUAL 

The  chief  purpose  of  the  Weymouth  audio-visual  program  is  to  provide 
teachers  with  recently  developed  materials,  techniques,  and  tools  of  edu¬ 
cation  with  which  they  may  more  effectively  communicate  with  their 
pupils.  These  new  tools  may  include  many  devices  now  available  for 
regular  classroom  use  which  were  totally  unknown  to  the  schools  of  just  a 
few  years  ago. 

Demands  for  audio-visual  materials  and  services  have  broadened  to 
such  an  extent  that  more  than  ever  this  year  the  department  has  func¬ 
tioned  as  an  instructional  materials  center  dispensing  all  manner  of  items 
from  common  pins  and  mercury  (for  elementary  experiments  following 
up  television  science  programs)  to  a  quarter-scale  model  cow  complete  with 
bell  (for  primary  grade  farm  units).  As  better  understanding  of  the 
potential  effectiveness  of  the  audio-visual  media  is  gained,  increasing 
emphasis  is  placed  on  securing  specific,  pin-pointed  materials  known  to 
accomplish  results  better  and  faster. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  activities  of  the  audio-visual  program 
to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of  the  more  than  400  teachers  and  10,000 
pupils  in  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools: 
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1.  The  long-range  plan  for  the  installation  of  darkening  facilities 
in  classrooms  is  nearing  completion.  By  1960  it  is  anticipated  that  all 
classrooms  but  a  few  in  the  present  high  school  will  have  been  equipped 
with  adequate  facilities  for  the  use  of  any  audio-visual  tools  required. 
This  is  an  accomplishment  of  which  Weymouth  can  be  proud. 

2.  Central  sound  film  and  filmstrip  libraries  have  been  expanded  to 
200  and  2100  separate  titles,  respectively.  In  addition,  Weymouth  has 
continued  to  be  selected  as  a  permanent-loan  repository  for  more  than 
140  outstanding  sound  films  from  industry.  Expansion  of  these  facilities 
has  enabled  the  department  to  better  meet  the  requirements  of  all  good 
teaching:  “The  right  material,  at  the  right  place,  at  the  right  time.” 

3.  In-service  training  is  conducted  on  a  continuing  basis  both  with 
school  A-V  co-ordinators,  individuals,  and  groups  of  teachers  as  the  need 
is  indicated  or  requested.  Nearly  three  hundred  students  were  licensed  to 
operate  sound-projectors  and  other  audio-visual  tools  during  the  year. 
In  addition,  the  department  has  worked  closely  with  the  Tufts  Library 
and  the  Weymouth  Recreation  Senior  Citizens  Club  in  a  training  and 
advisory  capacity.  Seven  members  of  the  latter  group  were  trained  by 
and  received  their  projectionist  licenses  through  the  co-operation  of  the 
Weymouth  High  School  Projection  Club. 

4.  In  this  year  educational  television  was  introduced  to  the  elementary 
school  program,  Grades  1  through  6,  as  another  effective  audio-visual 
tool.  Teacher  evaluations  and  critical  suggestions  were  submitted  to  the 
television  studio  each  week  with  surprisingly  prompt  results  in  the  ensuing 
lessons.  With  their  extremely  well- developed  lesson  plans,  these  telecasts 
have  been  very  favorably  received  on  the  whole  and  the  future  seems 
bright  indeed.  Parents  have  been  especially  impressed  by  educational 
television’s  current  performance  and  promise.  Above  all,  television  has 
demonstrated  that  it  may  cure  at  least  two  common  ills  of  education:  the 
lack  of  master  teachers  and  the  lack  of  instructional  materials. 

5.  Of  primary  importance  to  education  in  1958  was  the  passage  of 
the  National  Defense  Education  Act.  A  chief  purpose  of  this  act  is  the 
strengthening  of  mathematics,  science,  and  foreign  language  instruction 
with  considerable  emphasis  placed  upon  the  expanded  role  of  audio-visual 
instruction.  To  establish  a  State  plan  of  immediate  and  long-range  activity 
in  connection  with  this  act,  the  Massachusetts  Commissioner  of  Education 
has  created  an  Audio-Visual  Advisory  Committee  to  which  the  director 
was  appointed. 

The  director  is  also  chairman  of  a  state-wide  committee  currently 
working  with  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Commission 
in  the  formulation  of  school  building  standards  commensurate  with  good 
teaching  practices  and  audio-visual  requirements. 

These  are  some  of  the  major  activities  and  developments  of  the  audio¬ 
visual  department  in  its  constant  attempt  to  select  the  best,  to  help  in  its 
most  effective  utilization,  and  to  establish  workable  guide-lines  toward 
better  learning  for  ALL. 

7.  HANDWRITIING 

I  am  pleased  to  report  on  the  progress  of  our  handwriting  program 
in  your  schools.  Our  major  objectives  are: 

1.  To  have  each  pupil  achieve  or  surpass  the  norm  for  his  grade  in 
speed  and  quality  in  formal  handwriting. 
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2.  To  make  good  handwriting  function  in  all  related  informal  hand¬ 

writing  activities  such  as  spelling,  arithmetic,  English  composi¬ 
tion,  etc. 

3.  To  develop  concomitant  virtues  such  as  neatness,  accuracy,  atten¬ 

tion  to  details  and  an  understanding  and  appreciation  of  what  is 
inherent  in  good  handwriting. 

4.  To  achieve  these  objectives  with  a  minimum  expenditure  in  time, 

effort,  and  materials. 

5.  To  develop  a  writing  consciousness  on  the  part  of  teachers  as  well 

as  children;  to  provide  the  necessary  instructional  and  motiva¬ 
tional  materials  and  inform  the  teachers  of  the  methods  and 
techniques  to  be  used  in  order  to  make  the  handwriting  program 
effective.  A  study  of  the  handwriting  scores  made  by  your  students 
indicates  the  measure  of  success  that  has  been  attained. 

During  the  last  school  year,  we  graded  48,690  formal  test  papers  for 
your  students.  Of  these,  we  found  90  per  cent  excellent,  7.6  per  cent  good, 
2.4  per  cent  fair,  and  no  poor  papers.  This  excellent  record  testifies  to 
the  interest  and  co-operation  of  your  teachers. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  we  graded  approximately  48,690  informal 
papers  for  your  students.  Our  purpose  in  grading  these  informal  papers 
was  to  motivate  good  handwriting  in  related  handwriting  activities.  In 
addition  to  our  consultant  services,  we  furnished  the  pupils  and  teachers 
with  the  following  handwriting  material:  teacher  outlines  and  folders, 
pupil  folders,  motivation  graphs,  individual  certificates  to  pupils  who 
qualified,  diagnostic  charts,  handedness  tests,  envelopes,  seals,  etc. 

8.  HEALTH 

In  April,  1958,  a  new  program  for  tuberculosis  case-finding  was  initiated 
in  Weymouth  as  in  other  cities  and  towns  of  Norfolk  County.  This  was  a 
co-operative  program,  and  was  sponsored  and  conducted  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Hospital  in  co-operation  with  the  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis 
and  Health  Association.  The  school  nurses  arranged  the  program  with 
the  schools  and  parents.  It  was  decided  to  give  an  intradermal  (Mantoux) 
test  to  all  pupils  in  Grades  I  and  XI.  Figures  on  these  tests  are  in  the 
activity  report.  All  pupils  whose  tests  proved  positive  were  X-rayed  at 
Norfolk  County  Hospital,  as  well  as  all  adult  members  of  their  household 
and  all  other  children  in  the  household  were  given  the  skin  test  and 
X-rayed  if  positive. 

Unfortunately,  it  is  impossible  because  of  lack  of  funds  and  personnel 
to  continue  the  testing  of  the  elementary  grades,  but  the  same  program 
was  repeated  for  Grade  XI  pupils  in  the  high  school  and  vocational  school 
in  November,  1958. 

In  September  the  Diphtheria  “Booster”  clinic  was  conducted  in  Grades 
I,  VI  and  X  in  all  schools  in  Weymouth.  This  clinic  is  sponsored  by  the 
Board  of  Health.  Each  year  both  parents  and  pupils  show  increased  in¬ 
terest  in  these  clinics,  which  proves  that  this  is  one  form  of  community 
health  education. 

School  nurses  were  present  at  all  schools  during  pre-school  registration. 
Nine  hundred  and  twenty-three  parents  were  interviewed,  and  they  gave 
the  children’s  health  histories.  Each  parent  was  urged  to  take  his  child 
to  the  family  physician  and  dentist  for  a  thorough  check-up  before  the 
child  entered  the  first  grade.  All  were  given  forms  for  the  family  physician 
to  fill  out  following  this  examination. 
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The  adjustment  counselor  and  the  school  nurses  continue  to  work 
together  closely.  The  health  or  physical  condition  of  the  child  is  found  in 
many  cases  to  be  the  underlying  cause  for  the  referral  of  a  pupil  to  the 
adjustment  counselor. 

Dental  caries  continues,  as  it  has  for  years,  to  be  the  greatest  school 
health  problem.  This  emphasizes  the  need  for  health  education  in  all 
grades.  The  teaching  of  personal  hygiene,  with  emphasis  on  dental  care 
and  health,  would  help  to  change  this  condition  for  the  better  after  a  few 
years.  The  school  dental  clinic,  valuable  as  it  is,  cannot  fill  this  need. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Curtin,  an  additional  school  nurse,  was  appointed  in 
September.  The  recommended  pupil  load  for  a  school  nurse  is  1,200  pupils. 
With  the  Weymouth  school  population  of  10,395,  it  is  easy  to  figure  that 
there  should  be  at  least  eight  nurses  and  a  full-time  administrator  for  a 
good  school  health  program.  With  the  high  school  having  two  sessions 
during  the  coming  school  year,  two  nurses  for  the  high  school  alone  are 
needed,  plus  a  secretary.  With  all  other  nurses  carrying  a  pupil  load  of 
2,000  pupils,  it  is  very  evident  that  another  nurse  is  needed  in  the  element¬ 
ary  schools. 

9.  HOME  INSTRUCTION  FOR  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 

CHILDREN 

Thirty-four  children  were  members  of  the  Home  Class  for  this  year, 
thirteen  less  than  last  year.  Mrs.  Whittles,  the  assistant  teacher,  worked 
from  January  to  May  and  from  November  12  through  December.  Sixteen 
are  in  the  class  at  present — one  hospitalized.  Seventeen  children  returned 
to  school,  one  moved  away.  Five  of  the  twelve  in  the  class  in  June  were 
promoted,  two  more  conditioned,  two  were  incomplete  and  three  not  pro¬ 
moted. 

There  were  five  pupils  who  were  in  the  class  from  8  to  10  months,  ten 
from  4  to  6  months,  four  from  2  to  4  months,  eight  who  had  less  than 
two  months  were  either  new  members  or  were  continuing  in  the  class  from 
1957,  the  remaining  seven  pupils  from  3  to  7  weeks. 

The  disabilities  represented  were:  8  accidents;  3  leg  fractures,  2  arm 
and  leg  fractures,  1  back  injury,  1  concussion  and  facial  bone  injury, 
1  leg  cast,  8  operations:  2  polio — backbone  fusion,  1  polio — hip,  1  piloni¬ 
dal  sinus  (diabetes),  1  appendix,  2  hip,  1  knee,  5  rheumatic  fever;  2  kid¬ 
ney  trouble;  3  disturbed;  2  polio  (3  more  in  the  operation  group);  1  each 
—  heart,  epilepsy,  muscular  distrophy,  mononucliosis,  leg  amputation. 

The  teaching  of  physically  handicapped  children  presents  many 
seemingly  unsurmountable  problems,  but  the  fact  is  that  children  can 
learn  their  lessons  flat  on  their  backs  as  well  as  sitting  in  seats  in  school. 
These  pupils  in  casts,  braces,  wheelchairs,  crutches  and  bed  rests  have 
done  their  best  with  the  help  of  their  teacher  and  their  parents  to  keep 
up  with  their  classmates  in  school,  and  they  have  been  rewarded  by  re¬ 
turning  to  school  without  losing  a  grade. 

10.  DRIVER  EDUCATION 

The  driver  education  program  has  shown  a  continued  growth  as  the 
school  population  has  increased.  Pupils  and  parents  alike  have  come  to 
regard  this  training  as  well  worth  while.  Statistics  show  that  the  students 
who  have  completed  the  program  have  a  very  favorable  record  as  far  as 
accidents  are  concerned.  This  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  financial 
reward  due  to  the  smaller  premiums  for  carrying  insurance  on  the  car. 
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This  program  is  divided  into  two  parts.  The  first,  driver  education, 
consists  of  twenty  hours  of  classroom  instruction.  Among  other  things 
this  includes  a  close  study  of  the  rules  and  regulations  as  set  down  by  the 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  discussions  as  to  the  various  causes  of  traffic 
accidents,  attitude  training,  insurance,  related  motion  pictures,  etc.  This 
part  of  the  course  can  be  easily  scheduled  and  thus  can  be  made  available 
to  nearly  all  those  whd  apply  for  it. 

The  second  part  of  the  course  is  on-the-road  training.  Here  we  have 
trouble  in  finding  sufficient  time  with  our  present  facilities  in  taking  care 
of  all  those  who  pass  satisfactorily  the  driver-education  phase  of  the  work. 
After  school  and  holiday  training  has  done  considerable  in  alleviating 
this  condition. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  driver-education  program  in 
both  the  high  and  vocational  schools  follows: 

1.  Students  enrolled  in  driver-education  classes— 475. 

2.  Students  eligible  for  road  training  from  1956-1957—207. 

3.  Licenses  issued  at  school  (number  of  students  certified  in  both 

phases  of  the  work) — 298. 

4.  Number  of  qualified  students  who  were  not  licensed  because  of 

scheduling  difficulties  or  lack  of  instructional  time— 280. 

5.  Number  of  seniors  ready  for  on-the-road  training  for  the  school 

year  1958-1959 — 240. 

6.  Number  of  juniors  ready  for  on-the-road  training  for  the  school 

year  1958-1959 — 40. 

7.  Number  of  students  enrolled  in  driver-education  classes  for  1958- 

1959—550. 

11.  AGRICULTURE 

The  opening  of  school  in  September  1957  showed  a  total  enrollment 
of  30  students.  These  students  according  to  classes  were  divided  as 
follows:

The  above  30  boys  worked  on  11  farm  or  agriculture  enterprises  in 
Vermont,  5  in  Hingham,  3  in  Weymouth,  3  in  Abington,  2  in  Quincy,  and 
1  each  in  Bass  River  (Mass.),  Falmouth,  Walpole,  Hanover,  Brockton,  and 
Holbrook,  representing  14  dairy  farms,  8  landscape  services,  2  in  the  care 
of  horses,  2  in  cookery  (hospital  and  summer  hotel),  1  sweet  corn  project, 
1  market  garden,  1  general  farm,  and  1  greenhouse. 

12.  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

The  most  notable  development  in  our  school  libraries  in  1958  was  the 
changes  in  personnel  in  three  out  of  four  libraries.  Miss  Mary  L.  Gloster, 
librarian  at  the  High  School  since  1946,  left  at  the  end  of  March  for  a 
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librarian’s  position  at  Bridgewater  State  Teachers’  College.  Miss  Elizabeth 
Tautges  was  librarian  for  about  two  months,  leaving  late  in  May.  In  Sep¬ 
tember,  Mr.  Charles  W.  Adams  was  transferred  to  the  High  School  from 
Central  Junior  High  School,  and  Mrs.  Ruth  M.  Connors  from  South  Junior 
High  School  to  Central  Junior  High  School.  At  South  Junior,  Miss  Jean¬ 
nette  P.  To  vet  is  the  substitute  librarian.  At  Bicknell  Junior,  Mrs.  Mignon 
E.  Pray  continues  to  serve  as  librarian. 

As  time  goes  on,  teachers  and  librarians  are  working  more  and  more 
closely  together.  The  interest  of  teachers  in  the  libraries  and  their  col¬ 
lections  has  much  to  do  with  the  value  of  the  libraries  to  our  boys  and 
girls.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  integrate  library  instruction  with  class¬ 
room  teaching.  Instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  and  a  special  reading 
program  is  provided  for  all  students  in  Grade  VII,  where  each  division 
spends  one  period  a  week  in  the  library.  By  means  of  this  program, 
pupils  are  taught  to  use  a  reference  library  effectively. 

Library  Clubs  assist  in  the  operation  of  all  libraries.  They  give  inter¬ 
ested  students  an  opportunity  to  broaden  their  experience  in  the  stimu¬ 
lating  atmosphere  of  the  library  and  acquaint  them  with  some  of  its  inner 
workings.  This  experience,  along  with  visits  to  larger  libraries,  may  well 
set  some  to  thinking  of  careers  in  library  work. 

The  High  School  Library  continues  to  serve  as  a  center  for  displays 
from  the  Children’s  Museum  and  the  French  Embassy.  All  libraries  are 
in  use  for  meetings  of  school  activities  and  clubs,  as  well  as  such  adult 
groups  as  the  P.  T.  A.  Council  and  the  Weymouth  Teachers’  Association.

13.  EVENING  SCHOOLS 

Adult  education  is  becoming  increasingly  important  in  many  parts  of 
the  country.  In  Weymouth,  in  keeping  with  this  trend,  we  have  had  a 
surprisingly  large  growth  this  year  in  our  evening  schools.  Our  total  reg¬ 
istration  was  957,  a  gain  of  more  than  22%  over  the  779  in  1957.  Our 
classes  meet  once  a  week  for  three  hours  except  for  Commercial  classes, 
which  meets  for  two  hours.  Most  classes  run  for  twenty  weeks,  but  Cake 
Decorating  lasts  only  ten  weeks. 

Subjects  offered  this  year  are  very  much  the  same  as  last  year.  Fabric 
Painting  is  being  offered  again.  Rug  Braiding  and  Oil  Painting  are  grow¬ 
ing  in  popularity.  We  have  waiting  lists  in  Beginning  Clothing,  Cake 
Decorating,  Furniture  Refinishing,  Oil  Painting,  Typewriting,  Upholstery 
and  Woodworking. 

The  annual  exhibition  of  the  work  done  in  practical  arts  and  wood¬ 
working  classes  at  the  High,  Bicknell  Junior  High  and  Central  Junior  High 
Schools  was  held  at  the  High  School  Cafeteria  on  April  1.  At  South  Ju¬ 
nior  High,  the  exhibit  took  place  in  the  gymnasium  on  March  31.  Many 
friends  of  participants  and  people  interested  in  the  program  came  to  see 
the  beautiful  and  useful  articles  produced  by  our  adult  classes.  Style 
shows  featured  the  exhibitions  in  both  schools. 
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Registration  for  classes  starting  in  October  came  the  evening  of  Thurs¬ 
day,  September  11,  1958,  at  Weymouth  High  School.  About  800  appeared 
and  registered  in  a  one  and  one-half  hour  period  that  evening,  with  157 
others  registering  later,  mostly  by  telephone.

Mr.  Francis  X.  Kelly  continues  as  Principal  of  the  classes  at  the  High, 
Bicknell  Junior  High  and  Central  Junior  High  Schools,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
E.  Lambe  as  Principal  of  classes  at  South  Junior  High  School. 

The  Evening  Vocational  program  includes  four  classes  which  meet 
both  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays.  There  are  13  in  the  Diversified  Related 
Apprentice  Class,  with  Mr.  Eric  Roy  as  the  instructor.  There  are  14  in 
the  Trade  Extension  Class  in  Printing,  with  Mr.  John  F.  Collins  as  the 
instructor.  There  are  14  in  the  Sheet  Metal  Layout  and  Pattern  Drafting 
Class,  with  Mr.  James  Boland  as  instructor.  There  are  17  in  the  Blue¬ 
print  Reading  and  Architectural  Drawing  Class,  with  Mr.  George  Klay 
as  the  instructor.  Mr.  Ray  G.  Parker  is  the  Director  for  these  classes. 

We  shall  need  to  be  alert  for  new  trends  in  adult  education  so  that 
we  may  constantly  offer  the  courses  that  people  want  and  find  useful  as 
leisure  time  increases. 

The  School  Building  Program 

Tire  new  twelve-room  Thomas  V.  Nash,  Jr.  Elementary  School  was 
completed  in  March,  the  three-room  addition  to  the  Homestead  School 
was  occupied  in  September,  and  the  six-room  addition  to  the  Pond  School 
was  occupied  in  November.  Both  additions  and  the  new  school  have  rem¬ 
edial  reading  rooms.  The  Nash  School  also  has  a  special  class  room  for 
a  trainable  class  and  an  all-purpose  room.  The  Pond  addition  includes 
a  new  playroom  and  the  assembly  hall  in  the  basement  of  the  original  1928 
building  now  serves  as  a  combination  auditorium  and  lunch  room. 

The  new  six-room  Center  School  replacement  will  be  completed  late 
in  January.  Construction  of  the  twelve-room  Green  Street  School  was 
begun  in  October,  but  the  early  winter  with  an  unusually  deep  frost  line 
has  seriously  slowed  the  work.  The  completion  of  this  school  will  prob¬ 
ably  be  delayed  until  the  late  fall. 

In  approximately  a  ten-year  period,  since  April  of  1949  when  the  first 
construction  projects  were  started,  Weymouth  will  have  built  ten  new 
schools,  two  additions  to  new  schools,  and  seven  additions  to  older  build¬ 
ings.  These  nineteen  projects  will  have  cost  approximately  $9,760,000.; 
Bond  issues  have  totaled  $9,073,000;  of  this  amount  as  of  January  2,  1959 
$2,512,000.  has  been  paid,  and  the  balance  outstanding  is  $6,561,000.  The 
amount  of  State  reimbursement  available  over  a  thirty-year  period,  1950 
through  1979,  to  defray  a  portion  of  the  cost  will  be  about  $3,125,000.  ’ 

The  following  new  buildings  and  additions  make  up  this  extensive 
building  program  which  has  been  carried  out  by  eight  different  Building 
Committees :

Double  sessions  for  ten  classes  at  the  old  Shaw  School  ended  with 
the  opening  of  the  Nash  School  and  double  sessions  at  the  Pond  and 
Homestead  Schools  ended  with  the  completion  of  the  new  additions,  so 
for  the  present  we  have  all  pupils  attending  school  full  time.  Thirteen 
elementary  classes  from  North  Weymouth,  including  the  Adams  district, 
are  now  being  transported  out  of  district  as  follows:  five  each  to  the 
Washington  and  Jefferson  Schools  in  East  Weymouth  and  two  classes  to 
the  Nash  School  and  one  class  to  the  Nevin  School  in  South  Weymouth. 
The  delay  in  voting  the  Green  Street  school  bond  issue  and  the  slowness 
of  construction  will  result  in  double  sessions  in  the  fall  for  24  North  Wey¬ 
mouth  classes;  the  twelve  classes  which  will  occupy  the  Green  Street 
school  when  completed,  and  twelve  other  classes  whose  rooms  they  must 
share. 

The  double  sessions  for  a  two  or  three  months’  period  'will  be  neces¬ 
sary  because  eleven  overflow  classes  from  the  Junior  High  Schools  and 
increased  elementary  enrollments  in  East  Weymouth  will  need  the  class¬ 
rooms  that  the  North  Weymouth  pupils  are  now  using. 

We  had  planned  to  reopen  in  September  the  old  five-room  Shaw 
School,  closed  in  March  when  the  Nash  School  opened,  but  the  building 
of  the  new  St.  Francis  parochial  school  made  this  unnecessary.  The  open¬ 
ing  of  this  parochial  school  together  with  the  new  Center  School  will  also 
make  room  in  the  fall  for  the  housing  of  six  South  Junior  High  School 
7th  grade  classes  in  the  Nash  and  Pond  Schools,  three  classes  in  each 
school.  The  five-room  Jefferson  School  in  East  Weymouth  will  house  five 
seventh  grade  classes  from  Central  Junior  High  School.  The  old  Wash¬ 
ington  School  in  East  Weymouth  will  remain  open  to  take  care  of  the 
overflow  enrollment  from  the  Pingree  and  Humphrey  Schools. 

The  so-called  Center  Portable  School  at  the  corner  of  Washington 
and  Middle  Streets  can  be  abandoned  after  -the  new  school  opens.  This 
school  came  into  being  in  1931  when  two  two-room  portable  schools,  used 
in  various  parts  of  the  town  during  the  period  of  rapid  enrollment  growth 
during  the  1920s,  were  placed  here  on  the  old  Town  Hall  site  as  a  temporary 
measure.  This  “temporary”  building  has  been  in  use  for  over  twenty-five 
years  (it  was  closed  for  two  school  years,  1947-48  and  1948-49).  This  will 
be  the  first  permanent  closing  or  abandonment  of  a  school  building  as  a 
result  of  the  postwar  school  building  program.  It  will  not  be  wise  at  this 
time  to  abandon  the  old  Shaw  School,  because  it  may  be  needed  again 
for  Junior  High  overflow  enrollments. 

With  the  completion  of  the  two  schools  now  under  construction,  the 
elementary  school  building  needs  should  be  met  for  many  years  to  come, 
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except  in  East  Weymouth.  Here  it  will  be  necessary  to  use  the  old  Wash¬ 
ington  School  and  also  the  old  Jefferson  School,  when  it  ends  its  period 
of  use  as  a  Junior  High  School  annex,  for  the  overflow  elementary  pupils 
from  the  Pingree  and  Humphrey  School  districts.  These  two  old  frame 
buildings  were  built  in  1888  and  1889.  A  second-floor  addition  built  over 
the  1953  addition  to  the  Humphrey  School  might  be  the  best  solution  to 
this  need. 

It  will  also  be  necessary  to  continue  to  use  the  old  two-room  John 
Adams  School  built  in  1854.  This  building  serves  as  an  annex  to  the  twelve- 
rocm  Abigail  Adams  School. 

The  School  Committee  has  voted  to  place  the  High  School  on  double 
sessions  in  September  until  the  new  school  now  being  planned  is  com¬ 
pleted.  This  action  was  unavoidable,  as  the  predicted  enrollment  of  2100 
for  the  school  year  1959-60  exceeds  the  normal  capacity  of  the  combined 
High  School  and  Vocational  School  plant  by  500  pupils.  The  double  sessions 
will  last  for  two  full  school  years  and  perhaps  longer.  The  curtailed  school 
day  will  shorten  class  periods  and  seriously  affect  most  aspects  of  the 
school  program.  Pupils  in  the  afternoon  session  will  be  at  the  greatest 
disadvantage.  As  sophomores  will  attend  in  the  afternoon,  pupils  will  be 
assigned  to  this  session  for  only  one  year  of  the  three  years  they  spend 
in  high  school. 

Teachers  and  Their  Salaries 

The  revised  teachers’  salary  schedule  effective  September  1st,  pro¬ 
vides  for  increases  of  $250  at  the  minimum  and  $300  at  the  maximum. 
See  revised  salary  schedule  on  page  383.  The  Teachers’  Association  re¬ 
quested  increases  of  $450  at  the  minimum  and  $900  at  the  maximum  for 
the  bachelor’s  degree  level  and  $1,000  at  the  maximum  for  the  other  levels. 

This  higher  schedule  will  simply  keep  us  in  competition  with  sur¬ 
rounding  towns.  Five  or  six  years  ago,  we  were  well  above  the  smaller 
towns  in  the  South  Shore  area;  now,  as  will  be  noted  below,  the  differ¬ 
ences  are  very  small,  if  any.  Minimum  salaries  for  the  bachelor’s  degree 
for  September  1959  are  as  follows:  Quincy,  Milton,  Weymouth,  Hingham, 
Cohasset,  Hull,  Scituate,  Marshfield  and  Randolph  $4,000;  Braintree  $3,900; 
Abington,  Rockland,  Norwell  and  Holbrook  $3,800.  Maximum  salaries  for 
the  bachelor’s  degree  are  as  follows:  Milton,  Marshfield  $6,400;  Quincy 
$6,250;  Abington  $6,008;  Weymouth,  Hingham,  Randolph  $6,000;  Hull  $5,900; 
Braintree,  Cohasset,  Scituate  $5,700;  Norwell,  Holbrook  $5,600;  Rockland 
$5,550. 

The  shortage  of  competent,  well-qualified  teachers  has  been  with  us 
since  the  war  years.  For  the  first  ten  years  after  the  war,  the  problem 
was  primarily  in  the  elementary  grades  and  in  specialized  fields  such  as 
industrial  arts,  vocational,  music,  art,  etc.  For  the  last  three  or  four 
years  the  problem  of  securing  capable,  properly  certificated  secondary 
school  teachers  has  grown  increasingly  difficult.  With  the  greatly  in¬ 
creased  high  school  enrollments  that  nearly  all  communities  will  have 
during  the  next  seven  or  eight  years,  the  task  of  finding  and  holding  able, 
experienced,  and  fully  prepared  secondary  school  teachers  will  be  doubly 
difficult.  Our  salary  scales  must  be  kept  abreast  or  preferably  slightly 
above  our  neighbors,  if  we  are  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of  teaching 
effectiveness  that  now  exists  in  most  of  our  classrooms. 

One  of  the  deterrents  to  effective  teaching  is  big  classes  and  a  high 
pupil  load  per  teacher.  The  situation  in  the  high  school  and  junior  highs 
in  this  respect  has  gradually  worsened  as  the  schools  have  become  more 
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crowded  each  year.  The  lack  of  teaching  spaces  prevented  the  adding 
of  sufficient  teachers  to  keep  class  sizes  at  reasonable  levels. 

Next  year  double  sessions  at  the  high  school  and  the  use  of  elementary 
school  classrooms  for  junior  high  pupils  will  make  more  space  available. 
As  a  result,  we  plan  to  add  sufficient  secondary  teachers  in  September 
to  take  care  of  the  increased  enrollments  and  at  the  same  time  to  reduce 
class  sizes.  The  budget  provides  for  16  additional  high  school  teachers 
and  a  second  assistant  principal,  and  for  11  additional  junior  high  school 
teachers. 

*Teachers  can  earn  four  $100  increments  beyond  this  maximum  by 
taking  courses.  Braintree  also  has  a  dependency  allowance  for  spouse 
and  children. 

The  1959  School  Budget 

The  estimates  for  the  School  Budget  will  be  found  on  pages  342-343 
following  the  report  of  the  School  Committee.  The  total  is  over  five  times 
larger  than  the  first  budget  I  helped  to  prepare  in  Weymouth  thirteen 
years  ago.  Perhaps  a  comparison  of  expenditures  over  a  ten-year  period 
will  throw  some  light  on  the  causes.

It  will  be  noted  that  enrollments  and  personnel  more  than  doubled 
in  this  ten-year  period,  with  a  doubled  school  plant  to  house  the  pupils. 
(The  enrollment  increase  from  1945  to  1959  will  be  well  over  6,000  pupils.) 
The  balance  of  the  increase,  of  course,  is  explained  by  inflation  resulting 
in  increased  salaries  and  much  higher  prices  for  fuel,  light,  power,  tele¬ 
phones,  textbooks,  supplies  of  all  kinds,  the  transportation  of  pupils,  new 
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equipment,  and  contract  work  for  repairs  and  improvements.  The  cost 
cf  transportation  included  under  auxiliary  agencies  increased  from  $30,385 
to  $118,099.  The  allowance  for  transportation  in  the  new  budget  is  $127,491. 

Over  89  per  cent  of  the  increase  in  the  1959  Budget  over  1958  is  due 
to  increased  salary  costs.  The  estimate  for  the  33  additional  teachers 
needed  in  September  is  $53,650  for  the  four-month  period;  the  cost  of  the 
general  teachers’  salary  increase  effective  in  September  is  $40,333.  Salary 
increases  in  recent  years  have  taken  place  with  the  beginning  of  the  new 
school  year  in  September,  which  means  that  only  one-third  of  the  cost 
occurs  in  the  Budget  for  that  year  and  that  two -thirds  of  the  cost  is  car¬ 
ried  over  to  the  budget  for  the  next  year.  An  analysis  on  this  basis  of  the 
teachers’  salary  increases  in  the  1959  Budget  follows:

No  general  increase  is  provided  in  the  Budget  for  school  nurses  and 
secretaries.  Three  of  the  four  step-up  increments  for  Custodians  and 
Maintenance  Men  were  increased  from  $2.00  a  week  to  $3.00  a  week,  effec¬ 
tive  April  1st.  This  means  that  men  at  the  maximum  will  receive  an  an¬ 
nual  increase  of  $156.00.  This  increase  makes  the  Custodians’  salary  scales 
more  comparable  with  similar  town-wide  schedules  in  which  annual  step- 
up  increases  are  either  $3.00  or  $3.50. 

The  expenditures  for  salaries  in  1958  amounted  to  81  per  cent  of  the 
total  expenditures  and  for  the  last  five  years  this  amount  has  averaged 
80.66  per  cent. 

Our  cost  per  pupil  for  current  day  school  expenditures  continues  among 
the  lowest  in  the  State  for  large  communities.  Only  10  of  the  54  cities 
and  towns  in  Massachusetts  with  a  population  of  over  20,000  have  a  lower 
per  pupil  cost  than  Weymouth.  Seven  of  the  ten  are  industrial  cities: 
New  Bedford,  Fall  River,  Lawrence,  Brockton,  Chicopee,  Attleboro,  and 
Gardner.  Among  these  same  54  cities  and  towns,  Weymouth’s  rank  in 
average  teachers’  salaries  was  39th.  For  the  school  year  1956-57,  average 
teachers  salaries  in  Weymouth  were  $18.00  higher  than  the  State  average; 
for  the  school  year  1957-58  the  average  salaries  in  the  State  were  $36.00 
higher  than  in  Weymouth. 

The  receipts  in  1958  from  the  federal  government  under  Public  Law 
874  in  the  amount  of  $109,995.69  remain  unspent  and  this  sum  is  available 
to  reduce  the  1959  appropriation  for  schools  in  accordance  with  the  policy 
adopted  by  the  School  Committee  three  years  ago.  The  estimated  receipts 
in  1959  from  State  aid  for  schools,  tuition,  sales,  damages,  etc.,  exceeds 
$540,000  or  $60,000  more  than  in  1958.  Thus  approximately  $650,000  will 
be  available  to  the  Town  to  reduce  the  amount  that  must  be  raised  by 
local  taxes  for  the  support  of  schools. 

Needed  Services  Which  Aid  in  the  Adjustment  of  Pupils 

One  of  the  reasons  for  our  low  per  pupil  cost,  as  noted  in  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  budget  above,  has  been  relatively  large  class  sizes,  partly 
forced  on  us  by  the  great  growth  in  enrollments  and  the  shortage  of  class¬ 
rooms.  A  second  reason  for  the  low  cost  has  been  the  meagreness  of  our 
services  which  aid  in  the  adjustment  cf  the  school  child.  This  report  ten 
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years  ago  discussed  the  need  for  these  services  and  recommended  staff 
additions  to  make  our  program  more  adequate  and  more  comparable  with 
good  school  systems  of  our  size. 

Some  progress  has  been  made.  As  the  new  Junior  High  Schools  were 
opened,  guidance  counselors  were  added.  The  High  School  now  has  the 
Director,  the  Assistant  Director  and  two  half-time  counselors.  One  full¬ 
time  counselor  will  be  added  in  September.  The  counseling  staff  will 
then  have  been  increased  from  two  in  1945  to  the  equivalent  of  eight  full¬ 
time  counselors.  We  have  an  excellent  guidance  program  even  though 
the  eight  counselors  is  about  half  the  staff  that  would  be  needed  if  we 
met  the  recommended  standard  of  one  counselor  for  300  secondary  pupils. 

In  the  elementary  schools,  we  now  have  an  Adjustment  Counselor 
under  the  State-aided  program,  but  she  has  time  to  work  with  the  most 
serious  cases  only.  In  a  system  of  our  size,  we  could  easily  justify  two 
counselors  of  this  type,  a  school  psychologist,  and  two  other  guidance 
counselors  to  work  with  elementary  pupils  who  do  not  show  tendencies 
toward  delinquency  but  need  guidance  and  assistance.  The  National  De¬ 
fense  Education  Act  will  provide  some  funds  for  guidance  counselor  sal¬ 
aries  on  a  matching  basis.  This  act  is  designed  to  stimulate  more  ade¬ 
quate  local  effort  and  perhaps  in  taking  advantage  of  its  help,  we  can  add 
more  counselors  in  the  five-year  period  covered  by  the  law. 

In  1944  for  the  first  time,  the  Weymouth  schools  had  available  a  full¬ 
time  attendance  officer.  We  now  have  the  same  man  for  a  140  per  cent 
larger  enrollment.  With  the  one  officer  frequently  tied  up  in  court,  cases 
needing  prompt  and  full  attention  often  fail  to  receive  it.  With  increased 
secondary  enrollments,  more  help  in  this  necessary  work  is  needed. 

In  1946  we  started  with  one  remedial  reading  teacher.  As  of  Septem¬ 
ber  1959  we  will  have  nine  remedial  teachers  or  about  one  for  700  ele¬ 
mentary  pupils.  The  average  annual  per  pupil  load  of  these  teachers  is 
from  55  to  65.  This  program  has  helped  to  bring  hundreds  of  pupils  more 
nearly  up  to  grade  level  in  reading,  it  has  materially  reduced  non-promo¬ 
tions  and  thereby  lowered  the  cost  for  pupils  repeating  a  grade,  and  it 
has  reduced  the  number  of  pupils  needing  special  class  work.  More  im¬ 
portant  has  been  the  fact  that  the  causes  for  reading  difficulties  have 
been  discovered  in  pupils  at  an  early  age,  a  remedy  found,  and  the  frus¬ 
trated,  mal-adjusted  child  helped  to  become  a  good  reader  prepared  to 
do  good  work  in  junior  high  and  high  school.  Obviously,  a  poor  reader 
will  always  be  a  poor  student  in  practically  all  courses. 

In  September,  a  speech  counselor  was  added  to  the  staff.  Her  work 
to  date  is  described  in  the  report  of  the  Director  of  Instruction.  The  Hing- 
ham  Schools  have  had  a  specialist  of  this  type  for  fifteen  years,  and  a 
system  as  small  as  Cohasset  now  employs  a  full-time  speech  teacher.  We 
will  undoubtedly  need  to  expand  this  program,  and  we  should  at  an  early 
date  provide  a  properly  trained,  fully  qualified  teacher  of  public  speaking 
in  the  high  school. 

In  1945  Weymouth  had  one  substitute  teacher  serving  as  instructor 
for  homebound  children,  as  required  by  State  law.  In  1949  this  teacher 
was  placed  on  the  salary  schedule  as  a  regular  teacher.  In  1955  a  second 
part-time  teacher  was  added  to  work  during  the  portions  of  the  year  when 
the  number  of  pupils  was  too  large  for  one  teacher.  State  regulations 
now  require  mere  lessons  per  week,  and  the  1959  Budget  provides  for  two 
full-time  instructors. 
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Weymouth  has  too  few  cases  to  justify  the  establishment  of  special 
classes  for  the  handicapped.  Children  with  extremely  poor  sight  attend 
the  Sight-saving  Class  in  Quincy.  The  State  reimburses  the  Town  for 
half  the  cost  of  instruction  and  transportation.  One  child  attends  the 
State  class  for  the  Blind  located  in  Braintree. 

Weymouth  established  special  classes  in  1929.  Over  the  years,  they 
have  been  known  by  various  names,  such  as  opportunity  classes,  or  junior 
manual  arts  classes.  These  classes  have  always  been  located  in  the  high 
school  building,  as  it  is  possible  to  transport  pupils  from  all  parts  of  the 
Town  on  the  high  school  busses.  The  classes  operate  on  a  departmental 
basis,  with  two  academic  teachers,  a  crafts  teacher  for  girls  and  young 
boys,  and  a  woodworking  teacher  for  the  older  boys.  The  number  of  teach¬ 
ers  and  the  average  enrollment  in  these  classes  has  remained  the  same 
over  the  years  even  though  the  enrollment  in  grades  I  through  8  has 
tripled.  When  the  new  High  and  Vocational  School  is  completed,  it  will 
be  possible  to  properly  house  these  classes  in  the  main  building  of  the 
present  Vocational  School.  There  would  then  be  room  to  add  one  or  two 
teachers  if  the  need  at  the  time  warrants  it. 

Two  classes  for  trainable  children,  as  distinguished  from  the  four 
other  classes  for  the  educable  pupils,  have  been  established  over  the  last 
eight  years.  They  are  located  in  new  buildings  in  rooms  designed  espe¬ 
cially  for  this  purpose,  one  at  the  Pingree  School  in  East  Weymouth,  and 
one  at  the  Nash  School  in  South  Weymouth.  The  first  class  in  Weymouth 
was  pioneered  by  the  Association  for  Advancement  of  Exceptional  Children 
in  1950  and  was  first  located  in  the  Clapp  Memorial  Building.  This  class 
was  taken  over  by  the  public  schools  in  April,  1951.  These  classes  are  now 
required  by  State  law  and  the  State  reimburses  the  Town  for  half  of  the 
instructional  cost  for  all  special  classes. 

In  1945  Weymouth  had  two  school  nurses  for  4600  pupils.  A  third 
nurse  was  added  in  1946.  As  of  September,  we  will  have  five  and  one-half 
nurses  plus  an  additional  nurse  who  does  the  vision  and  hearing  testing 
in  all  schools.  This  frees  the  regular  nurses  from  this  time-consuming 
work  which  the  tester  can  carry  on  more  efficiently  when  not  interrupted 
by  emergency  cases.  The  corps  of  6i/2  nurses  results  in  a  ratio  of  one 
nurse  for  about  1,650  pupils;  the  recommended  ratio  is  one  nurse  for  1,200 
pupils. 

New  or  Expanded  Programs 

The  establishment  of  Junior  High  Schools  has  made  possible  a  big 
expansion  of  our  programs  in  Art,  Music  and  Physical  Education  by  ca¬ 
pable,  enthusiastic,  specialized  instructors.  And  this  has  been  done  at  no 
additional  cost,  because  when  pupils  are  in  these  classes  it  is  not  neces¬ 
sary  to  provide  academic  teachers  for  class  work  or  study  hall  supervision. 
Since  1950  the  number  of  art  teachers  has  grown  from  3  to  9,  the  music 
staff  from  2  to  8,  and  the  physical  education  instructors  from  6  to  14.  In 
the  same  period  the  number  of  industrial  arts  teachers  has  increased 
from  1  to  7  and  the  household  arts  staff  from  2  to  9. 

Each  Junior  High  School  has  a  full-time  librarian  and  a  well -stocked 
library  which  serves  as  the  cultural  and  information  center  of  the  school. 
In  addition,  five  of  the  elementary  schools  located  some  distance  from 
Tufts  Library,  or  its  regular  branches,  have  branch  libraries  located  in 
the  schools  which  supplement  the  school  work  and  greatly  increase  the 
number  of  books  read  annually  by  the  children.  Special  library  rooms 
were  provided  in  the  new  Homestead  and  Nash  Schools  and  a  library 
room  was  provided  at  the  Pond  School  when  the  first  addition  was  added 
in  1953. 
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An  audio-visual  program  was  begun  on  a  small  scale  in  1947,  when 
one  of  the  high  school  instructors  was  freed  part-time  for  this  work  and 
for  initiating  a  driver  instruction  program.  The  next  year  he  devoted  all 
his  time  to  these  programs  and  since  1953  he  has  been  a  full-time  director. 
The  program  which  has  been  developed  gradually  over  the  years  is  now 
an  outstanding  one  with  a  centralized  office  and  work  room  in  the  high 
school,  servicing  all  schools  with  a  variety  of  visual  services  from  films, 
film  strips,  to  models  and  collections  of  various  types.  A  delivery  service 
of  three  times  a  week  is  made  to  all  schools.  Most  of  our  schools  have  a 
full  complement  of  projectors,  record  players,  etc. 

The  introduction  this  year  of  television  programs  for  school  use  opens 
up  a  new  field  for  audio-visual  education.  The  program,  in  a  different 
subject  area  for  each  of  the  six  elementary  grades,  are  being  integrated 
into  our  elementary  curriculum.  The  audio-visual  director  serves  as  co¬ 
ordinator  with  the  Metropolitan  Area  Committee  which  is  sponsoring  the 
programs  in  cooperation  with  Channel  2.  Television  sets  have  been  bought 
for  nearly  all  the  schools  by  Parent-Teacher  Associations,  with  a  few 
schools  using  town-owned  sets  purchased  for  high  school  use  when  pro¬ 
grams  become  available  at  this  level. 

We  are  planning  to  use  a  portion  of  the  federal  funds  which  should 
come  to  Weymouth  under  the  National  Defense  Education  Act  to  establish 
a  modern  language  laboratory  at  the  High  School.  Because  of  the  double 
sessions,  a  classroom  can  be  spared  for  this  purpose.  It  will  be  divided 
into  partially  screened  individual  booths  in  which  the  pupil  with  the  aid 
of  earphones  can  hear  the  language  spoken  on  records  or  tape.  The  stu¬ 
dent  can  also  on  occasion  record  his  own  spoken  words  in  the  foreign 
tongue  and  then  listen  to  the  playback.  This  set-up  should  aid  greatly  in 
the  teaching  of  conversational  French  and  Spanish.  A  few  colleges  and 
schools  now  have  successful  laboratories  in  operation. 

«  The  School  Committee  has  voted  to  establish  a  summer  school  at  the 
High  School  this  coming  July.  The  program  the  first  year  will  consist 
mostly  of  make-up  courses  with  the  probable  addition  of  personal  type¬ 
writing  and  driver  instruction.  It  is  hoped  that  in  future  years  academic 
courses  can  be  added  which  the  student  can  take  for  enrichment  of 
courses  taken  during  the  school  year  and  perhaps  new  courses  for  which 
credit  will  be  given  for  graduation.  Tuition  will  be  charged  to  cover  most 
of  the  costs.  Many  students  are  now  attending  out-of-town  summer 
schools  which  charge  relatively  high  tuition  fees.  This  is  one  way  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  school  year  and  to  make  some  use  of  our  school  plant  which 
stands  idle  all  summer. 

Conclusion 

The  Weymouth  Schools  have  completed  another  year  of  service  to 
the  youth  of  the  community.  We  hope  that  some  progress  and  improve¬ 
ment  have  been  made  in  these  services.  To  the  teaching  and  supervisory 
staff  who  are  responsible  for  the  everyday  work  in  the  classroom  goes  my 
appreciation  for  the  hard  work  and  conscientious  devotion  to  duty,  with¬ 
out  which  progress  in  our  schools  would  be  impossible. 

To  the  School  Committee  go  my  thanks  for  friendly  support  and  coun¬ 
sel  in  the  solution  of  the  many  problems  which  face  all  school  systems  to¬ 
day.  And  finally,  to  my  office  staff  I  express  my  deepest  appreciation  for 
long  hours  of  faithful  and  efficient  service.

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SUPERVISION  TESTING  AND  CURRICULUM  CONSTRUCTION 


REPORT  OF  FLORA  H.  McGRATH 
Director  of  Instruction 

Coordinating  the  curriculum  for  many  schools  in  order  to  achieve 
maximum  results  requires  a  constant  interchange  of  ideas  and  methods. 
This  exchange  of  ideas  and  pooling  of  experiences  then  require  a  screen¬ 
ing  so  that  those  considered  most  effective  may  be  used.  In  the  light  of 
growth  and  change,  the  evaluation  of  these  ideas  and  methods  and  the 
consideration  of  them  as  part  of  the  curriculum  program  constitute  a  con¬ 
tinuous  process. 

TESTING  PROGRAM 

For  the  third  time  in  a  number  of  years,  Weymouth  Public  School 
pupils  have  had  the  opportunity  of  participating  in  the  standardization 
of  national  norms  for  achievement  in  subject  matter.  Although  we  shall 
not  be  able  to  report  until  1959  the  results  of  our  recent  participation  in 
the  standardization  of  the  new  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests,  we  await 
the  results  with  anticipation. 

Mental  Ability  Tests 

As  a  vital  part  of  our  understanding  of  the  needs  of  pupils,  a  cumu¬ 
lative  record  is  kept  of  the  mental  ability  and  achievement  of  each  pupil. 
This  year,  all  pupils  in  grades  I,  IV,  V,  and  VI  were  given  mental  ability 
tests  and  all  results  recorded.  The  extra  mental  ability  testing  this  year  was 
made  necessary  because  of  our  participation  on  the  standardization  of  the 
new  Metropolitan  Achievement  Test.  Next  year,  therefore,  it  will  not  be 
necessary  to  give  the  mental  ability  tests  in  grade  VI. 

When  there  is  an  indication  that  the  results  of  the  group  mental 
ability  testing  may  be  questionable  or  in  unusual  cases,  the  Stanford- 
Binet  or  a  form  of  the  Wechsler-Bellevue  test  is  given  by  the  Adjustment 
Counselor.

All  results  of  the  above  tests  were  analyzed,  graphed,  and  recorded. 
Wherever  an  area  of  weakness  appeared,  steps  were  taken  to  help  or  cor- 
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rect  the  situation.  In  general  these  achievement  tests  indicated  that  ef¬ 
fective  learning  situations  are  being  provided  for  these  children  in  each 
classroom.  While  the  work  of  analyzing  and  graphing  these  tests  is  time- 
consuming,  it  is  felt  that  the  results  are  invaluable  in  indicating  achieve¬ 
ment  trends. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY

The  work  of  eight  remedial  reading  teachers  now  being  conducted  in 
twelve  schools  is  of  invaluable  help  to  those  pupils  who  would  otherwise 
have  to  repeat  one  or  more  grades. 

An  analysis  of  some  of  the  causes  of  reading  failures  indicates  that 
the  highest  number  of  failures  are  among  boys  whose  lack  of  mental  ma¬ 
turity  in  grade  I  proved  a  serious  handicap.  Among  the  causes  of  failure 
in  the  group  now  being  taught  are:

Of  the  total  number,  134  of  these  pupils  have  found  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  repeat  one  or  more  grades. 

Several  of  the  teachers  were  able  to  discharge  about  30  per  cent  of 
the  pupils  in  June  because  of  improvement  which  brought  pupils  up  to 
their  grade  level.  Some  of  these  pupils  had  been  in  the  class  for  several 
years  as  the  records  indicate  that  the  range  of  retardation  in  reading  in 
these  groups  is  from  seven  months  to  four  years. 

SPEECH  CORRECTION 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  this  year  on  the  services  of  a  speech 
therapist.  One  of  the  areas  which  causes  personality  maladjustment  and 
in  some  cases  academic  retardation  is  the  speech  handicap.  During  Sep¬ 
tember  the  new  speech  therapist,  Mrs.  Barbara  L.  Carmel,  gave  speech 
screening  tests  to  203  children  in  all  the  Weymouth  elementary  schools. 
These  children  were  referred  to  the  therapist  by  the  principals  and  teach¬ 
ers  of  the  schools. 

In  selecting  the  pupils  for  speech  work  the  type  and  severity  of  the 
speech  problem  and  how  it  affected  the  whole  child  were  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration.  The  problems  encountered  were  as  follows:

At  the  present  time  the  therapist  is  seeing  100  children  for  two  half- 
hour  periods  each  week.  Individual  and  group  therapy  methods  are  em¬ 
ployed  in  these  classes.  In  this  way  the  child  receives  help  on  his  own 
particular  problem  and  also  benefits  from  group  activity. 

In  general,  the  therapy  method  used  with  all  the  speech  problems 
except  stuttering  consists  of  ear  training,  vowel  and  consonant  practice, 
words,  phrases,  sentences,  poems,  stories,  and  finally,  general  conversation 
which  is  evidence  of  the  carry-over  of  good  speech  habits  into  everyday 
life.  Children  who  stutter  are  shown  a  relaxed  atmosphere  in  which  to 
speak.  From  then  on,  breathing  exercises,  relaxation  exercises,  and  a 
book  called  Know  Yourself  is  used  to  help  the  child  understand  and  learn 
to  control  his  speech. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year  those  children  who  show  adequate  im¬ 
provement  will  be  discharged;  however,  in  many  cases  it  will  take  hours 
of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  teachers,  and  children  before 
improper  speech  habits  can  be  corrected  or  improved. 

CLASSES  FOR  ACCELERATED  PUPILS 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  determine  the  best  procedure  for  teach¬ 
ing  the  more  able  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades.  Experimental  plans 
are  being  carried  out  in  two  schools.  However,  no  definite  decision  will 
be  made  on  classes  for  accelerated  pupils  until  further  study  indicates  the 
best  procedure  for  our  particular  community.  In  the  meantime,  we  shall 
continue  to  do  all  that  is  possible  to  enrich  the  program  for  all  pupils. 


CO-OPERATIVE  COMMUNITY  PROJECTS 


Parent- Teacher  Association  Council 

During  the  year,  the  pupils  and  teachers  of  the  Weymouth  public 
schools  participate  in  many  community  sponsored  activities.  Among  the 
valuable  projects  this  year  was  the  Elementary  Science  Fair  conducted  in 
response  to  the  Parent-Teacher  Council  suggestion.  All  elementary  school 
children  contributed  in  some  way  to  the  town-wide  exhibition  centered 
for  convenience  at  the  three  junior  high  schools.  With  approximately 
3,000  parents  and  children  in  attendance,  it  appeared  to  be  an  excellent 
means  of  motivating  greater  interest  in  science  among  both  pupils  and 
teachers  as  well  as  a  way  of  fostering  healthy  community  interest.  It  is 
hoped  that  it  may  be  motivation  for  stimulating  further  interest  in  holding 
similar  exhibitions  of  instructional  material  on  a  town- wide  basis. 

Rotary  Club 

Again  the  members  of  the  Weymouth  Rotary  Club  sponsored  their 
annual  essay  contest  which  emphasizes  the  development  of  desirable  atti¬ 
tudes  necessary  for  worthy  citizenship.  This  year,  the  winners  of  the 
essay  contest  entitled  “My  Responsibilities  as  a  Citizen”  were  Eileen  Sullo 
of  the  Bicknell  Junior  High,  Leslie  Dalton  of  the  South  Junior  High,  and 
Margaret  Lynch  of  the  Central  Junior  High  School.  The  participants 
numbered  approximately  750. 
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Fire  Department 

Contests  and  instructions  on  fire  protection  and  discovering  home  hre 
hazards  were  conducted  in  Grade  VI  in  co-operation  with  the  Weymouth 
Fire  Department.  The  pupils  are  encouraged  to  inspect  their  own  homes 
for  existing  fire  hazards  and  to  recommend  their  correction.  This  is  ex¬ 
cellent  in  developing  greater  awareness  of  the  need  for  caution  in  fire 
prevention. 

Police  Department 

The  Safety  Instruction  Program  conducted  by  the  members  of  the 
Weymouth  Police  Department  throughout  all  schools  is  invaluable  in  im¬ 
pressing  pupils  with  the  constant  need  for  traffic  safety  at  all  times.  The 
pupils  seem  to  be  greatly  impressed  with  this  program  because  of  the 
manner  in  which  it  is  presented. 


Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce 

For  a  number  of  years,  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  taken 
as  one  of  its  school  interests  the  distribution  of  free  materials  on  safety  to 
all  children  in  Grade  I.  These  materials  are  appreciated  and  used.

In  addition  to  these  instructional  community  sponsored  activities, 
pupils  participate  in  helpful  social  service  programs  sponsored  by  the  Red 
Cross,  Morgan  Memorial,  and  others  which  help  to  make  children  aware 
of  the  needs  of  the  society  in  which  they  live. 


In-Service  Meetings 

The  short  series  of  in-service  teachers’  meetings,  the  third  of  which 
has  already  been  hold,  will  continue  into  1959.  The  first  was  a  demon¬ 
stration  of  the  unitary  method  of  teaching  English  in  the  junior  high 
school  presented  by  Mrs.  Alma  Driscoll,  the  second  was  a  group  discussion 
on  plans  and  procedures  for  classes  for  accelerated  pupils.  The  third 
meeting  to  be  held  in  1958  is  an  arithmetic  panel  for  all  junior  high  school 
teachers. 


Again  this  year,  we  have  tried  to  fill  all  requests  for  speaking  or  con¬ 
ducting  panel  programs  on  subjects  of  particular  interest  to  our  local 
P.  T.  A.  associations. 


HIGH  SCHOOL 

Report  of  Wallace  L.  Whittle,  Principal 

^  Classes  at  the  high  school  have  continued  much  as  usual  except  for 
the  problems  caused  by  the  ever-increasing  enrollment  and  size  of  classes. 
At  the  present  tune,  in  our  six  large  departments,  we  have  58  English 
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classes,  38  Foreign  Language  classes,  30  Science  classes,  28  Mathematics 
classes,  50  Social  Study  classes,  and  53  Business  classes.  Of  these  257 
classes,  132  have  an  enrollment  of  more  than  30,  52  more  than  35,  and  16 
have  over  40  pupils  per  class. 

These  figures  do  not  seem  too  important  until  it  is  realized  exactly 
how  they  affect  the  education  of  our  children.  Since  each  teacher,  on 
the  average,  has  five  classes,  he  will  have  from  150  to  200  pupils  each  day. 
It  is  obvious  that  there  is  little  time  for  individual  attention  —  in  fact, 
lack  of  time  even  to  correct  the  great  number  of  papers  involved. 

I  should  like  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  teachers  feel  a  defi¬ 
nite  lack  of  supervision  in  all  of  its  various  forms,  and  have  asked  for  the 
situation  to  be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible.  I  think  it  is  an  excellent 
sign  of  the  teachers’  attitude  toward  their  work.  In  effect,  each  one  is 
asking  for  means  to  improve  what  he  is  doing  in  his  particular  field,  rather 
than  to  continue  without  help  even  though  it  might  be  much  easier  to  do 
the  latter. 

The  Mathematics  Department  is  continuing  its  program  of  giving 
advanced  work  to  those  qualified.  This  year  there  are  14  students  studying 
analytical  geometry  and  calculus  at  the  college  level  and  a  group  of  24 
sophomores  being  given  plane  and  solid  geometry  in  one  year.  This  latter 
course  is  being  started  at  the  sophomore  level,  so  that  the  student  will 
have  covered  the  usual  high  school  mathematics  at  the  end  of  the  eleventh 
year  and  thus  have  time  available  during  his  senior  year  to  study  college 
mathematics.  Students  in  this  course  must  request  it  and  be  recommended 
by  the  junior  high  school  personnel.  We  hope  to  extend  advanced  work 
to  other  departments  as  the  opportunities  arise. 

Our  extra-curricular  activities,  including  athletics,  have  continued  as 
usual.  The  members  of  the  Student  Council  deserve  special  credit  for 
their  efforts  in  raising  money  for  a  substantial  scholarship  for  one  of  our 
graduates.  The  Junior  Morals  Committee  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  time 
on  a  school  code  for  pupils  and  are  nearly  ready  to  present  it  to  the  student 
body.  Our  assembly  program  has  been  badly  disrupted,  due  to  the  fact 
that  it  has  been  impossible  to  keep  an  assembly  period  in  the  program 
and  also  that  three  periods  are  now  needed  to  accommodate  all  students. 
With  the  school  on  two  sessions  next  year,  it  is  apparent  that  many  ac¬ 
tivities  will  be  curtailed  as  the  school  will  be  in  operation  from  7:50  a.m. 
to  5:00  p.m.

WEYMOUTH  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL 
Report  of  Ray  G.  Parker,  Director 

The  enrollment  of  our  school  on  September  3,  1958,  was  242,  and  in¬ 
creased  to  254  by  September  11.  This  was  an  increase  of  32  boys  over  the 
same  period  in  1957.  There  were  354  boys  in  the  tenth  grade  and  89  or 
25.1%  of  these  enrolled  in  the  Vocational  School. 

The  school  has  been  very  crowded  this  year.  We  had  to  give  up  one 
of  our  classrooms  in  the  high  school  to  help  in  providing  space  for  high 
school  students  and  this  resulted  in  the  related  classes  of  the  Auto  Repair 
Department  moving  from  room  to  room  where  there  was  space  for  them. 
By  State  standards,  the  shops  are  only  large  enough  to  accommodate  197 
boys,  and  an  enrollment  of  254  has  made  it  difficult  for  both  teachers  and 
pupils.  As  the  high  school  will  be  on  double  sessions  in  September,  1959, 
we  will  again  be  able  to  have  the  classroom  in  the  high  school  for  the  use 
of  the  Auto  Repair  Related  Class. 

The  estimated  senior  high  enrollment  for  September,  1959,  is  as  fol¬ 
lows:  high  school,  1,830,  and  vocational,  280.  The  present  Vocational  School 
facilities  do  not  have  the  capacity  for  this  large  enrollment;  therefore, 
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the  entering  tenth  grade  will  have  to  be  limited  in  size.  This  will  mean 
that  no  non-residents  will  be  admitted  to  the  sophomore  classes  and  that 
in  some  departments  the  selection  will  be  made  by  use  of  mechanical 
aptitude  tests. 

The  school  has  had  a  very  good  year  from  the  standpoint  of  instruc¬ 
tion,  which  is  due  entirely  to  a  strong  faculty  and  a  good  group  of  boys. 
Each  year  we  have  a  finer  group  of  boys  to  work  with.  The  boys  are 
proud  of  their  school  and  the  place  they  hold  in  secondary  education. 

A  great  many  people  visit  the  school  at  the  Open  House  and  see  some 
of  the  projects  which  the  boys  work  on.  However,  the  real  proof  of  any 
school  is  what  happens  each  school  day,  and  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  all 
of  us  to  have  more  people  visit  the  school  during  the  regular  school  hours. 

The  placement  has  been  excellent  and  we  are  receiving  calls  nearly 
every  day  for  boys  to  enter  various  industries.  We  have  been  able  in  some 
cases  to  place  sophomores  and  juniors  in  part-time  jobs,  which  help 
their  trade  experience  as  well  as  give  them  seme  spending  money. 

Vocational  education  is  terminal  in  nature  and  many  boys  go  directly 
into  the  trade.  However,  if  a  boy  wishes  to  go  into  a  trade  as  an  appren¬ 
tice,  the  Department  of  Apprenticeship  allows  any  vocational  school  grad¬ 
uate  2,000  hours  credit  or  complete  credit  for  his  shop  experience.  If  a 
boy  wishes  to  go  on  to  college,  he  may  do  so  by  taking  a  postgraduate 
course  in  the  high  school,  where  he  will  take  more  advanced  mathematics 
and  science. 

The  Student  Government  Committee,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Chairman,  Robert  Cameron,  has  a  strong  influence  upon  the  morale  of  the 
school.  The  Merit  Award  System  which  rewards  the  best  boy  in  each 
department  for  attitude,  achievement,  and  good  citizenship  is  continuing 
to  have  a  fine  influence  on  the  student  body. 

In  the  Auto  Repair  Department  there  were  429  jobs  completed  with  a 
market  value  of  $13,063.91.  The  boys  in  this  department  receive  training 
in  all  areas  of  the  trade;  however,  there  is  a  need  for  specialized  training 
in  Auto  Body  Repair,  and  it  is  planned  for  this  to  be  taught  in  a  separate 
department  in  the  new  school.  On  January  2,  1958,  Phillip  J.  Messina 
was  appointed  to  assist  Frank  Meda  as  a  shop  instructor  and  Henry  Marsh- 
man  was  transferred  to  teach  Auto  Repair  related  classes  in  place  of 
George  Najarian,  who  resigned  to  take  a  position  in  the  Boston  schools. 

The  Cabinetmaking  Department,  under  the  direction  of  William  Dwyer, 
has  had  a  very  successful  year.  There  have  been  many  fine  pieces  of  fur¬ 
niture  completed,  also  several  kitchen  units  which  were  of  professional 
quality.  These  were  complete  units  assembled  in  the  shop  and  then  trans¬ 
ported  to  the  job.  The  school  received  recognition  for  the  fourth  consecu¬ 
tive  year  for  a  project  entered  in  the  Ford  Motor  Company  Industrial  Arts 
Award  Contest.  The  project  was  a  tooled-leather  top,  Lyre-type  coffee 
table  of  solid  mahogany  built  by  Joseph  Brigham,  a  senior.  There  were 
184  jobs  completed  with  a  market  value  of  $9,694.78. 

In  the  Carpentry  Department,  there  were  292  jobs  completed  with  a 
market  value  of  $24,833.45.  The  instructor  in  the  shop  is  Philip  Henley, 
and  the  work  there  covers  many  projects  of  carpentry  plus  a  good  variety 
of  small  units  which  would  be  built  by  carpenters  in  a  shop  or  on  the  job. 
The  instructor  in  charge  of  outside  building  projects  is  Fred  Carlson  and 
the  boys  under  his  supervision  have  completed  a  Cape  Cod  style  house  for 
Paul  Garrity  at  282  Middle  Street.  This  house  has  six  rooms,  a  breezeway, 
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and  a  one-car  garage.  This  work  was  completed  for  occupancy  in  June. 
A  one-car  garage  and  breezeway  was  completed  for  Mrs.  Katherine  Howley 
at  109  Evans  Street.  A  new  house  was  started  in  September  for  Charles 
Taber  of  15  High  School  Terrace.  This  house  will  have  six  rooms,  screened 
porch,  playroom  in  the  basement,  and  a  two-car  garage.  This  home  will 
be  completed  in  June,  1959. 

The  Sheet  Metal  Department  completed  295  jobs  with  a  market  value 
of  $9,573.94.  These  projects  include  every  phase  of  sheet  metal  work,  in¬ 
cluding  fabricating  and  installing  the  duct  work  in  all  homes  built  by  the 
boys  in  the  Carpentry  Department.  A  new  Heli-Arc  Welder  was  added  to 
the  department  this  year  which  will  allow  more  complete  instruction  in 
welding  as  the  thinner  gauge  metals  may  be  welded  with  the  equipment. 
The  placement  of  boys  from  this  department  is  always  high,  due  to  the 
excellent  instruction  of  Harold  Clarke,  the  instructor.  This  shop  is  much 
too  small  for  the  number  of  boys  and  the  type  of  work  which  is  necessary 
to  provide  adequate  training. 

The  Printing  Department  has  completed  293  jobs,  with  a  market  value 
of  $24,333.23.  This  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  John  Collins 
and  Herman  Perry,  has  been  busy  as  all  the  printing  in  the  School  De¬ 
partment  has  been  done  there.  The  work  covers  every  area  in  printing 
except  training  in  the  offset  printing  process.  The  boys  from  this  depart¬ 
ment  are  in  demand  because  of  the  excellent  training  which  they  receive. 

There  were  95  enrolled  in  the  driver-education  classes  and  60  received 
their  licenses.  Otto  Mahn  is  the  instructor  in  charge  of  this  work  and  in 
addition  he  has  placement,  guidance,  and  teaches  classes  in  civics,  science, 
and  problems  of  democracy. 

The  related  work  is  taught  by  the  following:  Auto  Repair,  Henry 
Marshman;  Cabinetmaking,  and  Carpentry,  Jalmar  Nelson;  Printing, 
George  Nott;  Sheet  Metal,  James  Boland.  The  related  drawing  classes  in 
Cabinetmaking,  Carpentry,  and  Auto  Repair  are  taught  by  George  Klay. 
The  academic  work  is  taught  by  Joseph  Whittemore  and  Eric  Roy. 

Of  this  year’s  sophomores,  103  had  completed  the  ninth  grade,  5  were 
members  of  or  completed  the  tenth  grade,  and  2  were  repeaters  from  last 
year.  There  were  45  non-residents  admitted.  This  is  one  less  than  last 
year.  Income  from  tuition  for  the  school  year  ending  in  June,  1958,  was 
$14,375.80.  This  money  came  from  14  towns  around  the  South  Shore.

The  appropriations  for  the  school  were  $587,000.00,  indicating  a  probable 
balance  of  $15,613.86. 

The  contract  for  the  Center  School  replacement  was  signed  with  the 
low  bidder,  Edward  Goverman,  on  January  27th.  Work  began  early  in 
February  and  the  building  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  near  the  end  of 
January,  1959.  The  school  has  six  classrooms,  a  small  multi-purpose  room, 
kitchen,  principal’s  office,  health  room,  teachers’  room,  boiler  room,  the 
necessary  toilet  rooms  and  storage  rooms. 

A  large  amount  of  ledge  existed  on  the  site,  and  blasting  and  excavating 
cost  $9,344.00,  using  up  nearly  all  of  the  contingency  allowance  of  $9,980.00. 
The  site  was  completely  devoid  of  loam.  Surplus  loam  from  the  Nash 
School  site  was  trucked  to  the  Center  School  site  this  fall,  and  a  small 
area  adjacent  to  the  driveway  and  the  building  was  graded  and  seeded. 


The  Building  Committee  is  sponsoring  an  article  to  transfer  $10,000.00 
from  the  Nash  School  balance  to  the  Central  School  job  to  cover  the  cost 
of  moving  loam  from  the  new  High  School  site,  the  Cowing  property  on 
Commercial  Street,  to  the  Center  School  site  and  for  spreading  this  loam 
and  seeding.  About  $3,000.00'  will  also  be  available  as  a  balance  in  the 
Center  School  account  for  this  work.

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth. 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  meetings  twice  a  month  during  the 
year. 

The  Board  recommended  a  zoning  change  from  residential  to  limited 
business  for  the  area  bounded  by  Washington,  Vine  and  Broad  Streets. 
This  recommendation  was  approved  by  the  Town  Meeting.  We  consider 
this  area  to  be  an  excelent  site  for  a  modern  Shopping  Area. 

The  Board  is  studying  other  sections  of  the  Town  for  possible  shop¬ 
ping  areas  and  will  report  the  results  of  the  study  during  the  coming  year 

The  Board  is  presently  working  on  a  study  plan  of  the  Southeast 
Expressway  Industrial  areas.  A  road  pattern  for  the  best  use  of  the  land 
in  these  areas  is  being  developed  with  the  assistance  of  the  Town  Engineer. 

We  believe  the  future  growth  of  Weymouth,  for  the  most  part,  will 
be  in  our  Industrial  and  Business  areas  and  we  also  think  that  this  will 
bo  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  has  received  regular  reports  from  the  Industrial  Develop¬ 
ment  Commission  and  compliments  the  Commission  on  the  work  they 
have  done  during  the  year.  We  believe  that  very  shortly  the  Town  will 
begin  to  benefit  from  the  work  of  the  Commission. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  various  Town  Departments, 
officials  and  employees  for  the  excellent  cooperation  we  received  during 
the  past  year.
